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TENTH  BIEMIAL  REPOIIT. 


Herewith  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Kansas  State  Historical 
Society  presents  the  tenth  biennial  report,  showing  the  work  of  the 
Society  during  the  two  years  ending  November  1,  1S9G. 

During  the  period  covered  by  the  report  there  have  been  added 
to  the  library  2,404  volumes  of  books,  6,314  unbound  volumes  and 
pamphlets,  2,814  volumes  of  newspapers  and  periodicals,  7,024 
single  newspapers  containing  matter  of  historical  interest,  119 
maps,  atlases,  and  charts,  597  manuscripts,  ol3  pictures  and  other 
works  of  art,  9  pieces  of  scrip,  currency,  and  coin,  470  relics  and 
miscellaneous  contributions.  Thus  to  the  library  proper,  of  books, 
pamphlets,  newspapers,  and  periodicals,  during  the  two  years  have 
been  added  11,592  volumes.  Of  these,  11,166  have  been  procured 
by  gift  and  exchange,  and  426  by  purchase.

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The  total  of  the  library  at  the  present  time  is  as  follows:  18,3: Is 
bound  Tohimes  of  books,  oJ:,9oi  unbound  volumes  and  pam])hleTs. 
18.223  bound  newspaper  hies  and  volumes  of  periodicals;  in  all. 
91,492  volumes. 

Of  the  accessions  of  books  and  pamphlets  during:  the  two  years, 
240  volumes  have  been  purchased  and  8,538  have  come  by  gift  and 
exchange.  Of  newspapers  and  magazines,  ISG  volumes  have  been 
purchased  and  2,G28  have  been  donated  to  the  Society.  The  lisrs 
and  tables  in  the  report  show  the  sources  from  which  all  the  acces- 
sions of  the  ditlerent  classes  have  come. 

KANSAS  NEWSPAPERS. 

To  the  bound  volumes  of  newspapers  and  magazines  publisht'd 
in  Kansas,  1,490  volumes  have  been  added  during  the  tw^o  years. 
These  have  all  been  donated  to  the  Society  by  the  publishers.  Tlio 
library  now  contains  on  its  shelves  12,188  bound  volumes  of  Kan 
sas  newspapers  and  magazines.  This  is  a  larger  collection  of  local 
historical  materials  of  this  class  than  is  contained  in  any  other 
library  in  the  world.  Of  newspapers  and  magazines  published  in 
other  states,  the  library  contains  6,035  volumes. 

SOURCES  OF  GROWTH. 

For  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  library,  the  law  governing  our 
Society  grants  (iO  bound  copies  of  all  publications  of  the  stare, 
with  one  exception,  for  use  in  exchanges  with  other  societies  and 
Institutions.  Exchanges  and  donations  have  been  the  principal 
means  of  accession  to  the  library.  The  scant  appropriations  pro 
vided  from  year  to  year  have  been  a  minor  source  of  growili. 
Through  exchanges  a  very  successful  elfort  has  constantly  been 
made  to  bring  into  our  library  the  reports  and  published  vohiiiu  s 
of  every  description  of  the  very  numerous  societies  throughoiii 
the  country  engaged  in  promoting  sociological,  philanthropic  and 
scientific  pursuits,  and  in  inquiry,  experiment  and  investigation  of 
every  description. 

The  fact  of  the  rapid  growth  of  our  library  by  gifts  is  no  donh\ 
in  no  small  measure  attributable  to  the  prominence  which  Kansas 
has  had  from  the  beginning  of  its  history  in  alt'airs  of  worldwid*- 
interest.  The  events  of  the  territorial  period  of  our  history  wee 
the  prelude  to  the  civil  war.  From  that  time  to  the  present  Kansa> 
has  been  eventful  in  social  progress  and  in  political  agitation.  Tl><' 
fact  that  such  a  state  is  making  up  a  historical,  scientific  an<i 
political  library  has  attracted  the  attention  of  interested  indi 
vidual  donors  and  of  the  libraries  and  institutions,  not  only  of  \h\> 
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country,  but  of  tlie  world.  Our  ^^ociety  makes  exchanges  in  all  of 
the  states  and  in  many  foreign  countries.  Thus  the  library  is  be- 
ing made  up  with  little  cost  to  the  state. 

From  lists  and  statements  appended  to  this  report  it  will  be 
seen  that  during  the  two  years  the  growth  of  the  library,  and  col- 
lections has  been  equal  to  that  of  former  periods,  and,  in  important 
respects,  greater.  Our  lists  of  acknowledgments  show  that  the 
accessions  by  gift  and  exchange  during  the  past  two  years  have 
come  from  more  than  2,000  diherent  sources.  More  than  half  of 
the  persons,  societies  and  institutions  giving  the  publications  are 
outside  of  Kansas. 

Our  accessions  of  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers  and  maga- 
zines record  in  detail  events  in  all  affairs  of  human  activitj;  they 
record  the  thoughts,  the  sentiments,  the  social  movements  and  the 
efiorts  at  human  progress  in  all  respects.  Thus  a  very  full  library 
of  reference  is  being  made  upon  all  subjects  of  thought  and  in- 
quiry. With  adequate  appropriations  by  the  legislature  to  supply 
dehciencies  iii  the  classes  of  publications  thus  brought  in  by  gift 
and  exchange,  an     equaled  library  of  reference  w^ould  grow^  up. 

In  respect  to  local  materials,  our  library  is  not  excelled  by 
any  other  in  any  country.  Authors,  writers  and  teachers  con- 
nected with  our  institutions  of  learning  and  with  our  newspaper 
press,  and  those  otherwise  engaged  in  scientific,  historical,  eco- 
nomical, political  and  liter.iry  investigations,  are  constantly  con- 
sulting its  collections.  Thus  are  the  treasures  from  this  storehouse 
of  information  being  brought  out  for  the  instruction  of  the  people. 

SPECIAL  GIFTS  OF  BOOKS. 

The  library  of  Yale  University  has  given  in  exchange  for  Kansas 
state  publications  218  rare  volumes,  mostly  historical.  This  gift  was 
also  accompanied  by  a  large  number  of  pamphlets.  Hon.  Samuel  A. 
Green,  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  has  contributed  over 
200  books  and  pamphlets,  chiefly  relating  to  New  England  history- 
and  philanthrophy.  t'nique  gifts  have  been  made  hj  Prof.  Z.  T. 
liiley,  of  Topeka,  and  Mr.  C.  li.  Orcutt,  of  California,  consisting: 
of  400  volumes  of  out-of-date  school-books,  covering  all  depart- 
ments, and  ranging  through  the  past  20  years.  The  American. 
Swedenborg  Publishing  Company,  New  York  city,  and  the  German 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  Concord,  N.  H.,  have  both  made 
valuable  gifts  of  their  church  publications.  The  Western  Re- 
serve Historical  Society,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  has  given  over  100  vol- 
umes of  Ohio  state  publications  to  complete  our  partial  sets. 
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MANUSCRIPTS. 

The  manuscript  accessions  have  been  numerous  and  valuable. 
Prominent  among  them  may  be  mentioned  the  personal  recollec- 
tions of  Orville  C.  Brown,  of  Adams,  N.  Y.,  relating  to  Kansas 
territorial  affairs,  principally  in  the  neighborhood  of  Osawatomic. 
Col.  John  Doniphan,  of  St.  Joseph,  ]\[o.,  has  contributed  a  biography 
of  Gen.  David  K.  Atchison,  and  sketches  of  early  Fort  Leaven- 
worth, and  the  pre-territorial  history  of  the  Kickapoo  cannon. 
Gen.  Charles  A.  Foster,  of  Quincy,  Mass.,  has  given  47  manuscri])t 
letters  written  by  citizens  of  Kansas  territorj^  prominent  in  public 
affairs,  and  of  dates  from  1854  to  18(31.  Mr.  Foster  was  himself 
a  very  active  free-state  man,  and  was  elected  attorney-general 
under  the  Leavenworth  constitution.  Col.  E.  J.  Hinton,  of  Bay 
Ridge,  N.  Y.,  has  given  a  large  mass  of  autograph  letters  and 
manuscript  papers,  materials  collected  for  use  by  him  in  the 
preparation  of  his  volume  on  '"John  Brown  and  His  Men,"  besides 
numerous  other  manuscripts  relating  to  Kansas  territorial  affairs. 
Thaddeus  Hyatt,  of  New  York  city,  has  given  291  letters  and  other 
papers  relating  to  the  settlement  of  Kansas,  to  Kansas  political 
matters,  and  the  drought  of  18G0-'61;  Samuel  F.  Tappan,  of  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  manuscripts  relative  to  the  free-state  guard  to  pro- 
tect President  Lincoln  in  the  White  House,  at  the  opening  of  the 
rebellion,  also  papers  relating  to  the  Lecompton  constitution; 
Capt.  W.  H.  Ward,  of  Topeka,  letters  containing  the  autographs  of 
41  different  governors  and  secretaries  of  the  different  states  and 
territories  in  office  in  1879. 

PICTURES. 

Of  pictures  added  to  the  collection,  the  most  noteworthy  is  the 
oil-painted  and  elegantly  framed  portrait  of  Senator  Preston  B. 
Plumb,  painted  by  William  A.  Griffith,  of  Emporia,  and  purchased 
for  the  Historical  Society  by  special  appropriation  of  ^500  by  the 
legislature  of  1895.    The  friends  of  the  late  librarian,  Hamilton 
J.  Dennis,  have  caused  his  portrait,  painted  by  George  M.  Ston(\ 
of  Topeka,  appropriately  framed,  to  be  placed  in  our  collection. 
Among  other  portraits  worthy  of  mention  are  that  of  Maj.  James 
B.  Abbott,  presented  by  his  wife;  that  of  Col.  R.  J.  Hinton,  by  him 
Relf;  the  portraits  of  the  earh'  missionaries.  Rev.  Isaac  McCoy 
and  his  wife,  (Christina,  presented  by  their  grandson,  John  < 
McCoy,  of  Kansas  City;  that  of  Hon.  George  A.  Crawford,  juc 
sented  by  S.  I).  Macdonald;  that  of  Mrs.  ^Margaret  R.  WicUens. 
past  department  and  ])ast  national  president  W.  R.  C,  by  the  Pin- 
sons  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Kansas;  that  of  Rev.  John  G.  rratt 
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and  wife,  assistants  of  Rev.  Isaac  McCoy,  presented  by  Mr.  Pratt, 
still  surviving-,  a  citizen  of  Wyandotte  county.  The  portrait  of  the 
author  of  '^America,''  the  Rev.  Samuel  Francis  Smith,  together  with 
an  autograph  copy  of  the  song,  copied  by  him  for  the  late  Mr.  T.  E. 
IJownian,  of  Topeka,  has  been  presented  by  Mrs.  Bowman.  Mrs. 
(ieorge  Johnson,  of  White  Rock,  Kas.,  has  given-  the  Society  a 
fine  photographic  view  of  the  assemblage  on  the  29th  of  Sep- 
tember last  in  Republic  county  to  commemorate  the  first  flag 
raising  in  Kansas.  Messrs.  Hall  &  O'Donald  have  given  the  So- 
ciety a  set  of  engravings  of  Kansas  governors.  M,  P.  Creese,  Topeka, 
presented  the  Society  with  cabinet  photos  of  the  legislative  house 
and  senate  of  1895. 

RELICS  AND  MISCELLANEOUS. 

Charles  A.  Foster,  of  Quincy,  Mass.,  has  given  seven  invita- 
tions and  tickets  co  free-state  entertainments  in  Paola,  Osawatomie. 
and  Lawrence,  of  dates  ranging  through  1857  to  1859;  Thaddeus 
Hyatt,  of  Xew  York  city,  a  large  scrap-book  of  1-17  closely  inter- 
leaved pages,  containing  matter  from  Kansas  and  eastern  papers 
relating  to  the  drought  of  1860--G1  and  efl'orts  for  its  relief;  from 
Mrs.  George  Johnson,  of  White  Rock,  and  associates,  many  relics 
incident  to  the  village  life  of  the  plains  Indians,  picked  up  on  the 
site  of  the  I*awuee  village.  Republic  county,  referred  to  at  length 
elsewhere;  from  Burt  O.  Ogburn,  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  a  collection  of 
fragments  of  aboriginal  pottery,  arrow  points,  etc.,  from  that 
vicinity;  from  George  J.  Remsburg,  Atchison,  a  fine  lot  of  relics 
gathered  from  Indian  village  sites,  workshops,  etc.,  in  Atchison 
county;  from  11.  A.  Smith,  of  Morganvilie,  an  easel  made  from 
relics  of  the  tornado  of  April  25,  189G,  in  Cloud  and  Clay  counties; 
from  J.  F.  Todd,  of  Topeka,  Indian  rubbing  stones,  plowed  up  in 
Gove  county,  Kansas;  from  Mrs.  Soion  O.  Thaclier,  of  Lawrence, 
a  historic  otVice  tlesk  used  by  her  husband,  formerly  the  property  of 
Col.  A.  G.  Boone,  of  AVestport,  of  (^ol.  A.  S.  Johnson,  and  later  of 
various  Kansas  territorial  otlicers. 

PUBLICATIONS  ISSUED. 

During  the  ])ast  year  the  fifth  volume  of  tlie  colhM'tions  of  ihv 
^^ociety  was  ])ubrishi'd,  and  2,500  co])ies  issmnl.  Owing  to  lack  of 
funds  f(ji'  postage  and  ex]>ressage,  this  vohnne  has  hocn  but  par 
^'^dly  distributed  among  our  citizens  and  among  contributors.  Tlw 
vi>luiae,  besides  containing  brief  minntes  ol'  the  ])roceedings  ot 
the  Society's  meetings,  and  the  addi esses  delivered  at  annual 
laeetings  since  and  including  completes  the  series  of  executive 
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minutes  and  (iocumentary  papers  of  the  territorial  governors.  Our 
third  volnme  contained  the  execntive  minutes  and  papers  of  the  ad 
ministrations  of  Governors  Roeder  and  Shannon;  the  fourth  vohime 
those  of  Governor  Geary;  the  fifth  volume,  now  published,  con- 
tains those  of  Governors  Walker,  Denver,  and  Medary,  bringing  up 
the  documentary  history  to  tht;  time  of  the  organization  of  the 
state,  in  1S()1.  These  documentary  records  comprise  the  au- 
thentic, unquestioned  materials  of  the  history  of  that  remarkable 
period  of  Kansas  annals — remarkable  not  only  for  its  local  in- 
terest, but  for  the  bearing  of  its  events  upon  the  history  of  the 
country. 

PAWNEE  INDIAN  VILLAGE. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Society  in  January  last,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  investigate  the  subject  of  the  situation  of 
the- village  of  the  Pawnee  Indian  republic,  which  was  visited  and 
described  by  Lieut.  Zebulon  Pike  in  September  and  October. 
ISOG.  The  subject  had  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  our  So- 
ciety b}'  the  officers  of  the  Pawnee  ReDublic  Historical  Society,  an 
organization  composed  of  citizens  of  Republic  and  Jewell  counties 
residing  in  the  neighborhood  of  an  ancient  Indian  village  site, 
believed  by  them  to  be  that  of  the  Pawnee  village  mentioned.  In 
July  last  two  members  of  the  committee,  Prof.  E.  B.  Cowgill  and 
the  Secretary  (the  other  member,  Mr.  Xoble  L.  Prentis,  being  un- 
able to  participate),  made  as  full  an  investigation  of  the  subject 
as  was  practicable.  The  conclusion  arrived  at  was  that  with 
scarcely  a  possibility  of  mistake  the  site  pointed  out  to  us  by 
officers  and  members  of  the  local  society  is  the  site  of  the  villa g»' 
visited  and  described  by  Lieutenant  Pike.  In  the  first  place,  the 
description  and  map  in  Pike's  report  of  his  expedition  point  almost 
directly  to  the  place  where  this  village  site  is  now  found,  ^[ncli 
additional  light  on  the  significance  of  Pike's  journal  and  map  h;is 
been  given  in  the  recently  published  annotated  edition  of  Pike's 
journal,  by  Prof.  Elliott  Ooues,  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 
The  judgment  of  Professor  Cones  coincides  with  that  of  our  com- 
mittee as  to  the  identity  of  the  site.  The  investigations  made  b.v 
the  local  society  mentioned  support  tliis  opinion.  The  region  of  i^i'' 
Republican  valley,  above  and  below,  has  for  many  years  been 
settled  up  and  brought  into  cultivation.  Intelligent  and  triisi 
worthy  officers  and  members  of  the  lot^il  sorieiy  luwe  made  dili 
gent  inquires  of  all  of  the  inhabitants  calciilattHl  to  throw  lig'n 
upon  the  subject.  The  only  othiM-  locality  believed  by  any  to 
been  the  site  of  an  Indian  village  was  visited,  and  was  found  t.» 
have  been  only  a  temporary  Indian  eamp,  having  no  remains 
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cliaraetei'istic  of  those  always  found  on  the  abandoned  sites  of  the 
older  and  permanent  Indian  villages.  At  the  place  now  identified 
are  clearly  exhibited  evidences  that  there  was  at  a  time  as  remote 
as  that  of  Pike's  visit  an  Indian  village  of  the  character  described 
by  him.  In  respect  to  this  the  evidences  are  quite  conclusive.  The 
markings  conform  fulh'  to  those  well-known  artificial  features  which 
have  identified  sites  of  other  ancient  villages  of  the  Indians  of  the 
plains,  notably  that  of  the  Kaw  village  near  Manhattan,  described 
in  volumes  I  and  2  of  the  collections  of  this  Society.  Here  upon 
the  site  of  this  Pawnee  village  are  clearly  marked  remains  of 
surrounding  walls,  and,  Avithin  the  bounds  of  the  same,  circular 
ridges  showing  the  situations  of  numerous  permanent  earth  lodges. 
There  is  the  debris  left  from  the  destruction  of  these  habitations. 
These  evidences  are  distinct  and  unmistakable.  -  From  such  con- 
siderations your  committee  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  spot 
visited  is  the  identical  site  of  the  village  in  question;  there  can  be 
but  a  bare  possibility  that  it  can  be  otherwise.. 

On  the  site  of  this  village,  on  the  29th  day  of  September.  1806, 
Pike,  by  consent  of  the  chiefs  of  the  village,  took  down  a  Spanish 
flag  found  by  him  there  floating,  and  put  in  its  place  the  flag  of  our 
country;  no  doubt  the  first  flag  of  the  kind  erected  upon  our  Kansas 
I)lains. 

The  place  where  are  now  found  the  remnants  of  that  ancient 
village  embraces  portions  of  sections  2  and  3,  township  2,  range  5 
west,  in  White  Rock  township,  Republic  county,  on  the  west  side 
of  the  valley,  across  the  river  from  Republic  City.  On  the  29th 
of  September  last,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Pawnee  Republic  His- 
torical Society,  a  multitude  of  people  gathered  on  that  site  to 
celebrate  the  ninetieth  anniversay  of  Lieutenant  Pike's  flag  rais- 
ing by  erecting  a  flagstalf  and  displaying  upon  it  another  flag,  a 
fine  example  of  the  flag  of  our  country,  provided  for  the  occasion 
by  Mrs.  George  Johnson,  through  whose  intelligently  directed 
zeal  and  influence  is  due  the  movement  for  the  identification  and 
commemoration  of  this  village  site. 

STATE  LIBRARY  TRANSFER. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  January  21,  1896, 
under  a  resolution  then  adopted,  a  committee  of  the  Board  was 
appointed  on  the  subject  of  a  proposed  transfer  of  the  miscellaneous 
dej)artment  in  the  state  law  library  to  the  library  of  the  State 
Historical  Society.  The  State  Editorial  Association,  at  its  annual 
meeting,  at  Leavenworth,  February  17,  189(5,  also  appointed  a 
committee  on  the  subject,  to  cooperate  with  the  Historical  Society 
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committee.  The  joint  committee  submitted  to  the  Board  their 
report,  as  follows: 

"To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Historical  Society: 

"The  undersigned  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows:  At  the  last 
annual  meeting  of  the  iState  Historical  Society  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  confer  with  the  board  of  directors  of  the  state  law 
library  for  the  object  of  procuring,  if  possible,  the  consent  of  that 
board  to  the  transfer,  through  necessary  legislation,  of  the  mis- 
cellaneous department  of  the  state  library  to  the  library  of  the 
State  Historical  Society,  leaving  the  state  library  to  the  usual' 
province  of  a  library  of  reference  for  the  use  of  the  courts  and 
attorneys  and  to  the  care  of  the  endowed  medical  library  which 
Las  been  placed  with  it.  Subsequently  the  State  Editorial  Asso- 
ciation, all  the  members  of  which  are  members  of  the  State  His- 
torical Society,  appointed  a  committee  to  cooperate  with  the  His- 
torical Society  in  seeking  such  a  conference.  The  two  committees 
join  in  presenting  this  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
State  Historical  Society. 

"The  board  of  directors  of  the  state  law  library  is  composed  of 
the  justices  of  the  supreme  court;  and,  at  the  suggestion  of  Chief 
Justice  Martin,  the  two  committees  joined  in  presenting  to  the 
justices  a  written  statement  of  the  reasons  why  the  proposed 
transfer  is  sought.  Such  paper  was  accordingly  prepared  and 
communicated  to  the  library  directors,  signed  by  all  the  members 
of  the  two  committees.  We  herewith  give  a  summary  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  paper  so  communicated,  as  follows: 

"1.  Our  State  Historical  Society  is  composed  of  intelligent  citi- 
zens residing  in  all  parts  of  the  state,  whose  personal  gifts  of  the 
most  useful  materials  of  popular  reference  contained  in  any  state 
library  constitute  a  nucletis  for  a  great  poptilar  library  of  reference 
for  the  people  of  Kansas.  In  making  these  gifts  the  members  of 
the  Society  have  done  so  in  the  belief  that  the  state  would  con- 
tribute the  means  for  building  up  such  a  library.  Instead,  the 
means  which  otherwise  would  be  given  are  being  in  part  diverted 
to  the  miscellaneous  department  of  the  state  library. 

"2.  The  legislature,  through  the  act  of  1871),  which  recognizes  the 
State  Historical  Society  as  the  trustee  of  the  state,  and  defines 
its  duties  and  relations  to  the  state,  charges  the  Society  with  the 
duty  of  making  up  a  library,  and  provides  that  rooms  in  the  state- 
house  shall  be  given  for  such  library.  For  nearly  20  years  the 
legislature  has  made  small  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of 
books  to  augment  the  library.  The  law  gives  tlie  Society  also  a 
limited  number  of  the  i)ublications  of  the  state  for  use  in  ex- 
changes for  the  same  object.  The  character  of  the  library 
quired  to  be  made  u])  is  to  be  such  ^as  will  facilitate  tlie  investiga- 
tion of  historical,  scientific,  social  and  literary  subjects/  At  the 
same  time  small  and  irregularly  made  a])propriati(>ns  have  been 
made  to  the  miscellaneous  def)artnu^nt  of  the  state  taw  library,  a  de- 
partment similar  in  character  to  the  library  wliich  the  law  reipiires 
the  State  Historical  Society  to  make  up.    It  is  now  sought  to 
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(•(Hicentrato  this  class  of  library  work  in  the  library  of  the  State 
Historical  Society. 

'.'3.  lu  uo  other  state  where  a  historical  society  exists  constituted 
as  is  ours,  does  the  state  maintain  a  miscellaneous  library  in  con- 
nection with  the  state  law  library. 

"4.  2S'o  miscellaneous  department  of  any  state  law  library  has 
ever  answered  tlie  proper  needs  for  the  information  of  the  people 
of  a  state  in  their  local  history  and  for  the  investigation  of  sub- 
jects of  current  inquiry  in  history,  politics,  science,  sociology,  etc. 

"5.  It  does  not  seem  consistent  with  the  intelligence  of  the 
people  of  Kansas  that  they  should  permit  tlie  continuance  of  the 
contention,  the  bad  economy,  the  distraction  in  use  attendant 
upon  the  eii'ort  to  build  up  and  maintain  in  the  state  capitol  two 
libraries  substantially  of  the  same  character. 

••G.  At  the  present  time,  when  new  and  permanent  apartments 
in  the  state  capitol  building  are  about  to  be  prepared  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  two  libraries,  it  seems  to  be  most  imperatively  de- 
manded that  the  librarv  policv  of  the  state  should  be  permanently 
settled. 

"7.  It  is  not  sought  to  dwarf  nor  diminish  the  dignity  and  use- 
fulness of  the  state  law  library,  but  to  leave  it  with  its  ample  col- 
lection of  law  books,  public  documents  and  books  of  reference  of 
every  character  desired  by  the  courts  and  attorneys  and  by  public 
officials  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties;  nor  is  it  sought  to  dis- 
turb the  relations  of  that  library  to  the  endowed  medical  library 
which  has  been  given  to  its  care.  Law  libraries  and  medical  li- 
braries are  so  specifically  distinct  from  libraries  of  reference  in 
history,  science,  the  arts,  sociology,  and  literature,  that  the  line  of 
separation  is  broadly  and  distinctly  marked. 

'•8.  It  is  not  intended  to  place  the  books  withdrawn  where  they 
will  be  less  accessible  to  users  than  if  they  were  to  remain  in  the 
state  law  library,  but  to  place  them  with  like  classes  of  books  in 
other  convenient  rooms  in  the  state-house,  where  they  will  be  free 
for  the  use  of  all. 

"9.  A  question  of  so  great  importance  should  be  decided,  in 
view  of  all  the  public  interests  involved,  without  consideration  of 
any  personal,  private  or  temporary  interest:  whatever.  It  is  not 
a  question  of  personal  interest  or  desire,  but  a  question  alfecting 
the  economical  and  educational  interests  of  the  people  of  the  state 
for  all  time  to  come. 

"The  application  tlius  presented  to  the  directors  of  the  state 
library  was  signed  by  all  the  members  of  the  two  committees,  as 
follows:  E.  13.  Cowgiil.  editor  of  the  Kansas  Farmer,  Topeka;  Hon. 
•lames  S.  Emery,  Lawrence;  George  W.  Martin,  editor  of  the  Kansas 
*'ity  Gazette;  A.  J.  Felt,  editor  of  the  (Uuimpion,  Atchison:  Sol. 
Miller,  editor  of  the  Chief.  Troy;  J.  E.  Junkin,  editor  of  th(^  r>ulletin 
iHid  Gazette,  Sterling;  L.  lirown,  editor  of  the  Journal.  King- 
»nan;  D,  K.  Anthony,  editor  of  the  TMmes,  Leavenworth. 

"T'Uder  date  of  October  10  the  directors  of  the  law  library  made 
I'cply,  declining  to  join  in  a  conference,  on  the  ground  that,  having 
^x'en  charged  by  the  legislature  with  the  trust  of  caring  for  the 
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state  library,  it  would  be  unseemly  for  them  to  join  in  a  conference 
tiaving  for  its  object  a  change  or  diversion  of  the  trust. 

"The  directors  of  tlie  state  library  having  thus  declined  to 
cooperate  in  the  proposed  measure,  it  remains  for  the  Historical 
Society  to  take  action  in  the  premises  without  such  cooperation.  In 
the  judgment  of  the  members  of  the  joint  committee,  it  is  im- 
peratively demanded  that  the  Society  should  seek  at  the  hands  of 
the  coming  legislature  the  legislation  so  urgently  demanded  by  the 
library  interests  of  the  state.  We  therefore  recommend  that  our 
lioard  of  Directors  instruct  the  legislative  committee  of  the  Society 
to  secure,  if  possible,  the  needed  legislation.  '

It  will  be  observed  that  the  members  of  this  joint  committee  are 
representative  citizens  of  Kansas — among  the  oldest  and  among  the 
youngest;  some  of  them  of  the  very  first  pioneers  in  the  founding  of 
Kansas,  as  they  were  in  founding  this  Historical  Society.  Failing 
to  secure  the  cooperation  of  the  directors  of  the  state  library,  the 
committee  recommends  that  the  Society  endeavor  to  secure  the 
necessary  legislation  to  concentrate  and  unite  the  miscellaneous 
and  historical  library  work  of  the  state  without  such  cooperation. 
In  this  view  the  Board  of  Directors  fully  coincides,  and  the  legis- 
lative committee  of  the  Society  has  been  so  instructed. 

If  there  were  Avanted  other  proof  of  the  necessity  of  such  legis- 
lative action  than  has  been  brought  forward  by  our  joint  committee, 
it  is  to  be  found  in  the  remarkable  exhibit  made  in  the  biennial 
repoi't  of  the  state  librarian,  recently  published.  This  report  of 
The  librarian  shows  that  in  a  manner  unwarranted  that  institu- 
tion has,  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  added  during  the  last  few 
months  hundreds  of  volumes  to  its  miscellaneous  department, 
many  of  them  of  a  historical  character,  and  some  of  which  were 
already  in  the  library  of  the  Historical  Society.  These  books  have 
been  brought  in  through  an  exchange  of  volumes  of  the  supreme 
court  report  for  books  of  this  character.  This  has  been  done  under 
the  alleged  sanction  of  a  law  construed  to  authorize  such  ex- 
change. For  a  full  understanding  of  this  subject  the  history  of  the 
law  is  given.  During  the  later  years  of  the  state  law  library  the 
legislature  has  repeatedly  withheld  appropriations  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  for  the  miscellaneous  department,  thus  frowning 
upon  the  library  duplication  which  had  so  long  been  going  on 
through  the  fact  of  two  libraries  of  the  same  kind  in  the  state- 
house.   Early  in  the  session  of  the  legislature  of  1S05  a  bill  was  in 
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< reduced  in  the  house  aimed  to  secure  book  accessions  to  the  libi-arv 
without  specific  appropriations.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  bill: 

"An  act  providing-  for  the  exchange  of  supreme  court  reports  by  the  state  librarian. 
''Be>  it  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Kansas: 

"Section  1.  That  the  state  librarian,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
and  consent  of  the  judi^es  of  the  sn])reme  court,  is  hereby  author- 
y/x-fl  iBd  directed  to  exchange  the  reports  of  the  supreme  courl  of 
this  Jrlate,  beginning  with  volume  40,  and  including  all  subse 
qnent  volumes  ot  suL-h  reports  now  issued  or  hereafter  to  be  iss'U'd. 
that  may  l)e  ^'tmHiuing  in  the  state  library  after  distribution  has 
been  made  of  such  reports  as  provided  by  law,  for  oth<^'.*  Ixioks 
for  the  use  of  the  state  library,  to  be  deposited  and  kept  in  such 
library. 

"Sec.  2.  In  making  such  exchanges,  each  volume  of  such  supreme 
court  reports  shall  be  exchanged  in  quantities  of  not  less  than  25 
copies  at  a  time,  and  shall  be  rated  at  not  less  than  two  dollars 
(f2)  per  copy.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  repealing  any 
law  now  in  force  providing  for  the  distribution  of  the  supreme 
court  reports  of  this  state,  but  shall  be  considered  as  supple- 
mentary to  such  laws. 

"Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  in  the  official  state  paper." 

This  bill  was  so  obviously  intended  to  permit  an  improper  use 
of  the  supreme  court  reports  that  members  of  the  legislature 
gave  it  no  encouragement.  But  during  the  session  an  act  was 
passed  creating  appellate  courts  for  the  state,  one  of  which  holds 
ii's  sittings  at  AN'ichita.  Late  in  the  session  the  house  bill  here 
<]aoted  \\'.'js  brought  into  the  senate,  slightly  changed  as  we  shall 
see,  ^as  introduced  as  an  original  bill,  and  was  put  through  both 
bouses,  with  the  explanation  that  it  was  a  bill  to  provide  a  library 
for  the  use  of  the  appellate  court  at  Wichita.  The  language  of  the 
law  as  thus  passed,  with  the  exception  of  a  verbal  change  or  two,  is 
the  exact  language  of  the  dormant  house  bill,  except  that  the 
last  part  of  section  1  is  changed  so  as  to  read:  ''for  the  use  of  a 
library  for  the  appellate  court  at  Wichita,  to  be  deposited  and 
kept  in  such  library,''  and  the  price  at  which  the  volumes  of  the 
reports  are  rated  is  raised  to  -f2.25.  On  the  face  of  the  law,  and 
according  to  the  explanation  of  the  senator  who  hastily  secured  its 
passage,  its  object  was  to  provide  books  for  a  library  for  the  ap- 
pellate court  at  Wichita,  the  books  so  ])rocured  to  be  deposited  and 
kept  in  sucli  library  But  under  tlie  pretended  sanction  of  this 
law  hundreds  of  volumes,  largely  historical  and  miscellaneous, 
have  been  brought  into  the  state  law  librai-y,  at  Topeka:  none  have 
been  i)rocured  and  deposited  in  a  library  at  Wichita.  This  is 
Bhown  in  the  report  of  the  state  librarian  recently  published.  On 
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page  .'>0,  under  the  liead  of  ''List  of  law  and  reference  books  added 
to  the  state  library  from  March  7.  1805,  to  June  30,  ISOfi,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  7,  1805,  entitled  'An  act  pro- 
viding for  the  exchange  of  supreme  court  reports  by  the  state 
librarian,'  are  given  the  titles  of  40r{  books,  law  and  miscellaneous, 
procured  at  an  expense,  in  supreme  court  reports,  of  -$1,806. 

There  is  no  library  for  the  use  of  the  appellate  court  at  Wichita : 
hence  there  was  no  propriety  in  procuring  books  at  all  under  this 
law — no  authority  for  such  action.  In  making  these  exchang(^s 
and  securing  these  books  the  Wichita  clause  of  the  law  has  been 
entirely  ignored,  and  the  books  thus  procured  by  exchanges  of 
the  supreme  court  reports  have  been  "added  to  the  state  library," 
as  if  no  Wichita  library  had  ever  been  contemplated. 

It  does  not  seem  that  this  mode  of  securing  means  to  add  to 
the  books  of  the  state  can  be  construed  to  accord  Avith  the  s])irit 
of  the  constitutional  provision  which  contemplates  the  restriction 
of  the  expenditure  of  the  money  of  the  state  to  specific  appro- 
priations made  by  law.  It  does  seem  that,  failing  to  secure  direct 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  books,  this  plan  of  turning  the 
property  of  the  state  into  money  and  using  the  money  to  buy  books 
has  been  resorted  to,  thus  to  gain  by  indirection  what  the  legis- 
lature has  refused  by  direct,  specific  appropriation,  w^uch  a  sub- 
terfuge as  that  now  inaugurated  under  this  library-excliange  law  is 
simply  an  outcome  of  the  absurd  practice  which  has  been  going  on 
for  20  years  past  in  the  feeble  fostering  of  two  libraries  of  the 
same  character  in  the  state-house.  There  is  no  precedent  for  surh 
a  practice.  Xo  other  state  carries  on  such  a  ]^ractice.  In  no  other 
state  where  there  is  a  state  historical  society,  doing  its  work  for  \W 
state,  at  the  state  capitol,  is  a  miscellaneous  department  ke])t  by 
the  state  in  its  law  library. 

It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  what  we  have  here  explained  as  tlw 
recently  inaugurated  practice  in  the  state  library  has  been  sanc- 
tioned by  the  directors  of  the  library,  the  justices  of  the  su]>renic 
court.  Necessarily  the  details  of  tlie  business  of  the  state  law 
library  must  be  left  to  others  than  the  directors  themselves,  as  is 
well  known  to  be  the  case  in  the  management  of  the  work  of 
State  Historical  Society.  Our  Board  of  Directors  early  adopicd  a 
rule  that  no  vouclier  for  money  to  be  drawn  from  the  state  treasury 
or  from  the  funds  of  the  Society  should  be  presented  until  lirsr 
approved  by  the  Society's  executive  committee,  indorsed  on  such 
voucher;  and  the  governor  of  the  state  has  for  many  years  past  been 
a  member  of  our  executive  comnvittee.  It  was  originally  tlie  in 
tention  of  the  Historical  Society  that  the  governor  and  some  otlicrs 
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of  tlie  executive  olticeis  of  the  state  should  be  made  by  Uiw 
iiieuibers  of  our  Board  of  Directors;  and  our  Board  now  reconi- 
uieuds  to  the  Society  that,  in  the  contemplated  legislation  durin*^ 
the  coming  session,  such  officers  of  the  state  be  added  to  and  made 
members  of  our  Board. 

But  three  states  have  historical  societies  such  as  ours,  building 
uj>  for  the  state  a  library  of  history  and  general  reference.  The 
people  of  the  states  of  Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and  Kansas  are  for- 
tunate in  having  the  aid  of  such  societies.  These  three  societies 
have  excelled  all  other  institutions  in  the  country,  under  whatever 
name,  in  the  work  of  making  up  libraries  of  local  history  and  of 
reference  for  the  use  of  the  peoi)le.  Wisconsin  now  has  in  the 
library  of  its  historical  society  175,000  volumes;  Kansas,  1)1,492; 
Minnesota,  50,000.  The  secret  of  their  success  lies  in  the  fact  that 
they  are  voluntary,  non-partizan  organizations  of  the  people  of  the 
state,  the  members  themselves  making  the  most  useful  gifts,  thus 
enabling  the  society  to  gather  in  the  fullest  materials  of  the  history 
of  every  portion  of  the  state.  These  societies  are  organized  for  the 
specific  purpose,  in  the  first  place,  of  making  full  collections  of 
materials  of  the  local  history  of  the  state;  and  next,  of  making  a 
library  of  general  reference  on  all  subjects.  State  law  libraries 
never  have  done  such  work  with  any  thoroughness.  This  arises 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  appropriate  and  legitimate  w^ork  of  a 
state  law  library  is  that  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  the  supreme 
court  and  other  courts  of  a  state;  the  making  up  of  a  law  library. 
This  is  the  absorbing  object  of  a  state  law  library;  little  or  no  at- 
tention is  therefore  given  by  state  law  libraries  towards  meet- 
ing the  needs  of  the  masses  of  the  people  in  respect  to  libraries 
of  local  history  and  general  reference.  It  was  because  the  state 
law  library  of  Kansas  had  not  done  such  w^ork  that  the  State 
Historical  Society  was  organized.  Twenty  years  of  the  eventful 
history  of  Kansas  had  passed,  and  none  of  its  materials  had  been 
brought  into  the  state  law  library.  There  was  nothing  found  in  it 
to  meet  the  demands  of  popular  inquiry. 

The  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  was  founded  by  that  in 
telligent  and  thoughtful  class  of  citizens,  the  early  editors  and 
publishers  of  Kansas.  The  initiatory  action  was  taken  by  reso- 
lution adopted  by  the  State  PJditorial  Association,  in  April,  1875, 
-I  years  ago.  By  the  beginning  of  the  year  187G  the  work  of 
making  up  the  library  had  been  begun,  first  through  the  gift  on  the 
I>art  of  the  editors  of  the  regular  issues  of  their  newspapers.  Sut  h 
J^ifts  have  from  that  time  to  the  present  continued  to  be  made  by 
all  the  editors  and  publishers  of  the  state,  until  now  the  library  of 
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the  Society  contains,  as  shown,  bound  volumes  of  Kansas  news 
papers  to  the  number  of  12,188;  representing  In  all  details  the 
history  of  local  events  in  every  county  and  every  considerable  com- 
munity in  the  state.  This  is  much  the  largest  collection  of  th<' 
materials  of  local  history  of  this  class  contained  in  any  library  in 
any  state  or  country. 

Since  the  founding  of  the  Society,  almost  its  entire  membership 
has  been  composed  of  the  editors  and  publishers  of  Kansas.  In 
undertaking  to  establish  and  to  secure  the  permanent  maintenance 
of  a  historical  society  for  the  state,  its  founders  had  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  every  class  of  the  more  intelligent  citizens  would  give  it 
aid  and  encouragement,  and  that  the  state  would  build  up  around 
the  gifts  made  a  general  library  of  reference,  in  like  manner  as  has 
been  done  by  other  states  which  maintain  historical  societies. 
Such  aid  and  encouragement  has  been  given,  by  thoughtful  and  ap- 
l>reciative  citizens  of  all  classes.  Authors  and  writers,  without 
distinction,  have  freely  given  their  books,  pamphlets  and  other 
publications.  Educators  connected  with  all  institutions  of  learning 
have,  through  membership  of  the  Society,  through  the  use  of  its 
library,  and  through  the  unreserved  commendation  of  its  w^ork  on 
all  occasions,  manifested  their  interest. 

And  the  state  early  gave  encouragement  that  needful  aid  w^ould 
be  given  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Society  and  the  care  of  its 
library.  The  legislature  of  1877  made  an  appropriation,  in  the 
language  of  the  law,  "to  aid  the  Society  in  collecting  books,  maps, 
charts  and  papers  of  every  kind  and  other  materials  illustrative  of 
the  history  of  Kansas  in  particular  and  the  West  in  general."  The 
act  of  1870  adopted  the  Society  as  the  ''trustee  of  the  state,"  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Society  assumed  its  library  and  collections 
as  the  property  of  the  state,  to  be  kept  in  "convenient  rooms  to  be 
provided  by  the  secretary  of  state."  The  law  provided  ''that,  to 
enable  the  Society  to  augment  its  collections  by  effecting  exchanges 
with  other  societies  and  institutions,  60  bound  copies  each  of  the 
several  publications  of  the  state  and  its  societies  and  institutions, 
except  the  reports  of  the  supreme  court,  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  donated  to  said  Society  as  they  shall  be  issued."  The  law 
made  it  the  duty  of  the  Society  to  procure,  "by  gift  and  exchange, 
scientific  and  historical  reports,  of  the  legislatures  of  other  states, 
of  railroads,  reports  of  geological  and  other  scientific  surveys,  and 
such  other  books,  maps,  charts  and  materials  as  will  facilitate  the 
investigation  of  historical,  scientific,  social,  educational  and  literary 
subjects,"  and  "to  [»iuchase  books  to  supply  deticiencies  in  the  va- 
rious departments  of  its  collections."     (Session  Laws  of  187 1, 
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chapter  3G,  page  05;  Session  Laws  of  1879,  chapter  IGT.  page  325; 
General  Statutes,  1SS9,  paragraphs  5955-5957.) 

Under  the  sanction  of  such  laws,  and  charged  by  the  law  with 
such  duties,  the  Society  has  diligently  sought  to  procure  by  gift 
and  exchange  books,  pamphlets,  magazines  and  other  publications 
upon  the  subjects  mentioned.  In  compliance  with  the  requirements 
that  the  Society  should  purchase  books  to  supply  deficiencies  in  the 
various  departments  of  its  collections,  such  purchases  have  been 
made  so  far  as  the  appropriation  of  money  by  the  state  has  per- 
mitted, thus  to  carry  out  the  obvious  intention  of  the  law  that  the 
Kansas  State  Historical  Society  should  build  up  for  the  people  of 
the  state  a  well-rounded  library  of  reference  upon  all  subjects  of 
popular  current  thought  and  investigation. 

But,  unfortunately,  the  state  has  not  made  adequate  appropria- 
tions to  supply  the  deficiencies.  Instead,  small  appropriations  have 
been  made  for  the  purchase  of  books  of  the  classes  named,  and  such 
appropriations  have  been  divided  between  the  State  Historical 
Society  and  the  miscellaneous  department  of  the  state  law  library. 
Thus  no  such  proper  library  of  reference  is  being  made  up  by, the 
state  for  the  use  of  the  people  at  large.  Thus  the  money  of  the  state 
is  being  frittered  away  in  a  feeble  movement  towards  building  up 
two  libraries  of  the  same  kind  in  the  state  capitol.  In  the  15  years 
since  1881,  there  has  been  expended  in  the  state  library,  for  books 
of  the  same  classes  as  those  required  by  law  to  be  brought  into  the 
State  Historical  Society,  the  sum  of  -^8,511.92.  During  the  same 
period  there  has  been  expended  for  such  books  for  the  library  of  the 
State  Historical  Society  the  sum  of  |9, 051.18.  In  this  way,  during 
the  15  years,  the  total  sum  of  §17,566.10  has  been  divided  as  shown, 
in  the  absurd  practice  of  duplicating  libraries.  At  every  session 
of  the  legislature  the  two  interests  come  in  conflict  before  the 
committees  of  the  legislature  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing 
appropriation  bills.  The  committees  are  distracted  by  unseemly 
strife  and  by  conflicting  statements  as  to  the  province  of  the  two 
libraries,  with  the  result  of  meagre  appropriations  given  to  both: 
and  for  the  three  sessions  of  the  legislature  preceding  the  last, 
such  appropriation  was  wholly  withheld  from  the  state  library. 

In  the  hope  that  a  full  representation  of  this  subject  might  lead 
to  such  legislative  action  as  will  put  the  library  interests  of  the 
state  upon  a  proper  basis  of  economy  and  administration,  we  have 
thus  at  length  presented  the  obvious  reasons  for  the  consolidation 
>*ought  by  the  Society. 
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ROOMS  FOR  THE  SOCIETY. 

The  legislature  of  1SD5  passed  tlie  following  concurrent  resolu- 
tion (No.  22) : 

"Relating:  to  rooms  for  the  State  Historical  Society. 

"Be  it  resolved  by  the  house  of  representatives  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  the 
senate  concurring  therein: 

^Tliat  in  the  pUuis  for  the  completion  of  the  capitol  building  and 
its  occupancy  when  completed,  the  rooms  of  the  two  floors  of  the 
east  wing  below  the  senate  chamber,  or  so  much  of  the  space  thereof 
as  ma}^  be  necessary,  be  assigned  and  prepared  for  the  use  of  the 
State  Historical  Society  for  its  library  and  museum;  and  that  it 
sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  executive  council  to  instruct  the 
board  of  public  works  and  state  architect  to  make  such  changes 
in  the  rooms  mentioned  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
pose of  this  resolution."  r 

A  committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors  has  been  instructed  to 
confer  and  advise  with  the  members  of  the  incoming  executive 
council  concerning  the  completion  and  furnishing  of  the  rooms  for 
the  Society  in  the  east  wing,  as  contemplated  by  the  resolution. 


MEETINGS,  1895-'96. 
MEETING  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE— OCTOBER  2,  1895. 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Society, 
held  in  the  west  room,  October  2,  1895,  the  following  members  were 
present: 

Gov.  E.  N.  Morrill,  Major  William  Sims,  Hon.  F.  P.  Baker,  Col.  C. 
K.  Holliday.  Dr.  S.  McLallin  was  absent  on  account  of  sickness. 
Colonel  Holliday  presided. 

The  Secretary-  stated  that  the  object  of  the  call  of  the  committee 
was  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  office  of  President  of  the  Society, 
caused  by  the  death  of  Hon.  Solon  O.  Thacher,  which  occurred  on  the 
11th  of  August,  1895. 

Mr.  Baker  moved  the  appointment  of  Gov.  E.  N.  Morrill  to  till  the 
vacancy,  and  stated  the  reason  why  he  thouglit  the  appointment 
should  be  made.  Major  Sims  seconded  the  motion  with  remarks  of 
the  same  tenor.  A  vote  being  taken  resulted  in  yeas,  3:  Messrs.  lea- 
ker, Sims,  and  Holliday.  Nays  1,  Governor  Morrill.  The  chairman 
declared  Governor  Morrill  duly  elected. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 
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TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  MEETING— BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

The  twentieth  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
State  Historical  Society  met  in  the  state  capitol  at  2  p.  m.,  January 
21,  1S96,  Gov.  E.  N.  Morrill,  President,  in  the  chair.  The  following 
members  were  present:  E.  X.  Morrill,  Fred.  Wellhouse,  D.  R.  An- 
thony, A.  B.  Whiting,  F.  G.  Adams,  A.  E.  True,  J.  S.  Emery,  S.  A. 
Kingman,  V.  J.  Lane,  James  B.  Abbott,  E.  B.  Cowgill  J.  Ware 
Butterfield,  Harrison  Kelley,  J.  E.  Junkin,  John  Guthrie,  E.  J.  Dal- 
las, F.  D.  Coburn,  and  L.  R.  Elliott. 

The  Secretary  read  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
which  on  motion  was  adopted  for  presentation  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Society. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cowgill,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  confer 
with  the  trustees  of  the  state  library,  for  the  object,  if  possible,  of 
adjusting  the  conflict  between  the  state  law  library  and  the  His- 
torical Society,  as  follows:  E.  B.  Cowgill,  Topeka;  Geo.  W.  Martin, 
Kansas  City;  A.  J.  Felt,  Atchison;  James  S.  Emery,  Lawrence;  F.  D. 
Coburn,  Kansas  City.  Mr.  Coburn  having  declined  to  act  on  the 
committee,  Hon.  Sol.  Miller,  of  Troy,  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Guthrie,  the  following  committee  of  three 
was  appointed  by  the  President  to  prepare  a  suitable  memorial  of 
the  life  and  character  of  Judge  Solon  O.  Thacher  for  publication  in 
the  collections  of  this  Society:  Col.  D.  R.  Anthony,  Brinton  W. 
Woodward,  and  X.  L.  Prentis. 

The  committee  on  nominations  made  their  report,  w^hich,  on 
motion,  was  approved  for  presentation  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Governor  Morrill  then  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Finances,  which  w^as  accepted. 

Governor  Morrill  being  called  away.  Major  Abbott  took  the  chair. 

J.  C.  Price,  of  Republic,  then  presented  the  matter  of  the  village 
site  of  the  Pawnee  Republic,  and  exhibited  some  relics  picked  up 
from  the  locality.  The  following  resolutions,  offered  by  the  Secre- 
tary, were  then  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  recognizes 
as  of  great  importance  the  investigations  made  by  the  Pawnee 
Hepublic  Historical  Society,  of  Republic  and  Jewell  counties,  in  its 
etVorts  to  establish  the  exact  location  of  the  village  of  the  Pawnee 
republic,  which  was  visited  and  described  by  Capt.  Zebulon  M. 
I'ike  in  the  year  180G,  and  tlius  to  tlx  the  point  where  American 
<»rcui>ancy  under  the  Louisiana  territorv  purchase  first  encountered 
Spanish  occupancy,  and  the  llag  of  the  t'nited  States  was  made  to 
Kupplant  th(^  llag  of  Spain. 

Kcsolved,  That  the  informal  ion  already  gathered  by  that  society, 
—2 
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supported  as  it  is  bv  the  testimony  of  the  distinguished  investigator 
and  antiquarian,  Prof.  Elliott  Coues,  leaves  little  if  any  question 
that  thai  village  site  had  its  location  near  the  Republican  river,  on 
portions  of  sections  2  and  3,  township  2,  range  5  west,  in  White 
Rock  township.  Republic  county. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  this  Board  be  appointed  to  co- 
operate with  the  Pawnee  Republic  Historical  Society  in  definitely 
determining  that  location,  and  in  recommending  such  action  as  may 
be  deemed  advisable  towards  suitably  marking  tlie  place  by  monu- 
ment or  otherwise. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  committee,  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  resolution:  F.  G.  Adams,  E.  B.  Cowgill,  and  X. 
L.  Prentis. 

Judge  Kingman  proffered  liis  resignation  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  On  motion  of  Judge  Guthrie,  the  resignation 
was  accepted,  and  Judge  Kingman  was  nominated  as  an  honorary 
member. 

On  motion  of  Secretary  Adams,  Miss  Lucy  D.  Kingman  was  nomi- 
nated to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  her  father. 
On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned. 


TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

The  twentieth  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Historical  Society 
met  in  representative  hall  at  S  p.  m.,  Tuesday,  January  21,  189(>. 
the  President,  Gov.  E.  N.  Morrill,  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  H.  D.  Fisher  otfered  prayer. 

Judge  Samuel  A.  Kingman  made  the  announcement  that  Gen. 
Thomas  Ewing,  an  honorary  member  of  our  Historical  Society, 
and  a  former  distinguished  citizen  of  Kansas,  had  just  died  in  Xew 
York  city,  on  this,  the  21st  day  of  January,  1896,  as  tlie  result  of 
injuries  sustained  by  liim  through  accident.  Judge  Kingman  also 
read  a  letter  of  regret  which  had  been  written  by  General  Ewing  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Society  in  response  to  an  invitation  given  him 
to  attend  tlie  present  annual  meeting.  On  motion.  Judges  Samuel 
A.  Kingman,  A.  H.  Horton  and  John  Guthrie  w^ere  appointed  to 
prepare  a  paper  on  the  life  and  services  of  General  Ewing. 

An  abstract  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  was  read  by 
the  Secretary,  and,  on  motion  of  Judge  Guthrie,  was  adopted,  in- 
cluding the  following  financial  statement:

Section  1.  The  State  Historical  Society,  heretofore  organized  under  the 
incorporation  Jaws  of  the  state,  shall  be  the  trustee  of  the  state,  and  as  such 
shall  faithfully  expend  and  apply  all  money  received  from  the  state  to  the  uses 
and  purposes  directed  by  law,  and  shall  hold  all  its  present  and  future  collections 
and  property  for  the  state,  and  shall  not  sell,  mortgage,  transfer  or  dispose  of  in 
any  manner  or  remove  from  the  capital  any  article  thereof,  or  part  of  the  same, 
without  authority  of  law :  provided,  this  shall  not  prevent  the  sale  or  exchange 
of  any  duplicates  that  the  Society  may  have  or  obtain.  There  shall  continue  to 
be  a  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Society,  to  consist  of  as  many  members  as  the  So- 
ciety shall  determine,  and  who  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  the  present  Board 
of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Society  to  collect  books,  maps  and  other 
papers  and  materials  illustrative  of  the  histor}-  of  Kansas  in  particular,  and 
the  West  generally :  to  procure  from  the  early  pioneers  narratives  of  events  rela- 
tive to  the  early  settlement  of  Kansas,  and  to  the  early  explorations,  Indian  oc- 
cupancy and  overland  travel  in  the  territory  and  the  West ;  to  procure  facts  and 
statements  relative  to  the  history  and  conduct  of  our  Indian  tribes,  and  to  gather 
all  information  calculated  to  exhibit  faithfully  the  antiquities  and  the  past  and 
present  condition,  resources  and  progress  of  the  state;  to  purchase  books  to 
supply  deficiencies  in  the  various  departments  of  its  collections,  and  to  procure 
by  gift  and  exchange  such  scientific  and  historical  reports  of  the  legislatures  of 
other  states,  of  railroads,  reports  of  geological  and  other  scientific  surveys,  and 
such  other  books,  maps,  charts  and  materials  as  will  facilitate  the  investigation 
of  historical,  scientific,  social,  educational  and  literar}''  subjects,  and  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  properly  bound;  to  catalogue  the  collections  of  said  Society  for 
the  more  convenient  reference  of  all  persons  who  may  have  occasion  to  consult 
the  same ;  to  biennially  prepare  for  ijublication  a  report  of  its  collections,  and  such 
other  matters  relating  to  its  transactions  as  may  be  useful  to  the  public;  and  to 
keep  its  collections  arranged  in  suitable  and  convenient  rooms,  to  be  provided 
and  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  stale,  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  deter- 
mine; the  rooms  of  the  Society'  to  be  open  at  all  reasonable  hours  on  business 
days  for  the  reception  of  the  citizens  of  this  state  who  may  wish  to  visit  the  same, 
without  fee;  provided,  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  under  this  act  or  ex- 
pense incurred  except  in  pursuance  of  specific  appropriations  therefor,  and  no 
officer  of  said  Society  shall  pledge  the  credit  of  the  state  in  excess  of  such  api'io- 
priation. 
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Skc.  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  the  expenditure 
of  ull  money  which  may  be  appropriated  in  aid  of  the  Society,  and  report  bien- 
nially to  the  governor  a  detailed  statement  of  such  expenditure.  To  enable  the 
St>ciety  to  augment  its  collections  by  effecting  exchanges  with  other  societies  and 
institutions,  sixty  bound  copies  each  of  the  several  publications  of  the  state,  and 
of  its  societies  and  institutions,  except  the  reports  of  the  supreme  court,  shall  be 
nnd  the  same  are  hereby  donated  to  said  Society  as  they  shall  be  issued  —  the 
same  to  be  delivered  to  the  Society  by  the  secretary  of  state  or  other  officer  having 
custody  of  the  same— to  include  also  for  deposit  in  its  collections  one  set  of  all 
the  publications  of  the  state  heretofore  issued,  not  excepting  the  supreme  court 
reports.  The  Society  shall  not  expend  its  resources  in  procuring  duplicates  of 
such  publications  as  may  be  in  the  state  library. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  publication 
in  the  Topeka  Daily  Commonwealth. 

Approved  March  10,  1879.

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255  manuscripts  ;  382  pictuivs  and  other  works  of  art ;  31  pieces  of 
scrip,  currency,  and  coin  :  3U1  relics  and  miscellaneous  contributions ; 

9  war  relics.  Thus  to  the  library  proper,  of  books,  pamphlets,  news- 
papers and  periodicals  during  the  two  years  have  been  added  10.790 
volumes.  Of  these,  10,337  have  been  procured  by  gift  and  exchange, 
and  453  by  purchase. 

Of  newspapers  and  other  periodicals  now  being  published  in  Kan- 
sas, our  list  shows  781  in  all  :  51  dailies,  622  weeklies,  83  monthlies, 

10  quarterlies,  6  semimonthlies,  3  semiweeklies,  1  bimonthly,  and  5  oc- 
casional. The  regular  issues  of  all  these,  with  scarcely  an  exception, 
are  being  given  the  Society  by  the  publishers,  and  are  bound  in  an- 
nual or  semiannual  volumes. 

BOOK-PURCHASE  LIMITATION. 

The  last  legislature  placed  a  limit  upon  the  character  of  the  books 
to  be  purchased  by  our  Society.  The  item  of  appropriation  for  the 
purchase  of  books  is  in  these  words:  "For  the  purchase  of  books, 
exclusively  relating  to  the  history  of  Kansas,  $500";  this  for  each  of 
the  two  fiscal  years.  The  language  of  the  clause  ''exclusively  relat- 
ing to  the  history  of  Kansas'"  is  capable  of  two  constructions.  In  its 
meaning,  it  might,  on  the  one  hand,  be  construed  to  intend  to  restrict 
the  Society  to  the  purchase  solely  of  books  written  as  histories  of 
Kansas,  or  of  some  parts  of  Kansas,  and  so  entitled,  and  to  books 
written  about  Kansas  in  some  respect  and  containing  matter  in  some 
sense  of  a  historical  character.  On  the  other  hand,  the  clause  might 
be  considered  to  intend  only  to  restrict  the  Society  to  the  purchase  of 
books  containing  matter  having  relation  directly  or  remotely  to  the 
history  of  Kansas — all  such  books  as  may  be  useful  to  the  people  of 
Kansas  in  studying  the  history  of  the  state  in  all  respects;  in  the 
study  of  its  antiquities,  the  sources  from  which  its  people  and  their 
customs  and  institutions  sprung,  and  to  the  circumstances  and  condi- 
tions which  have  had  a  bearing  upon  the  founding,  settlement,  growth 
and  development  of  the  state  in  every  way. 

In  respect  to  the  former  class  of  books — books  written  as  histories 
of  Kansas,  or  of  some  parts  of  Kansas — such  books  are  donated  to  tlie 
library,  not  purchased.  All  the  older  books  of  this  class  were  long 
ago  gathered  into  the  library,  either  by  gift  or  purchase.  Those  of 
more  recent  date — those  written  and  published  since  the  organization 
of  our  Society  —  have  all  come  in  by  gift.  The  authors  of  these  liavr 
largely  found  in  our  library  the  materials  of  the  histories  which  they 
have  written.  They  have  in  return  given  their  l)ooks  to  the  Society, 
with  pleasure  and  with  gratitude.  Indeed,  everything  writti^n  atul 
published  by  Kansas  writers  and  authors,  whether  it  be  aV:)out  Knii- 
sas  or  otherwise,  is  freely  given  the  Society.    There  is  little  ntn  tl  ot 
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tlio  appropriation  of  money  by  the  legislature  for  the  purchase  of  such 
lx)oks.  Practically,  then,  taking  the  former  construction  of  the  limit- 
ing clause  in  the  appropriation  bill  as  the  intention  of  the  legislature^ 
little  of  the  appropriation  could  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of 
l>ooks.  The  Board  of  Directors  has  adopted  the  other  construction, 
and,  guided  by  it,  has  aimed  to  comply  with  the  will  of  the  legisla- 
ture. Books  containing  matter  relating  to  the  history  of  Kansas  are 
to  be  found  in  every  class.  Such  are  books  of  history  of  the  United 
States ;  books  relating  to  the  slavery  agitation  of  the  country ;  books 
relating  to  the  history  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  such  as  relate 
to  the  history  of  the  development  of  the  country  in  all  respects — 
political,  social,  educational,  and  scientific.  It  cannot  be  considered 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  legislature  of  1897,  by  the  few  limit- 
ing words  in  the  appropriation  bill,  to  wholly  repeal  the  provisions  of 
the  law  of  1S79.  which  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Society  to  make  up 
a  library  of  general  reference  u^^on  all  subjects.  It  is  more  reason- 
able to  consider  that  the  legislature  intended  to  caution  the  Society, 
under  the  apprehension,  or  misapprehension,  perhaps,  that,  under  the 
law  of  1879.  the  Society  had  too  far  broadened  out  the  scope  of  its 
work.    The  Society  has  in  good  faith  accepted  the  caution. 

BOOK  ACCESSIONS  BY  GIFT. 

The  kinds  of  books  which  shall  make  up  the  library  of  the  Society 
does  not  much  depend  upon  purchases.  Much  the  larger  part  of  the 
library  has  been  made  up  by  gift  and  exchanges.  Of  the  10,833  books, 
pamphlets  and  newspaper  volumes  here  reported  as  having  been  added 
to  the  library  during  the  last  two  years,  453  have  been  purchased  and 
10,380  have  come  in  by  gift  and  exchange.  The  founders  of  the  So- 
ciety begun  the  library  by  gifts  of  their  own  and  by  soliciting  gifts. 
The  law  governing  the  vSociety  makes  it  our  duty  to  procure  by  gift. 
It  also  gives  the  Society,  for  the  object  of  augmenting  its  library 
through  exchanges  with  other  societies  and  institutions,  sixty  bound 
copies  of  all  the  publications  of  the  state  and  of  its  institutions,  save 
two.  The  supreme  court  reports  and  the  session  laws  are  alone  ex- 
cepted. The  libraries  of  all  the  older  historical  societies  of  the  country 
have  been  wholly  made  up  by  gift;  of  gifts  either  of  the  books  them- 
selves or  of  purchases  from  funds  given  by  members  and  others  for 
that  object.  It  was  left  for  the  people  of  our  newer  Western  states  to 
inaugurate  the  plan  of  historical  societies  maintained  in  part  by  public- 
funds.  And  that  h  as  been  found  to  be  the  better  way.  The  best  state 
historical  society  library  in  the  country  is  that  of  Wisconsin  ;  the  sec- 
ond best  is  that  of  Kansas.  The  state  pays  for  the  work  and  gives 
housing;  gives  also  a  small  appropriation  for  books.    The  Society 
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buys,  solicits,  receives,  acknowledges,  arranges,  places,  catalogues,  and 
makes  accessible  to  the  public. 

Of  the  accessions  by  gift  here  reported  as  having  been  made  during 
the  past  two  years,  in  the  first  i)lace  the  newspaper  publishers  of  the 
state  have  given  1565  volumes  of  files  of  their  papers.  Of  the  gifts 
besides,  that  from  the  library  left  by  our  late  lamented  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Maj.  James  B.  Abbott,  is  the  most  noteworthy.  The  gift, 
consisting  of  858  books  and  196  pamphlets,  was  made  during  the 
Ijast  year  by  his  widow.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Watrous  Abbott  in  accordance 
with  his  expressed  desire.  The  books  are  chiefly  of  history,  science, 
philosophy,  sociology,  and  literature.  Major  Abbott,  though  one  of 
the  most  modest  and  unassuming  of  men,  was  a  learned  thinker,  alive 
in  thought  and  action  to  all  measures  of  human  progress.  He  was  a 
lover  of  his  fellow  men,  and  in  sympathy  with  every  movement  for 
their  advancement,  and  his  library  reflects  his  character.  Among  the 
earliest  of  Kansas  pioneers,  he  entered  with  his  whole  heart  into  the 
work  of  making  Kansas  free,  and  of  thus  adding  to  the  area  of  human 
freedom  in  the  country,  and  lessening  that  of  human  bondage.  Of  that 
work,  none  did  more  than  he,  none  displayed  greater  courage,  none 
made  greater  sacrifices.  He  long  lived  to  witness  the  growth  of  the 
«tate  ui)on  the  foundation  which  he  so  well  helped  to  lay.  He  helped 
-to  frame  the  laws  and  to  found  the  institutions  of  the  state.  He  was 
^  -one  of  the  most  useful  members  of  our  State  Historical  Society.  The 
.  :gift  of  his  library  was  a  most  natural  final  manifestation  of  his  love 
for  the  people  of  the  great  state  of  which  he  had  been  among  the  most 
useful  of  its  citizens.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Society  to  suitably 
manifest  its  gratitude  and  appreciation.  Mrs.  Abbott,  his  sympathiz- 
ing helpmate  in  all  his  Kansas  life,  with  most  generous  zeal,  not  only 
placed  their  library  of  books  in  our  keeping,  together  with  the  cases 
in  which  they  had  been  kept  in  their  kome,  but  also  put  with  them 
a  large  number  of  pictures  and  maps,  many  of  them  of  great  interest. 
In  the  gift  is  also  a  case  of  relics  of  history,  objects  of  science,  coins, 
medals,  and  family  keepsakes  and  curios.  These  museum  objects,  in- 
teresting in  themselves,  with  an  added  interest  coupled  with  the  names 
of  the  donors,  will  ever  remain  among  the  most  attractive  collective 
gifts  which  the  Society  can  i)ossess.  These  are  shown  in  our  lists  of 
pictures ;  scrip,  coins,  and  medals ;  maps,  charts,  and  atlases ;  and  mis- 
cellaneous contributions  and  relics. 

The  gift  of  128  volumes  of  books  made  by  Mrs.  Ellen  J.  Tiugley. 
of  Greencastle,  Ind.,  from  the  library  of  her  husband,  tlie  late  Dr. 
Joseph  Tingley.  of  Campbell  University,  Holton,  Kan.,  is  the  next 
largest  addition  of  books  by  gift."  Professor  Tingley,  a  veteran  in- 
structor, had  gathered  into  his  library  a  rare  collection  of  books  o( 
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prience,  education,  philosophy,  and  history.  Of  these  classes  are  the 
U>oks  we  have  received.  Mrs.  Tingley,  herself  deeply  interested  in 
Kansas  institutions,  was  prompted  in  her  act  of  giving  by  the  interest 
of  her  friend,  Prof.  Frank  8.  Ditto,  of  Du  Pauw  University,  Green- 
castle,  himself  from  childhood  a  resident  of  Kansas  and  a  gradiiate  of 
our  own  Washburn  College. 

Our  lists  of  donors  of  books  and  pamphlets  show  noteworthy  gifts 
made  by  Prof.  W.  D.  Alexander,  of  Honolulu.  Hawaii ;  the  late  Rev. 

D.  Bradlee,  of  Brookline,  Mass.:  Hon.  F.  D.  Coburn,  of  Topeka : 
(irant  W.  Harrington,  of  Hiawatha;  the  Indian  Rights  Association, 
of  Philadelphia :  the  government  of  Mexico,  through  its  secretary  of 
the  interior :  the  Minnesota  Historical  Society.  Minneapolis :  Hon. 
Geo.  T.  Pierce.  Osawatomie :  Frederick  D.  Richards,  historian  of  the 
Mormon  church.  Salt  Lake  City ;  Mrs.  M.  \Yeightman,  Topeka :  the 
Wisconsin  Historical  Society :  Prof.  Frank  S.  Ditto,  of  Du  Pauw 
University ;  Dr.  S.  G.  Stewart,  of  Topeka.  These  names  are  those  of 
but  a  few  of  the  hundreds  of  thoughtful  contributors. 

We  might  go  back  over  the  history  of  the  building  up  of  our  library, 
recalling  many  instances  of  large  gifts  showing  the  real  sources  of  its 
,Lrn)wth.  This  has  been  mainly  due  to  the  affectionate  pride  and 
interest  of  those  who  have  helped  to  make  Kansas,  and  to  found  and 
foster  its  best  institutions.  A  policy  which  would  dwarf  the  scope 
of  the  library,  and  discourage  givers,  cannot  certainly  be  the  will  of 
the  people  of  Kansas. 

ACCESSIONS  FROM  EXCHANGES. 

There  has  been  a  persistent  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Society  to 
make  the  best  possible  use  of  the  Kansas  state  publications  given  by 
law  for  use  in  exchanges.  This  has  been  one  of  the  principal  sources 
of  the  growth  of  the  library.  Thus  have  been  brought  in  the  reports 
and  iniblished  volumes  of  other  historical  societies  and  of  the  numer- 
ous other  institutions  throughout  the  country  engaged  in  promoting 
sociological,  philanthropic,  educational  and  scientific  pursuits  and  in- 
v<'stigations  of  every  description.  Through  this  means  the  library  has 
become  a  very  full  one  of  reference  upon  all  subjects  of  current  inter- 
est am(jng  the  people. 

"LAWRENCE  REPUBLICAN**  FILES. 

A  rare  occasion  for  the  purchase  of  Kansas  historical  materials 
"<'eum'd  during  the  past  year  in  securing,  at  a  cost  «jf  seventy-tive 
dollars,  a  C(jllection  of  early  Kansas  newspapers,  preserved  by  the  late 

•  I.  R.  Blackman,  of  Lawrence.  The  collection  embraces  twenty- 
ei;;ht  volumes,  the  most  important  of  whicli  are  tiles  of  the  Lawrence 
^i^intldkan  of  the  years  1H57  to  lSr)2,  inclusive'.    This  \m\wY  was 
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edited  l)y  the  late  T.  Dwiglit  Tluicher.  ami  covers  a  period  of  Kansas 
history  in  no  other  way  so  fully  and  faithfully  recorded.  Mr.  Thacher. 
so  long  one  of  the  most  zealous  and  useful  members  of  our  Society, 
greatly  desired  that  this  collection  should  be  brought  into  our  library, 
but  the  family  of  Mr.  Blackman  tenaciously  held  it  until  by  good  for- 
tune it  has  been  secured  as  stated. 

MANUSCRIPT  ACCESSIONS. 

Our  accessions  of  manuscripts  have  been  unusually  large  and  valu- 
able. The  .  gift  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  W.  Abbott  of  the  manuscript 
account-books  of  her  husband,  the  late  Maj.  Jas.  B.  Abbott,  is  of 
especial  interest.  They  show  his  pioneer  business  transactions,  the 
business  of  the  Shawnee  Indian  agency  for  many  years  during  his  term 
as  Indian  agent,  and  some  of  the  books  of  his  i)redecessors ;  they  show 
the  business  of  the  De  Soto  Town  Comi)any,  and  of  many  other  en- 
terprises in  which  he  was  engaged  as  one  of  the  founders  of  the  state. 
The  gift  includes  many  papers  showing  Major  Abbott's  membership 
and  work  in  connection  with  many  societies  and  institutions.  Hon. 
Orville  C.  Brown,  of  Adams,  N.  Y.,  has  added  to  the  large  number  of 
manuscrii)ts  formerly  given  by  him.  William  E.  Connelley,  of  Bea- 
trice, Neb.,  has  contributed  a  biographical  sketch  of  the  late  Hon. 
Abelard  Guthrie,  of  Wyandotte  county,  together  with  copies  of  seven 
manuscrix^t  books  containing  the  diaries  kept  by  Mr.  Guthrie  be- 
tween the  years  1848  and  1865,  containing  much  information  put  on 
Tecord  by  a  very  active,  industrious  and  enterprising  early  xnoneer ; 
•Also  sketches  of  Russell  Garrett,  Gov.  William  Walker,  Isaiah  Walker, 
iind  others ;  also  numerous  letters,  copies  of  diaries  kept  by  members 
-of  the  Wyandotte  Indian  nation,  and  other  important  historical  i^apers. 
Prof.  John.  B.  Dunbar,  of  Bloomfield,  N.  J.,  has  given  a  manuscript 
copy  of  the  journal  of  the  expedition  of  M.  de  Bourgmont  from  Fort 
Orleans,  in  Missouri,  to  the  Padoucas  or  Comanche  Indians,  on  the 
l)lains  towards  the  sources  of  the  Kansas  river,  June  to  November. 
1724.  Hon.  William  Hutchinson,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  has  con- 
tributed a  manuscript  history  of  the  investigation  of  claims  for  losses 
during  the  troubles  in  Kansas  in  1855  and  1856,  together  with  an 
account  of  the  efforts  made  to  procure  their  payment  by  congri'ss. 
Hon.  John  Martin,  of  Topeka,  has  given  interi^sting  papers  written 
by  W,  D.  Jennerson.  relating  to  a  raid  made  by  a  band  of  Quantrill's 
men  along  the  Santa  Fe  trail  in  186:5.  Capt.  H.  E.  Palmer,  of  Omaha, 
has  contributed  interi\sting  papers  relating  to  services  rendered  by 
the  Eleventh  Kansas  cavalry  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion.  Mrs.  .  C. 
Webb  has  given  a  large  numbt^rof  manuscript  ])apersof  her  husband, 
the  late  Hon.  W.  C.  Webb,  of  Topeka. 
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PICTURES. 

Our  list  of  pictures  shows  interesting  accessions.  The  largest  single 
(K)nation  of  these  has  been  that  made  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  W.  Abbott 
from  the  collection  of  herself  and  husband,  the  late  Maj.  James  B. 
Abbott.  William  E.  Connelley,  has  contributed  five  pictures  of  per- 
sons among  the  earliest  residents  of  pre-territorial  Kansas,  chiefly  of 
Wyandotte  county,  including  a  portrait  of  Gov.  William  Walker,  the 
tirst  provisional  governor  of  Kansas,  1853.  A  fine  crayon  of  Col. 
William  F.  Cloud,  .given  by  the  Second  Kansas  Regimental  Associa- 
tion at  their  meeting  in  connection  with  the  annual  soldiers'  reunion, 
September,  1898,  is  worthy  of  special  mention.  E.  S.  Tucker,  of  Law- 
rence, has  given  a  fine  collection  of  photos,  i^rincipally  of  Governor  and 
^Irs.  Chas.  Robinson  (taken  at  different  periods)  and  of  their  friends. 
The  gift  of  an  excellent  oil-painted  and  elegantly  framed  portrait  of 
the  late  Hon.  Alfred  Gray,  by  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wolfe,  .of  Kansas  City,  is 
especially  noteworthy. 

RELIC  OF  FRENCH  OCCUPATION. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  F.  L.  Gaines,  superintendent  of  the  new^ 
Melan  arch  bridge,  there  was  brought  into  our  collections  an  anti- 
quarian relic,  consisting  of  an  oar,  twelve  feet  in  length,  evidently 
employed  as  a  steering  oar  in  the-  navigation  of  the  Kansas  river  by 
pirogues,  in  the  trapping  and  trading  period  of  the  French  or  Spanish 
occupancy.  It  was  found  imbedded  at  a  depth  of  twelve  or  fifteen 
feet  in  the  island  which  existed  midway  of  the  old  bridge,  and  which 
was  removed  during  the  construction  of  the  new  bridge.  The  date 
"1794"  is  carved  on  the  oar.  It  was  given  the  Society,  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  Mr.  Gaines,  by  Herbert  G.  Titt,  who  found  it. 

WILDER  BUST. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  a  bronze  bust  of  Hon.  D.  W.  Wilder, 
one  of  the  distinguished  founders  of  this  Society  was  presented  to  the 
Society  by  Hon.  Eugene  F.  Ware,  a  very  appropriate  and  interesting 
addition  to  our  collection.  Mr.  Ware  accompanied  the  gift  with  the 
following  note : 

I  retain  my  proprietary  interest  in  the  bust  until  it  can  be  determined 
whether  or  not  the  state  will  give  the  Society  proper  rooms  and  necessary  facili- 
ties in  the  state-house.    If  not,  I  will  remove  the  bust  elsewhere. 

This  note  is  highly  indicative  of  a  sentiment  which  must  prevail 
more  or  less  among  the  citizens  of  the  state  who  are  interested  in 
building  up  the  Historical  Society.  No  doubt  there  is  a  feeling 
among  such  that  there  has  been  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  state  to 
Hdequately  provide  for  the  proper  housing  and  display  of  the  collec- 
tions of  the  Society.   On  motion  of  Hon.  Samuel  A.  Kingman,  a  reso- 
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lutioii  was  adopted  highly  expressive  of  the  Society's  appreciation  of 
the  gift  of  this  bust. 

PORTRAITS  AND  BIOGRAPHIES. 

In  pursuance  of  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  annual  meeting, 
there  have  been  collected  a  large  number  of  biographical  sketches  and 
portraits  of  the  present  and  former  members  of  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors of  the  Society.  They  are  shown  in  this  report  under  the  names 
of  the  contributoi'S,  in  the  lists  of  manuscri^jts  and  pictures. 

UNION  OF  LIBRARIES. 

Hon.  Geo.  W.  Martin,  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  moved  a  resolu- 
tion expressive  of  the  judgment  of  the  Society  that  all  controversy 
with  the  state  library  concerning  the  combination  of  its  miscellane- 
ous department  with  the  library  of  the  State  Historical  Society 
should  end.  The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted.  Thus,  after  a 
long  and  unprofitable  contention,  in  the  belief  on  the  part  of  the  So- 
ciety that  it  would  be  better  for  the  state  that  it  should  maintain  in 
the  State-house  but  one  historical  and  miscellaneous  library,  it  has 
been  determined  by  the  Society  to  cease  the  contention. 

ROOMS    FOR   THE  SOCIETY. 

The  embarrassments  caused  by  reason  of  the  scant  and  unsuitable 
rooms  for  the  Society  still  continue.  The  state  executive  council 
has  deemed  it  necessary  to  expend  the  scant  funds  given  by  the  legis- 
lature towards  the  completion  of  the  state-house  upon  other  portions 
of  the  building,  but  we  now  have  reason  to  hope  that  within  the  next 
few  months  the  basement  and  first  story  of  the  east  wing  will  be 
fitted  up  for  the  use  of  the  Society,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
concurrent  resolution  No.  22.  adopted  by  the  legislature  of  1895,  The 
resolution  is  in  the  following  words  : 

Relating  to  rooms  for  the  State  Historical  Society. 
Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  ^Representatives  of  the  state  of  Kansas, 
the  Senate  concurring  therein :  That  in  the  plans  for  the  completion  of  the 
capitol  building  and  its  occupancy  when  completed,  the  rooms  of  the  two  tioors 
of  the  east  wjng  below  the  senate  chamber,  or  so  much  of  the  space  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  be  assigned  and  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  State  Historical 
Society  for  its  library  and  museum ;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  ex- 
ecutive council  to  instruct  the  board  of  public  works  and  state  architect  to  make 
such  changes  in  the  rooms  mentioned  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
pose of  this  resolution. 

Meantime  the  work  of  the  So(nety  is  seriously  hampered  by  reascni 
of  the  very  crowded  condition  of  our  rooms,  our  shelves,  and  the  iium- 
berless  nooks  and  corners  in  which  (jur  colltn^tions  are  necessarily 
placed,  adding  largely  to  the  labor  of  keeping  the  lilirary  accessible, 
so  as  to  meet  the  demnnds  of  tlie  co!istnntly  increasing  number  of  in- 
quirers for  information. 
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REDUCTION  OF  APPROPRIATIONS. 

In  the  midst  of  this  einbarrassraent.  the  legislature  a  year  ago  cut 
..!T  one-fifth  of  the  Secretary's  salary,  and  reduced  the  appropriations 
for  clerk  hire  to  little  more  than  two-thirds  the  usual  sum. 

DEATH  OF  PRESIDENT  KELLEY. 

Since  the  publication  of  our  tenth  biennial  report,  the  Society  has 
\m  vn  deprived  of  a  President,  by  death.  At  the  annual  meeting  t^Yo 
vrnrs  ago,  Hon.  Harrison  Kelley  was  chosen  President  for  the  term  of 
.•ne  year,  to  end  January,  1S9S.  He  died  after  a  lingering  illness,  at 
home  in  Burlington,  July  24,  1897.  General  Kelley  was  a  distin- 
^'uished  citizen  of  Kansas.  He  had  served  in  important  local  posi- 
tions in  his  county,  as  a  state  senator,  and  as  a  member  of  congress, 
tnil  he  was,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  president  of  the  board  of  regents 
•  •f  the  state  agricultural  college.  In  his  death  the  Society  and  the 
-tate  suffered  an  irreparable  loss.  It  devolved  upon  the  Executive 
TtMnmittee  of  the  Society  to  till  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
President  Kelley.  The  committee  tendered  the  appointment  to  Dr. 
iVter  Mc Vicar,  but  Doctor  Mc Vicar,  owing  to  ill  health,  declined  to 
ncoept  the  office.  The  committee  then  unanimously  appointed  Hon. 
•John  Speer,  for  the  unexpired  term.  At  the  annual  meeting,  January 
1  hist,  Mr.  Speer  was  elecfed  President  for  the  term  to  expire  at  the 
»Minual  meeting  January  17  next. 


MEETINGS.  1897-98. 

MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS- JANUARY  19.  1S97. 

The  twenty-first  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Kaiisiis  State  Historical  Society  was  held  in  the  Society's  west  rooms,

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The  bill  to  consolidate  the  two  miscellaneous  libraries  of  the  state 
in  the  library  of  the  Historical  Society  was  read,  and  the  followin<r 
resolution  and  accompanying  declaration  of  the  Society  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  has  built  up  its  library 
and  collections  for  the  people  of  the  state,  and  that  it  has  always  been  the  inten- 
tion and  purpose  of  the  Society  that  such  library  and  collections  should  be  held 
as  the  property  of  the  state. 

Resolved,  That  to  remove  all  doubts  which  may  hereafter  exist  as  to  the 
legal  ownership  of  said  library  and  collections,  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Society  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  by  the  Society  to  execute  and  file  with 
the  constituted  authorities  of  the  state  a  written  declaration  signed  by  them 
under  the  seal  of  the  Society,  granting  and  relinquishing  to  the  state  all  right 
and  title  to  the  property  of  the  Society,  its  library,  and  its  present  and  future 
collections  of  every  description,  to  be  and  to  remain  the  sole  property  of  the  state 
forever,  in  form  as  follows : 

Declaration  :  In  pursuance  of  authority  vested  in  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society,  by  formal  action  taken  by  said 
Society  at  its  annual  meeting,  January  19,  1897,  we,  the  undersigned,  such  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary,  do  hereby,  in  the  name  of  the  Society,  grant  and  relinquish 
to  the  state  all  right  and  title  to  the  property  of  the  Society,  its  library,  and  its 
present  and  future  collections  of  every  description,  to  be  held  and  to  remain  the 
sole  property  of  the  state  forever. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  affixed  the  seal  of  said  Society,  this  — 
[seal.]      day  of  —  1897. 

Mr.  Whiting  presented  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee, 
giving  the  names  of  thirty-three  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
for  action  at  the  evening  meeting  of  the  Society;  also,  the  names  pro- 
posed for  officers  of  'the  Society  and  committees  to  be  elected  at  ilw 
evening  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Names  proposed  for  honorary,  active  and  corresponding  member- 
ship were  then  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  additional  names  were 
added  by  members  of  the  Board  present,  for  action  at  the  evening 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

A  resolution,  suggested  by  Hon.  Edward  Russell,  of  Lawrence,  was 
presented  by  the  Secretary,  and  after  some  amendments  was  adopted, 
as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  six  be  appointed  by  the  jPresident  of  the 
Society  to  cooperate  with  its  Secretary,  to  consider  the  propriety  of  holding  a 
general  state  memorial  convention  under  the  auspices  of  the  Society,  for  the 
object  of  commemorating  the  public  events  in  the  history  of  the  state :  said  com- 
mittee to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  meeting,  and  to  report 
within  sixty  days  at  a  called  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors:  state  and  judi- 
ciary officers  and  members  of  the  legislature  especially,  from  the  beginning  of  tho 
territory  to  the  present  time,  to  be  invited  to  attend  and  participate. 

The  President  appointed  Hon.  Edward  Russell,  Capt.  John  (i- 
Haskell,  Jud'^e  John  Guthrie,  Col.  P.  G.  Lowe,  Capt.  Henry  Booth 
and  Mrs.  S.  N.  Wood  members  of  such  committee. 
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Judge  Kingman  then  presented  to  the  Society,  in  the  name  of  G. 
G.  Gage,  Esq..  of  Topeka,  a  handsomely  bound  copy  of  the  volume 
entitled  "The  Battle  of  the  Blue.''  On  motion  of  Judge  Guthrie,  the 
thanks  of  the  Board  of  Directors  were  extended  to  Mr.  Gage.  Ad- 
journed.

ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  BOAKD  OF  DIRECTOES- JANUARY  IS,  1898. 

The  twenty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  was 
held  in  the  west  rooms  of  the  Society,  January  18,  1898,  Hon.  John 
Speer,  President  of  the  Society,  presiding.

The  annual  report  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  approved  by  the

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  the  finances  of  the  So- 
f'iety  was  read  by  Colonel  Holliday,  and  approved.  This  report  con- 
stitutes the  first  of  the  two  detailed  financial  statements  at  the  close  of 
tliese  published  proceedings  of  meetings  (pages  19-24). 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  then  made  its  report.    The  re- 
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port  was  adopted.  Honorary  and  corresponding  members  were  then 
nominated.  Judge  Guthrie  reported  for  the  committee  on  the  me- 
morial of  Governor  Eobinson,  and  upon  his  motion  Professor  Black- 
mar,  of  the  state  university,  was  appointed  to  prepare  the  memorial 
for  publication  in  the  Society's  collections. 

Mr.  Woodward  reported  that  the  memorial  on  Hon.  T.  D.  Thacher 
had  been  prepared  by  Doctor  Cordley,  and  would  be  presented  at  the 
eveninor  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  that  the  memorial  of  Judge  S. 
O.  Thacher  was  being  prepared  by  Mr,  Stuart  Henry. 

Secretary  Adams  stated  that  Mr.  L.  F.  Green,  of  Woden,  Tex.,  had 
been  chosen  by  Mrs.  Abbott  and  the  friends  of  Maj.  J.  B.  Abbott  to 
j)repare  a  memorial  on  Major  Abbott,  and  the  paper  had  been  received 
by  the  Society.  The  Secretary  also  stated  that  a  memorial  of  Gov. 
Geo.  T.  Anthony  had  been  prepared  by  Hon.  P.  I.  Bonebrake,  at  the 
request  of  the  committee,  and  had  been  printed  by  the  family,  and  a 
copy  furnished  the  Society. 

On  motion  of  F.  C.  Montgomery  it  was  voted  that  the  memorials 
prepared  and  on  file,  of  Gov.  George  T.  Anthony,  Maj.  James  B. 
Abbott,  and  Hon.  T.  Dwight  Thacher,  be  printed  in  the  sixth  volume 
of  the  Society's  collections. 

The  Secretary  then  reported  the  following  names  of  deceased  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  for  whom  memorials  should  be  prepared,  and  on 
motion  the  Executive  Committee  was  requested  to  obtain  suitable 
memorialists:  Gov.  George  A.  Crawford,  Matthew  Weightman.  Hon. 
Sol.  Miller,  Hon.  Harrison  Kelley,  and  Dr.  S.  McLallin. 

The  Secretary  then  made  a  statement  regarding  a  collection  of 
manuscripts  made  by  Mr.  William  E.  Connelley,  of  Beatrice,  Neb., 
relating  to  the  Wyandotte  and  other  tribes  of  Indians  in  Kansas,  and 
to  the  earliest  steps  which  had  been  taken  towards  opening  Kansas 
territory  to  settlement.  At  the  Secretary's  request,  Mr.  Connelley  had 
brought  the  manuscripts  to  Topeka  in  order  that  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors at  this  meeting  might  take  such  action  as  might  be  thought  best 
in  reference  to  securing  the  manuscripts  for  the  Society's  use.  Mr. 
Charles  S.  Gleed,  who  had  seen  the  manuscripts,  also  made  a  state- 
ment testifying  to  their  value. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  the  Secretary,  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  Charles  S.  Gleed,  was  then  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five,  consisting:  of  Senator  Peffer,  Profoss<^r 
Carruth,  Professor  Whittemore,  President  Speer,  and  Professor  Blackmar,  be  ap- 
pointed to  examine  the  manuscripts  of  Mr.  William  E.  Connelley,  and  report  tin* 
results  of  their  investigations  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  that  the  Execu 
tive  Committee  be  authorized  to  act. 
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Mr.  Elliott  then  otfered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 
Whereas,  We  deem  that  it  will  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  future  residents  of 
Kansas  to  be  able  to  associate  the  faces  of  the  Directors  of  this  Society  with  their 
recorded  names;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  be  requested  to  solicit  from  each 
of  the  several  persons  who  have  served  as  Directors,  a  photograph,  of  such  size 
and  style  as  he  may  designate ;  and  we  hereby  instruct  the  Secretary  to  procure 
a  proper  receptacle  for  said  photographs,  |ind  place  them  therein,  with  suitable 
statements  of  the  dates  of  service  of  each ;  and  we  further  request  the  Secretary 
to  obtain,  if  possible,  from  friends  of  deceased  Directors,  the  photographs  of 
those  who  have  passed  away. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cowgill,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  This  Society  has  received  from  Hon.  J.  V.  Brower,  of  St.  Paul, 
Minn.,  a  copy  of  his  memoir  of  his  investigations  in  Kansas  concerning  the  pre- 
historic occupants  of  this  region,  and  especially  concerning  the  semi-historic 
Quivira,  mentioned  by  the  Spanish  explorers  in  1541;  and 

Whereas,  The  developments  made  by  Mr.  Brower  in  his  examinations  in  the 
central  portion  of  the  state  have  been  of  a  unique  and  interesting  character:  and 

Whereas,  The  information  obtained  by  the  author  and  recorded  in  the  inter- 
esting memoir  he  has  prepared  leads  us  to  believe  that  the  subject  of  the  earliest 
occupancy  of  Kansas  has  not  by  any  means  been  thoroughly  investigated :  and 

Whereas,  The  chief  purpose  of  the  existence  of  this  Society  is  to  secure  and 
record  the  history  of  Kansas  from  its  beginnings ;  therefore, 

Hesolved,  That  we  do  hereby  appoint  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Vice- 
President  of  the  Society,  Mr.  Eugene  F.  Ware,  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  John  Guthrie, 
and  Mr.  L.  E.  Elliott,  who  may  in  their  discretion,  and  in  the  name  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  under  its  auspices,  arrange  for  the  continuance  of  the  investigations 
begun  by  Mr.  Brower,  and  for  the  publication  of  the  results  thereof  in  a  volume 
which  shall  be  of  a  style  creditable  to  this  Society  and  to  the  state  of  Kansas,  or 
in  the  regular  series  of  volumes  of  the  collections  of  the  Society.  And  that  we 
may  avail  ourselves  of  the  valuable  services  and  ripe  knowledge  of  Mr.  Brower, 
who  also  is  a  corresponding  member  of  the  Society,  we  hereby  cordially  invite 
him  to  act  with  the  above-named  committee.  Also, 

Hesolved,  That  the  committee  herein  named  be  requested  to  procure  from 
Mr.  Brower  the  use  of  the  illustrative  cuts  and  maps  now  in  his  possession,  to 
the  end  that  the  new  volume  to  be  prepared  may  contain  the  important  matter 
presented  in  the  memoir  this  day  dedicated  to  this  Society,  as  well  as  all  such 
additional  information  as  the  contemplated  investigations  of  the  committee  may 
develop. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Professor  Carruth,  was  unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolved,  That  this  Society  views  with  concern  the  absence  throughout  the 
Ptate  of  adequate  records  of  births  and  deaths,  and  advocates  the  enactment  of 
measures  requiring  the  keeping  of  such  records;  that  a  committee  of  five  be 
appointed  to  draft  a  bill  to  this  effect,  and  to  advocate  its  adoption  by  the  next 
legislature. 

The  committee  was  appointed  by  the  President,  consisting  of  H. 
L.  Moore.  John  Guthrie,  George  W.  Martin,  W.  H,  Carrutli.  and  L. 
H.  Elliott. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.

Hon.  Geo.  W.  Martin  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  on  the  second  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Society: 

Hesolvedy  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Historical  Society  all  controversy 
.concerning  the  state  library  should  end,  and  the  committee  is  hereby  discharged 
from  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  President  then  read  the  annual  address,  on  the  subject  ''The 
Importance  of  Accuracy  in  Historical  Statements." 

Mr.  L.  R.  Elliott  made  a  few  remarks  explanatory  of  the  work  of 
Prof.  J.  V.  Brower  in  tracing  Coronado's  route  in  Kansas,  and  his  an- 
tiquarian researches  near  Manhattan. 

Chancellor  Francis  H.  Snow  read  a  paper  entitled  "Beginnings  of 
the  State  Univer.sity." 

Charles  S.  Gleed  then  formally  presented  to  the  Society,  in  behalf 
of  Hon.  Eugene  F.  Ware,  a  bronze  bust  of  Hon.  D.  W.  Wilder,  exe- 
cuted by  R.  B.  Bringhurst,  of  St.  Louis.  Mr.  Gleed  read  a  paper 
communicated  by  Mr.  Ware,  relating  to  the  gift,  and  containing  the 
following  limitation: 

I  retain  my  proprietary  interest  in  the  bust  until  it  can  be  determined 
whether  or  not  the  state  will  give  the  Society  proper  rooms  and  necessary  facili 
ties  in  the  state-house.    If  not,  I  will  remove  the  bust  elsewhere. 
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Judge  Kingman  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was  adopted 
on  motion  of  President  Speer : 

Resolved,  That  hearty  thanks  be  offered  to  Mr.  Ware  for  his  generous  gift, 
valuable  as  a  work  of  art,  but  precious  to  us  as  a  perfect  presentation  of  an  early 
and  tried  friend  and  former  President  of  the  Historical  Society  and  doubly  prized 
as  linking  the  name  of  the  munificent  donor  with  that  of  Mr.  Wilder  in  a  per- 
petual memorial  of  these  two  esteemed  members  of  our  Society. 

Col.  Alex.  S.  Johnson  then  presented  a  gavel  obtained  by  Mr.  E.  P. 
Diehl,  of  Johnson  county,  and  made  from  the  wood  of  an  English 
Golden  Russet  apple  tree,  which  was  planted  by  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Johnson,  on  the  farm  of  the  Shawnee  ^Manual  Labor  School,  Johnson 
county,  Kansas,  in  1837. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Fisher,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Colonel 
Johnson  and  Mr.  Diehl  for  the  gift  of  the  valuable  memento  of  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Johnson. 

Mr.  Brinton  W.  "Woodward  then  read  a  paper  on  "  Reminiscences 
of  September  14,  1856 ;  Invasion  of  the  2700." 

Rev.  Richard  Cordley  read  a  memorial  address  on  Hon.  Timothy 
Dwight  Thacher. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  Mr. 
Frank  Weightman  for  his  entertaining  solos,  and  to  Messrs.  Oscar 
and  Tom  and  Misses  Grace  and  Marion  Darlow  for  their  well-rendered 
orchestra  music.  " 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.

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MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS -NOVEMBER  15,  1898. 

The  Noveiiiber  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Kansas 
State  Historical  Society  was  held  in  the  west  rooms,  November  15, 
1898,  to  consider  the  eleventh  biennial  report. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President.  Hon.  John  Speer,  detained  at  his 
home  through  illness,  Hon.  Eugene  F.Ware,  First  Vice-President,  pre- 
sided. 

There  were  present  the  following  members  of  the  Board :  Col. 
Horace  L.'  Moore.  Dr.  Geo.  Leis,  Capt.  John  G.  Haskell,  Hon.  J.  S. 
Emery,  Hon.  Geo.  W.  Martin.  Hon.  John  Guthrie.  Hon.  W.  H.  Barnes, 
Hon.  F.  P.  Baker.  Hon.  William  Sims,  Dr.  Peter  Mc Vicar,  Prof.  L. 
D.  Whittemore,  Hon.  E.  F.  V^are,  Harold  T.  Chase,  L.  R.  Elliott, 
Miss  Lucy  D.  Kingman,  Hon.  Fred  Wellhouse,  Fred  O.  Poi3enoe, 
Prof.  E.  B.  Cowgill,  Col.  E.  J.  Dallas,  Hon.  F  D.  Coburn,  and  Secre- 
tary F.  G.  Adams. 

The  Secretary  read  letters  from  the  daughters  of  Hon.  John  Speer 
and  Hon.  V.  J.  Lane,  stating  the  serious  illness  of  their  fathers,  and 
expressing  i egret  that  they  were  unable  to  attend  the  meeting;  a  tele- 
phone message  from  A.  B.  Whiting  mentioned  that  he  would  be  nec- 
essarily absent  on  account  of  the  celebration  of  his  fortieth  wedding 
anniversary. 

A  letter  from  Hon.  D.  W.  Wilder  was  read,  explaining  the  reasons  for 
his  absence.  The  letter  also  contained  the  following  suggestion,  the 
subject  of  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President,  for  action  at  the  January  meeting  of  thr 
Board : 

I  have  a  proposition  to  make :  The  Centennial  managers  at  Philadelphia . 
about  187i,  called  upon  states,  counties  and  towns  to  signalize  1876  by  pnb 
lishing  histories.  A  good  response  was  made  in  the  states,  and  especially  in 
Kansas,  with  new  county  histories.    I  found  time  to  compile  the  "Annals." 

Now  we  are  near  the  end  of  the  century.  I  want  our  Society  to  father  a 
movement  for  new  local  histories  all  over  the  state.  The  editors,  all  of  whom  are 
members  of  the  society,  are  the  men  who  will  make  the  most  numerous  responses. 
But  city  councils  and  county  commissioners  will  also  take  up  the  patriotic  work. 
Mr.  Frank  Montgomery  will  complete  the  "Annals."  The  State  Historical  Society 
can  greatly  aid  in  the  work. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  eleventh  biennial  report,  which,  in- 
cluding the  financial  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  on  motion  <'i 
Judge  Guthrie,  was  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Ware  stated  that  urgent  business  counselled  him  to  retire.  He 
called  Mr.  Dallas  to  the  chair. 

Colonel  Moore,  from  the  committee  on  the  subject  of  proposed  legi^^- 
lation  to  secure  the  recording  of  vital  statistics,  stated  that  he  hail  ex- 
amined the  laws  of  Eastern  states  on  this  su])ject.  and  liad  selected  that 
of  Massachusetts  as  most  applicable  to  the  needs  of  i)ur  state.    He  hail 
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.ct'cured  from  Judgi'  Guthrie  the  promise  to  draw  up  a  bill,  patterned 
after  this  law,  to  be  submitted  to  the  coming  legislature.  He  thought 
the  records  of  man-iages  as  now  preserved  by  the  probate  courts  were 
adequate,  and  that  the  new  law  should  have  special  reference  to  the 
preservation  of  records  of  births  and  deaths. 

Judge  Guthrie  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  Society's 
lack  of  room.  He  also  said  that  an  effort  should  be  made  with  the 
coming  legislature  to  restore  the  appropriations  in  salaries  and  clerk  hire 
which  were  reduced  by  the  legislature  of  1897.  On  his  motion,  the 
President  was  instructed  to  appoint  a  comndttee  of  seven  to  cooper- 
ate with  the  President  and  Secretary  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
through  the  executive  council  the  rooms  accorded  the  Society  by  the 
legislative  resolution  of  1895.  The  President  was  also  instructed  to 
appoint  a  new  Committee  on  Legislation. 

Mr.  L.  Vernon  Briggs,  secretary  of  the  Old  Colony  Commission,. 
Boston,  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  Society,  by  nomina- 
tion of  Secretary  Adams. 

Judge  James  S.  Emery,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Leis,  was  invited  to  pre- 
pare a  paper  of  reminiscences  relating  to  the  early  history  of  Kansas 
for  filing  among  the  manuscripts  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Cowgill  spoke  of  the  importance  of  securing  the  coopera- 
tion of  local  historical  societies  throughout  the  state,  and  suggested 
that  this  might  be  done  by  giving  some  officer  or  other  member  of 
such  societies  representation  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State 
Society.  On  motion,  he  was  requested  to  formulate  a  resolution  ta 
that  effect  for  presentation  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  following  resolution  offered  by  Colonel  Moore,  at  the  suggestion 
of  Doctor  Gill,  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  was  then 
adopted  : 

liesolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  His- 
torical Society,  at  its  meeting,  November  15,  1898,  the  vital  statistics  of  the  state, 
being  of  so  great  importance,  should  be  carefully  collected  and  preserved  in  such 
manner  as  shall  secure  them  for  future  use;  that  the  state  health  authorities,  as 
now  organized,  should  be  strengthened,  and  collection  of  said  vital  statistics  be 
lacilitated  by  additional  legislation. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned.

REPOfiT  OF  SECHETARY. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society: 

The  work  of  the  Society  during  the  year  1900  has  been  quite  satis- 
factory. It  still  enjoys  much  of  the  impetus  given  by  the  labors  and 
reputation  of  Franklin  G.  Adams.  The  statistics  furnished  from  the 
record  show  the  usual  quantity  of  accessions  in  all  lines,  while  the 
observations  I  have  been  enabled  to  make  point  to  an  increased  in- 
terest, and  great  possibilities  when  suitable  conveniences  are  provided 
for  the  collections  of  the  Society. 

In  no  branch  of  public  administration  or  business  association  is 
the  activity  of  the  people  and  the  magnitude  of  the  state  of  Kansas 
so  vividly  and  completely  shown  as  in  the  records  and  operations  of 
the  State  Historical  Society.  The  scope  of  its  organization  and  work 
is  probably  broader  than  that  of  any  similar  institution  in  the  country. 
On  its  shelves  and  within  its  cases  are  embraced  the  results  of  forty- 
five  years  of  world-famous  political  and  social  controversies,  the 
thought,  discussion  and  accomplishments  of  a  hundred  religious,  fra- 
ternal, civic,  reform  and  business  associations,  the  industrial  energy 
and  force  and  the  individual  biography  of  all  classes  of  citizens,  from 
those  of  prominence  to  the  humblest,  which  have  constituted  the 
warp  and  woof  of  the  most  conspicuous  and  advanced  commonwealth 
on  the  globe. 

The  duty  of  such  wide  collection  elsewdiere  is  generally  distributed 
through  a  variety  of  agencies,  but  in  Kansas  the  functions  of  this 
Society  cover  all.  Within  these  rooms  the  state  centers ;  here  every 
movement  of  its  people,  the  record  of  the  individual  in  politics,  busi- 
ness, literature,  or  otherwise,  is  gathered  and  closes.  Several  local 
communities  find  here  records  of  their  own  they  do  not  possess  them- 
selves. The  men  who  founded  this  Society  and  guided  it  in  its  earlier 
years  may  not  have  builded  better  than  they  knew,  but  they  builded 
far  greater  than  anybody  dreamed  of.  The  Society  is  not  alone  a 
gatherer  of  historic  incidents,  but  its  chief  duty  seems  literally  to  be 
the  extension  and  preservation  of  the  lives  of  the  women  and  the  men 
who  have  made  the  state. 

In  a  recent  article  Hon.  E.  F.  Ware  says:  "Next  thing  to  having, 
heroes  is  having  historians.  A  hero  who  does  not  get  into  history  is 
practically  wasted.    Heroism  without  history  is  like  a  banquet  with- 
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out  a  guest.  The  great  charm  of  Kansas  is  the  fact  that  it  has  had 
both  heroes  and  historians.  A  good  printed  history  is  like  a  bank. 
In  it  the  valuables  and  the  jewels  of  the  state  are  kept.  Into  this 
bank  goes  the  suri:)lus  greatness  of  the  people  and  of  the  state."  There 
could  be  no  better  statement  of  the  organization,  purposes  and  re- 
sults of  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society. 

During  the  biennial  period  closing  with  the  31st  of  October,  1900, 
there  have  been  added  to  the  library  2024  volumes  of  books ;  7001 
unbound  volumes  and  pamphlets ;  3026  volumes  of  newspapers  and 
periodicals  ;  2158  single  newspapers  and  magazines  containing  matter 
of  historical  interest;  p35  maps,  atlases,  and  charts;  762  manuscripts; 
513  pictures  and  other  works  of  art;  123  pieces  of  scrip,  currency, 
and  coin ;  304  relics  and  miscellaneous  contributions ;  477  war  relics. 
Thus  to  the  library  proper  of  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers  and  peri- 
odicals during  the  two  years  have  been  added  12,048  volumes.  Of 
these,  11,777  have  been  procured  by  gift  and  exchange,  and  271  by 
purchase. 

As  we  are  closing  the  twenty-fifth  year  since  the  organization  of 
the  Society,  the  following  statement  of  the  yearly  growth  from  1876 
to  October  31,  1900,  may  be  of  interest :

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These  figures  represent  the  labor  of  twenty-five  years  in  gathering 
the  record  of  forty-six  years,  practically,  of  white  settlement,  including 
such  Indian  operations  and  military  and  other  explorations  obtainable 
antedating  that  period.  It  is  most  complete,  and  yet  there  is  much 
missing.  This  vast  accumulation  of  priceless  matter  has  cost  the 
state  but  an  insignificant  sum,  aside  from  quarters  in  the  caioitol  and 
some  very  ordinary  salaries,  being  the  gift  of  many  earnest  and  en- 
thusiastic citizens,  prompted  by  a  state  pride  nowhere  surpassed.  An 
abiding  faith  that  suitable  accommodations  would  ultimately  be  fur- 
nished the  Society's  collections  has  always  existed,  but  an  increased 
interest  during  the  year  just  closing,  incident  to  an  historic  revival 
upon  the  close  of  the  century,  assures  me  that  when  this  great  collec- 
tion mounts  the  elevator,  and  leaves  the  musty  cellar  and  the  floor  of 
the  dingy  corridors  and  cramped  quarters  in  the  basement,  for  the 
heavenly  sunlight  and  breezes  of  Kansas  to  be  had  on  the  fourth  floor 
of  the  capitol  building,  the  people  of  Kansas  will  pour  in  treasures  in 
increased  volume.  We  all  know  that  many  strange  and  remarkable 
people  live  in  Kansas — men  who  have  cut  much  figure  elsewhere  — 
and  a  year's  experience  in  this  position  satisfies  me  that  a  museum  of 
startling  variety  and  worth  can  be  had  by  the  state  when  suitable 
quarters  for  the  same  are  known  to  exist. 

The  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  and  its  great  work  are  the  re- 
sult of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Kansas  Editorial  Association  at 
Manhattan,  April  7,  1875.  The  resolution  was  introduced  by  Daniel 
W.  Wilder.  Floyd  P.  Baker,  Daniel  K.  Anthony,  John  A.  Martin,  Sol. 
Miller  and  Geo.  A.  Crawford  were  named  as  a  committee  to  organize 
the  Society  and  appeal  to  the  legislature  for  certain  aid.  The  Society 
started  with  one  bookcase  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  state,  when 
Mr.  W^ilder  was  auditor,  and  John  Francis,  treasurer  of  state,  granted 
his  clerk.  Franklin  G.  Adams,  sufficient  time  to  attend  to  it.  The 
new  enterprise  shortly  exjoanded  until  it  was  granted  a  lonely  corner 
ten  or  twelve  feet  square  under  the  stairway  leading  to  the  gallery  of 
the  senate  chamber  in  the  old  east  wing.  It  has  constantly  grown 
faster  than  the  accommodations  possible  in  the  progress  of  the  state 
capitol,  and  now,  at  the  end  of  its  quarter  of  a  century,  it  leaps  to  the 
very  top. 

I  can  conceive  of  no  more  fitting  or  happy  celebration  of  our  quar- 
ter-century anniversary  than  the  change  of  quarters  determined  upon. 
The  legishiture  of  1895  granted  the  Society  the  use  of  both  floors  of 
the  east  wing  under  the  senate  chamber,  but  it  has  been  apparent  for 
a  year  or  so  that  the  space  would  not  bo  ample  or  the  location  satis- 
factory. There  was  no  direction  in  which  the  collection  might  grow, 
it  would  be  divided  betw^een  two  floors,  and  in  the  proper  adjustment 
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of  space  for  the  administrative  departments  it  was  altogether  incon- 
venient. Then,  too,  the  east  wing  is  thirty  years  old,  and  is  in  need 
of  overhauling  in  order  to  conform  with  the  main  building.  Througli 
the  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  members  of  the  executive  council, 
the  whole  of  the  south  wing  on  the  fourth  floor  was  tendered  the  So- 
ciety in  lieu  of  the  space  in  the  east  wing.  The  executive  committee 
of  this  Society  promptly  met  and  accepted  the  same,  waiving  all  rights 
granted  by  the  legislature  to  the  east  wing.  Many  directors  and 
friends  of  the  Society  were  consulted,  and  unanimous  i^leasure  pre- 
vailed with  them,  while  the  relief  to  those  promoting  the  work  on  the 
building  in  getting  our  material  out  of  the  corridors  on  the  ground 
floor  and  out  of  the  cellar  will  be  marvelous. 

These  new  quarters  will  afford  the  Society  9000  feet  of  floor  space 
and  1100  running  feet  of  wall  surface,  sixteen  feet  high,  in  well- 
lighted  rooms  and  portions  of  the  corridor.  The  rooms  are  ready, 
excepting  the  making  of  a  couple  of  archways  and  two  or  three  doors. 
Six  rooms  will  be  furnished  immediately,  and  two  others  later,  now 
reserved  for  legislative  committee  purposes  this  winter.  The  fourth 
floor  will  afford  ample  room  to  spread  for  a  generation.  This  move  is 
a  very  happy  solution  of  the  difficulties  under  which  this  Society  has 
always  labored. 

For  the  twelve  months  ending  with  November  30,  1900,  there  were 
16,256  visitors  or  sightseers  in  these  rooms,  besides  3552  patrons.  Of 
the  patrons,  2162  called  for  and  used  8370  volumes  of  newspaper  files 
and  3191  used  general  historical  publications,  including  1021  Kansas 
books.  During  the  same  period  there  were  1953  letters  written,  cov- 
ering all  sorts  of  historical  and  public  information,  and  2131  formal 
acknowledgments,  notices,  etc.,  mailed.  The  problem  many  people  sec 
ahead  for  this  Society  and  the  state  is  the  space  which  will  some  day  be 
required  for  the  newspaper  files.  We  have  now  23,907  volumes.  The 
count  we  have  kept  shows  that  more  than  one-third  of  these  volumes 
are  used  each  year,  which  strikes  me  as  being  a  greater  per  cent,  than 
of  any  other  line  of  publications  issued.  When  these  files  are  no 
longer  on  the  floor,  requiring  the  removal  of  a  wagon-load  to  get  one 
volume,  their  use  will  be  far  greater.  There  is  a  growing  disposition 
to  depend  upon  this  Society  for  everything  in  the  way  of  public  rec- 
ord. There  is  one  county  in  the  western  portion  of  the  state,  organ- 
ized in  1872,  which  does  not  possess  the  scratch  of  a  pen  showing  who 
held  certain  public  positions  prior  to  1891,  but  this  Society  can  show- 
back  to  1876. 

The  task  of  newspaper  clipping  has  been  faithfully  followed  f«^r 
years,  until  the  files  of  the  Society  embrace  a  large  amount  of  biog- 
raphy, Kansas  literature,  local  history,  and  clippings  showing  growtli 
of  state  institutions,  raih'oads,  agriculture,  etc.,  put  away  in  scrap-book 
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style.  Sketches  of  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  the  citizens  of  the 
state  who  have  passed  away,  and  the  transactions  and  criticisms  of 
public,  professional  and  business  men  and  women  of  to-day,  are  to  be 
found  here.  This  work  goes  back  thirty  or  forty  years,  and  its  inter- 
est and  value  cannot  be  measured.  Recently  the  biography  has  been 
sorted  out  and  bound,  alphabetically,  closing  with  the  end  of  the 
year  1900,  and  it  makes  about  sixty  volumes.  We  have  seven  large 
volumes  containing  all  that  was  published  in  the  newspapers  concern- 
ing Kansas  in  the  Spanish-Philippine  war.  Volume  1  is  devoted  to 
the  general  preliminaries  of  the  war,  in  the  first  quarter  of  1898;  vol- 
ume 2,  to  the  record  of  the  Twenty-first,  Twenty-second  and  Twenty- 
third  Kansas  regiments;  volumes  3,  4,  5,  and  6,  to  the  Twentieth 
regiment ;  and  volume  7,  to  Funston,  Metcalf ,  Little,  Elliott,  Alford, 
Boltwood,  Buchan,  Hamilton,  Snow,  Lindsey,  Fitch,  Beck,  "White, 
Trembly,  Barshfield,  and  others — matter  all  arranged  chronologically 
as  near  as  practicable.  Including  local  history,  there  are  over  200  vol- 
umes of  these  clippings.  The  biographies,  running  back  to  the  terri- 
torial period,  including  the  veterans  of  the  civil  war  and  the  sturdy 
and  heroic  men  and  women  of  the  frontier,  will  inspire  Kansas  boys 
and  girls  until  the  day  when  the  elements  melt  with  fervent  heat. 

An  important  contribution  to  the  collections  of  the  Society  was 
made  June  30,  1899,  by  Hon.  John  Martin,  of  Topeka.  It  includes 
373  single  copies  of  forty-seven  different  newspaper  publications,  in 
eastern  Kansas  and  western  Missouri,  covering  the  years  1855,  1856, 
1857,  1858,  1859,  1860,  and  others  bearing  various  dates  through  the 
civil  war,  together  with  a  number  of  copies  of  thirty-seven  diflrerent 
Eastern  and  Southern  newspaper  publications  appearing  during  the 
Kansas  troubles.  Many  of  the  border  publications  were  on  the  South- 
ern or  pro-slavery  side  of  the  controversy,  which  element  is  very  slimly 
represented  in  our  files,  and  hence  are  a  distinct  addition.  The  Kan- 
sas National  Democrat,  published  at  Lecompton  from  about  July, 
1857,  until  early  in  1861,  was  edited  in  turn  by  Robert  J.  Walker. 
Frederick  P.  Stanton,  Hugh  S.  Walsh,  Samuel  Medary,  and  William 
Brindle.  Think  of  such  a  combination  as  this  writing  columns  every 
week  for  years,  representing  the  national  and  territorial  administra- 
tions, during  the  most  exciting  period  of  the  Kansas  struggle,  and  not 
an  issue  outside  of  the  thirty-two  copies  furnished  by  Judge  Martin 
known  to  exist.  The  utmost  endeavor  has  been  made  by  this  Society 
to  obtain  files  of  the  Lecompton  papers.  Judge  Martin's  contribution 
also  contains  many  pamphlets  and  legal  papers  bearing  upon  the  in- 
ception and  infancy  of  enterprises  now  ranking  among  the  largest  in 
the  land.    I  quote  from  Judge  ^lartin's  letter : 

These  documents  I  regard  as  of  value,  throwing  mueli  light  and  giving  much 
useful  information  in  respect  to  the  early  settlement  and  history  of  Kansas,  and  of 
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public  opinion  prior  to  and  during  the  civil  war,  in  the  state  of  Kansas.  I  part  with 
these  docunients  with  some  reluctance,  though  I  find  it  inconvenient  to  keep  and 
give  them  such  public  use  as  they  deserve,  and  I  therefore  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  they  will  be  of  more  value  in  the  archives  of  the  State  Historical 
Society  than  in  my  possession.  I  am  quite  certain  that  the  future  impartial  and 
intelligent  historian  of  the  state  will  find  much  in  this  large  list  of  documents 
that  will  be  interesting  and  greatly  aid  him  in  preserving  and  presenting  the  truth 
of  current  events. 

This  donation  by  Judge  Martin  recalls  the  fact  that  we  have  but  a 
limited  number  of  newspaper  files  prior  to  1870.  We  have  forty-six 
volumes  preceding  the  civil  war,  confined  to  counties  as  follows: 
Atchison  6,  Chase  1,  Cotfey  1,  Doniphan  4,  Douglas  14,  Leavenworth  7, 
Riley  2,  Shawnee  9,  and  Wyandotte  8.  We  have  fifteen  volumes  of 
Missouri  papers  during  the  fifties.  We  have  bound  files  from  the  fol- 
lowing counties  preceding  1870:  Bourbon,  Chase,  Coffey,  Franklin, 
Geary,  Johnson,  Lyon,  Marshall,  Morris,  Osage,  Pottawatomie,  and 
Washington.  Papers  were  printed  in  other  localities  prior  to  that 
time,  but  this  Society  was  not  organized  soon  enough- to  catch  them. 
Copies  of  many  of  them  are  doubtless  yet  in  existence,  and  they  should 
be  filed  with  us,  now  that  we  are  to  have  ample  means  and  space  to 
care  for  them.  A  very  large  proportion  of  those  we  have  represent 
the  free-soil  side.  The  Society  paid  seventy- five  dollars  for  four  vol- 
umes of  the  Leavenworth  Herald^  pro-slavery.  Complete  files  of  the 
Squatter  Sovereign,  pro-slavery,  exist  somewhere  in  Montana,  but 
much  correspondence  has  failed  to  get  a  tender  of  them  or  a  price 
stated  for  them. 

Our  records  show  that  of  nevvspapers  and  other  periodicals  now 
being  published  in  Kansas  there  are,  in  all :  51  dailies,  634  weeklies, 
116  monthlies,  11  quarterlies,  14  semimonthlies,  4  semiweeklies,  2 
bimonthlies,  and  5  occasionals;  or  a  total  of  837.  These  figures  do 
not  include  the  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  papers,  all  of  them  being  practi- 
cally Kansas  publications,  and  each  of  them  continually  extending 
favors  in  aid  of  the  work  of  this  Society.  The  regular  issues  of  all 
these  are  being  given  the  Society  by  the  publishers  and  are  bound  in 
annual  or  semiannual  volumes. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Society  that  some  consideration 
be  given  to  a  change  of  dates  for  the  annual  meeting,  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year,  and  for  closing  the  accession  record.  All  the  state  accounts 
in  every  department  close  with  the  30th  of  June,  whereas  the  books 
•and  accounts  of  this  Society  close  with  October  31.  This  was  doubt- 
less necessitated  by  the  date  of  tlie  annual  meeting,  the  third  Tuesday 
in  January.  The  publication  of  all  state  reports  is  due  in  November 
and  December,  covering  transactions  up  to  the  30th  of  June  preced- 
ing.   Hence  the  proceedings  of  our  January  meeting  are  not  publishetl 
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until  they  are  two  years  old,  unless  by  special  favor  the  executive 
council  grants  a  publication  out  of  the  ordinary,  as  was  done  last 
spring.  If  the  usual  routine  had  been  followed  to-day,  one-third  of 
the  directory  published  in  this  biennial  report  would  have  been  out 
of  office,  and  tiie  names  of  their  successors  would  not  appear  for  two 
years.  The  records  should  close  on  the  same  date  with  all  other  state 
business,  with  an  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  latter  part  of  No- 
vember, and  then  up-to-date  reports  could  be  made  to  the  legislature. 
As  it  is,  if  we  wait  to  publish  our  proceedings  we  are  too  late  for  the 
legislature.  Historical  articles  two  years  old  always  pass,  but  busi- 
ness transactions  of  a  similar  age  are  uninteresting.  A  change  of 
this  character  need  not  interfere  with  a  popular  meeting  during  the 
session  of  the  legislature,  say  in  February,  when  there  is  less  confu- 
sion from  legislative  organization  and  United  States  senator  and  state 
printer  elections.  Since  the  organization  of  this  Society,  and  the  es- 
tablishment of  our  dates,  twenty-five  years  ago,  the  state  has  expanded 
until  such  a  readjustment  seems  necessary. 

In  our  sixth  volume  of  collections  was  published  a  catalog  of  the 
Kansas  territorial  and  state  documents  in  the  library  of  the  Society, 
embracing  the  titles  of  nearly  complete  sets  of  everything  published 
by  Kansas  from  1854  to  1898.  This  is  a  remarkable  showing.  No 
other  state  has  saved  such  a  collection,  or  can  exhibit  such  a  complete 
catalog  of  what  it  has  published. 

This  list  is  but  a  forerunner  of  what  the  Society  has  undertaken 
and  almost  completed.  For  the  past  ten  years  a  catalog  of  the  mate- 
rials published  in  books,  pamphlets  and  magazines,  by  Kansans  and 
about  Kansas,  has  been  steadily  growing  and  nearing  perfection. 
Oar  Kansas  library,  besides  embracing  books  and  articles  on  Kansas 
literature,  history,  education,  biography,  science,  politics,  etc.,  covers 
also  the  field  of  social  life,  and  to  one  unfamiliar  with  this  feature  of 
our  activities  the  list  of  annuals  in  our  library  would  be  a  complete 
surprise.  It  embraces  the  reports  and  journals  of  our  various  church 
denominations,  secret  and  fraternal  societies,  loan  institutions,  pre- 
mium lists  of  county  fairs,  reports  of  county  and  city  superintendents 
of  public  instruction,  reports  of  private  institutions  of  learning,  chari- 
table societies,  medical  and  other  scientific  associations,  legal  socie- 
ties, railroad  corporations,  etc.  It  is  proposed  to  devote  a  room  in  the 
new  quarters  to  the  Kansas  portion  of  the  library,  including  cases  for 
scrap-books,  maps,  ijhotograph  albums,  portfolios,  and  unframed  pic- 
tures, with  accomodations  for  those  desiring  to  consult  them. 

Card  catalogs  have  been  made  of  our  collections  of  manuscripts 
and  pictures,  and  are  being  added  to  as  accessions  to  these  depart- 
ments come  in.    Although  the  manuscripts  have  been  quite  fully  in- 
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dexed  by  authors,  there  are  still  several  collections  to  receive  author 
cards.  The  subjects,  too,  need  further  ami)lification.  The  modern 
conveniences  for  arranging  the  manuscripts  when  i:)laced  in  our  new 
vault  will  largely  facilitate  their  classification  and  use. 

The  relics  of  the  Society,  though  listed  in  accession  records  as  re- 
ceived, have  not  been  separately  cataloged.  This  we  hope  to  do  as 
the  articles  are  transferred  to  the  new"  quarters. 

The  general  library  of  the  Society  is  classified  by  the  Dewey  deci- 
mal system,  rendering  it  comparatively  easy  of  reference,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  it  still  remains  uncataloged,  with  the  exception  of  a 
portion  of  the  books  pertaining  to  history. 

During  the  year  the  Society  lost  four  of  its  directors  by  death — 
Col.  Cyrus  K.  Holliday,  Mr.  Henry  Kuhn,  Hon.  L.  D.  Lewelling,  and 
Mr.  Brinton  W.  Woodward.  The  material,  loolitical  and  literary  life 
of  the  state,  and  good  citizenship  generally,  enjoyed  great  contribu- 
tions from  these  gentlemen.  All  were  active  and  painstaking  in  the 
work  of  this  society.    Proper  memorial  papers  have  been  solicited. 

A  very  lifelike  oil  painting  of  Judge  Franklin  Gr.  xVdams,  your 
secretary  for  twenty-four  years,  has  been  presented  to  the  Society  by 
his  children.  The  Kansas  Editorial  Association,  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing in  Fort  Scott,  January,  1900,  requested  permission  of  the  state 
authorities  to  place  a  bronze  slab  to  the  memory  of  Judge  Adams  in 
the  wall,  and  this  will  be  done  through  the  contributions  of  Kansas 
editors. 

An  edition  of  4000  of  the  sixth  volume  of  the  collections  of  the 
f  Society  was  issued  during  the  year.  There  has  been  an  unusual  de- 
mand for  it.  The  criticisms  of  the  papers  jjublished  are  of  importance 
in  administering  the  duties  of  this  position.  Volumes  1,  2  and  3  are 
out  of  print ;  there  are  200  of  volume  4  and  100  of  volume  5  on  hand. 
There  are  calls  for  them  eveiy  week.  Of  our  biennial  reports,  volumes 
1,  2,  4,  8  and  9  are  out  of  print,  and  volumes  3,  5,  6  and  7  are  limited. 

The  executive  council  have  been  exceedingly  liberal  toward  the  So- 
ciety in  the  matter  of  printing  and  binding.  And  in  their  designs 
for  furnishing  the  new  rooms  for  the  Society,  they  are  broad-gauged 
and  liberal,  but  judicious,  showing  an  anxiety  that  the  Society's  work 
and  collections  shall  be  provided  for,  commensurate  with  its  importance 
and  value,  and  in  harmony  with  the  character  of  the  capitol  building.

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MEETINGS,  1899-1900. 


MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS- January  17,  1899. 

The  twenty-third  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Kansas  Historical  Society  was  held  in  the  west  rooms  of  the  Society, 
Tuesday  afternoon,  January  17,  1899,  commencing  at  two  o'clock. 

In  the  absence  of  the  president,  John  Speer,  w^ho  was  unable 
through  illness  to  attend  the  meeting,  George  W.  Martin  was  called 
to  the  chair.  Franklin  G.  Adams  also  being  ill,  the  assistant  secre- 
tary was  requested  to  act  in  his  place. 

The  following  members  of  the  board  were  present :  Geo.  W.  Mar- 
tin, D.  W.  Wilder,  Mrs,  Bina  A.  Otis,  Peter  McVicar,  Eugene  F. 
Ware,  John  Guthrie,  A.  B.  Whiting,  John  G.  Haskell,  William  Sims, 
C.  K.  Holliday,  F.  P.  Baker,  Frank  C.  Montgomery,  Harvey  D.  Rice, 
William  H.  Barnes,  W.  L.  Brown,  E.  B.  Cowgill,  Miss  Lucy  D.King- 
man, J.  B.  Remington,  A.  R.  Taylor,  Fred.  Wellhouse,  L.  D.  Whitte- 
more. 

D.  W.  Wilder,  for  the  committee  on  nominations,  reported  a  list  of 
thirty-three  members  of  the  board  of  directors  for  election  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Society  in  the  evening,  and  officers  and  honorary 
and  corresponding  members  for  election  at  the  evening  meeting  of 
the  board.    The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

On  the  motion  of  D.  W.  Wilder,  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted : 

Hesolved,  That  the  secretary  of  this  Society  be  requested  to  prepare  a  circu- 
lar and  8end  it  to  every  editor  in  the  state,  suggesting  the  timeliness  of  preparing 
histories  of  every  town,  city  and  county  in  the  state,  as  a  fitting  patriotic  me- 
morial of  the  end  of  the  century.  A  request  similar  to  this  was  made  to  the 
nation  by  the  centennial  commissioners  in  1874,  and  was  appropriately  responded 
to  in  1876  by  people  in  all  parts  of  the  union,  Kansas  being  a  generous  and  dis- 
tinguished contributor. 

John  Guthrie  reported  that  he  had  prepared  a  bill  for  submission 
to  the  legislature,  providing  for  the  collection  and  preservation  of 
vital  statistics  by  the  state.  After  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  bill  by  John 
Guthrie,  and  remarks  upon  the  subject  by  members  of  the  board,  the 
matter  was  withdrawn  by  consent,  and  referred  again  to  the  commit- 
tee for  consideration. 

E.  B.  Cowgill  then  made  the  following  report,  which,  on  motion, 
was  adopted : 

Your  committee  on  cooperation  of  local  historical  societies  with  the  State  His- 
torical Society  begs  leave  to  recommend  that  each  county  or  other  local  historical 
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society  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  to  the  State  Historical  Society,  who  shall  have 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  in  the  State  Historical  Society,  in- 
cluding the  right  to  be  elected  a  director  or  officer  of  said  Society,  the  right  to 
take  part  in  the  discussions,  and  the  right  to  vote.  It  is  further  recommended 
that  every  such  county  or  other  local  historical  society  be  invited  to  deposit  in 
the  library  of  the  State  Historical  Society  such  historical  collections  as  it  shall 
make. 

The  following  resolution  was  then  offered  by  George  W.  Martin, 
and  seconded  by  S.  A.  Kingman  with  appropriate  and  forceful  re- 
marks : 

JResolvcd,  That  the  executive  council  is  respectfully  memorialized  to  comply 
with  concurrent  resolution  No.  22,  adopted  by  the  legislature  of  1895,  granting  to 
the  Historical  Society  for  its  library  and  museum  the  two  floors  of  the  east  wing 
below  the  senate  chamber,  upon  the  removal  of  the  state  library. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  upon  the  subject  of  additional  rooms,  the 
resolution  was  adojDted. 

S.  W.  Williston,  of  the  state  university,  then  read  his  paper  on 
"An  Ancient  Sod  House  in  Western  Kansas." 

On  motion  of  Samuel  A.  Kingman,  the  thanks  of  the  Society  were 
accorded  Doctor  Williston  for  his  very  interesting  paper,  and  a  copy 
was  requested  for  publication  in  the  collections  of  the  Society. 

J.  C.  Price,  of  Republic  City,  was  then  invited  by  the  chair  to  make 
some  remarks  explanatory  of  the  objects  of  the  Pawnee  Republic 
Historical  Society,  and  of  the  proposed  purchase  by  the  state  of  the 
village  site.  He  responded  at  some  length,  and  presented,  in  the  name 
of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Johnson,  of  White  Rock,  a  fine  crayon  portrait 
of  Capt.  Zebulon  M.  Pike. 

At  the  close  of  J.  C.  Price's  remarks,  a  copy  of  a  bill  prepared  for 
presentation  to  the  legislature  by  F.  M.  Woodward,  member  from 
Republic  county,  was  read  for  the  consideration  of  the  board,  and,  on 
motion  of  Peter  McYicar,  was  referred  to  the  legislative  committee. 

On  motion  of  D.  W.  Wilder,  the  thanks  of  the  board  were  extended 
to  J.  C.  Price,  and  he  was  requested  to  put  his  remarks  in  writing  for 
publication  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 

E.  F.  Ware  made  a  brief  verbal  report  for  the  committee  on  J.  V. 
Brower's  Coronado  investigation,  stating  that  the  committee,  com- 
posed of  John  Guthrie,  L.  R.  Elliott,  and  himself,  had  examined  the 
jjroposition  to  continue  the  investigations  of  J.  V.  Brower,  and  believ- 
ing that  the  investigation  and  publication  of  the  result  by  the  Society 
would  require  an  outlay  which  the  Society  could  not  afford,  the  com- 
mittee decided  adversely  to  the  proi)osition.  The  report  of  the  com- 
mittee was  accepted. 

The  following  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Connelley  collection 
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of  Wyandotte  Indian  manuscripts  was  approved,  and  the  committee 
discharged : 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  State  Historical  Society,  composed  of  Wm.  A. 
Peffer,  L.  D.  Whittcmore,  John  Speer,  F.  W.  Blackmar,  and  W.  H.  Carruth,  agree 
that  the  Connelley  collection  is  well  worthy  of  deposit  in  the  files  of  the  Kansas 
State  Historical  Society,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  legislature,  upon  proper 
information,  will  appropriate  funds  sufficient  to  make  reasonable  compensation 
for  the  collection,  and  they  would  be  pleased  if  W.  E.  Connelley  should  find  it  con- 
venient to  place  the  collection  in  the  care  of  the  Society  for  preservation,  and  for 
submission  to  the  proper  committee  of  the  legislature,  at  its  next  meeting,  and 
in  case  Mr.  Connelley  does  so  place  the  collection,  the  Society  will  undertake  to 
make  proper  representation  as  to  their  value  as  materials  of  history.- 

W.  E.  Connelley,  of  Beatrice,  Neb.,  being  detained  at  home  through 
illness,  George  W.  Martin,  of  Kansas  City,  the  former  home  of  Mr. 
Connelley,  stated  the  subject  of  his  address  to  be  "The  First  Provi- 
sional Government  of  Kansas,"  and  said,  as  the  paper  was  lengthy,  he 
would  not  attempt  to  read  it.  Mr.  Martin  said  further,  that  Mr.  Con- 
nelley probably  knew  more  about  the  history  of  the  Wyandotte  In- 
dians than  any  one  now  living,  that  he  was  an  indefatigable  collector 
of  the  materials  of  the  history  of  the  tribe,  and  was  an  accurate  and 
painstaking  historian. 

On  motion  of  John  Guthrie,  the  address  was  ordered  to  be  printed 
in  the  collections  of  the  Society. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 

MEETING  OF  THE  SOCIETY -JANUARY  17,  1899. 

The  Society  met  in  Representative  hall  at  7:45  Tuesday  evening, 
the  17th  of  January,  1899,  Vice-pres.  E.  F.  Ware  presiding.  An  over- 
ture by  Wood's  orchestra  was  followed  by  an  invocation,  pronounced 
by  Rev.  H.  D.  Fisher,  in  the  absence  of  Rev.  Allen  Buckner,  who  was 
prevented  from  attendance  on  account  of  illness.

John  Guthrie  read  extracts  from  President  Speer's  address  entitled 
"The  Burning  of  Osceola,  Mo.,  September  23,  1861."  At  the  close 
of  the  address  the  following  resolution  was  adopted,  on  motion  of 
D.  W.  Wilder : 

Besolved,,  That  the  Society  greatly  regrets  to  learn  that  its  president,  John 
Speer,  the  surviving  pioneer  journalist  of  our  state,  is  prevented  by  illness  from 
attending  our  meeting.  With  our  regrets  we  send  him  our  heartfelt  sympathy, 
and  our  hope  for  his  speedy  recovery  to  his  usual  and  Kansas  robust  health. 

The  program  was  then  continued  as  follows : 

Mr.  Frank  Weightman,  of  Topeka,  sang  a  solo,  and  responded  to  an  encore. 
Dr.  A.  R.  Taylor,  Emporia,  read  a  paper  entitled  "History  of  Normal  School 
Work  in  Kansas." 

Col.  W.  F.  Cloud,  of  Kansas  City,  explained  the  objects  of  the  Kansas  Sol- 
diers' Monument  Association,  and  made  a  brief  address  on  the  subject. 

Maj.  W.  L.  Brown,  of  Kingman,  read  a  paper  on  "Kansas  in  the  War  with 
Spain." 

Samuel  A.  Kingman  then  offered  the  following  preamble  and  res- 
olution, which  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  I  have  long  been  a  member  of  this  Society,  and  have  known  its 
officers  and  members  from  the  beginning — have  seen  them  come  and  go — but  1 
never  before  missed  from  his  place  of  duty  the  secretary,  who  has,  since  his  ap- 
pointment in  1875,  always  performed  his  office  at  the  annual  meeting;  and  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  extend  to  him  our  sincere  sympathy  in  his  illness, 
and  express  the  hope  that  he  w^ill  be  restored  to  health,  and  enabled  to  resume 
his  post  of  duty. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 

MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS- JANUARY  17,  1899.

Secretary  Martin  read  the  annual  report  of  the  Society,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted.  The  report  of  the  nominating  committee  was 
read  by  the  Secretary,  and,  on  motion  of  John  Guthrie,  was  adopted, 
and  referred  to  the  evening  meetings  of  the  Society  and  board  of  di- 
rectors for  action. 

On  motion  of  W;  H.  Smith,  the  name  of  E.  R.  Fulton,  of  Marys- 
ville,  was  added  to  the  list  of  nominations  for  active  membership ;  also 
the  name  of  John  D.  Milliken,  of  McPherson,  on  nomination  of  Presi- 
dent Ware. 

Major  Sims,  for  the  executive  committee,  made  a  report  of  the 
Society's  finances  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1899,  which  was 
accepted.  An  itemized  statement  of  the  report  is  given  on  page  25, 
et  seq. 

John  Guthrie  then  offered  the  following  resolution,  which,  after 
discussion,  was  adopted : 

Hesofved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Historical  Society  and  other  patriotic 
people  of  the  state  of  Kansas  are  due  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
A.  Johnson,  of  White  Rock,  Republic  county,  for  a  donation  to  this  Society  of 
eleven  acres  of  land,  embracing  the  site  of  the  Pawnee  Indian  village  where  Capt. 
Zebulon  M.  Pike,  in  1806,  first  raised  the  American  flag  on  Kansas  soil.  ]Mrs. 
Johnson,  in  her  patriotic  zeal,  paid  82300  for  a  quarter-section  of  land,  in  order  to 
prevent  this  interesting  spot  from  passing  into  careless  hands,  and  to  further  pro- 
tect it  bought  a  roadway  around  it,  and  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  Society  that 
the  legislature  should  suitably  mark  the  same. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  William  E,  Connelley,  led  to 
much  discussion,  but  was  adopted  without  amendment: 

ResolvecU  That  a  committee  of  three,  of  which  the  secretary  of  the  Society 
shall  be  one,  be  appointed  by  the  president,  to  consider  the  propriety  of  amendini: 
the  constitution  of  this  Society  in  relation  to  the  charge  of  annual  fees  for  mem- 
bership and  the  admission  of  delegates  from  local  historical  societies  in  the  ptate : 
and  that  said  committee  be  required  to  report  to  a  rueeting  of  the  Society  to  W 
held  on  Tuesday,  the  1st  day  of  May,  1900,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  committtf 
such  amendment  or  any  amendment  is  desirable,  such  amendment  be  formulaltni 
by  such  committee  and  reported  at  said  meeting. 

Colonel  Moore  then  presented  the  following  resolution,  prepareil  l»y 
Prof.  W^.  H.  Carruth,  of  the  state  university,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted  : 

BeHolvf<K  That  the  work  of  this  Society  be  organfzed  into  divisions,  as  f*  1 
lows:  Archaeology;  historic  relics;  explorations:  Indian  history;  history  of  tli'- 
territory;  history  of  the  state;  geography,  including  maps,  views  of  buiiclinu-- 
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and  scenery;  orig:in  of  local  names;  journals,  diaries,  and  manuscripts;  local 
history,  interviews,  and  chronicles:  organization  of  local  historical  societies ;  bio- 
graphy; portraits;  genealogy  and  directories;  newspapers,  periodicals,  and  scrap- 
books;  literature;  and  that  the  directors,  according  to  their  own  preference  and 
subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  executive  committee,  be  assigned  to  committees 
which  shall  have  especial  care  and  supervision  of  the  work  comprised  under  such 
divisions,  subject  to  the  advice  and  control  of  the  executive  committee. 

Miss  Adams  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolvfd,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  prepare  for  a  suitable  ob- 
servance of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  Kansas  State 
Historical  Society. 

The  president  announced  that  the  required  committees  would  be 
appointed  by  his  successor. 

Colonel  Moore  requested  that  the  matter  of  vital  statistics  be  re- 
ferred to  the  members  of  the  committee  on  genealogy,  and  that  they, 
in  cooperation  with  the  state  board  of  health,  be  requested  to  prepare 
a  bill  on  this  subject  for  submission  to  the  coming  session  of  the 
legislature. 

Hon.  John  G.  Haskell  then  presented  to  the  Society  two  volumes, 
entitled  Select  Charters  and  Other  Documents  Illustrative  of 
American  History,  1606-1775,"  and  "Select  Documents  Illustrative 
of  the  History  of  the  United  States,  1776-1861,"  edited  by  William 
MacDonald. 

Brinton  AY.  Woodward  nominated  Professor  MacDonald,  who  holds 
the  chair  of  history  in  Bowdoin  College,  Brunswick,  Maine,  as  corre- 
sponding member  of  the  Society. 

The  board  adjourned,  and  the  Society  met  in  session. 

MEETING  OF  THE  SOCIETY  -  JANUARY  16,  1900. 

Col.  Richard  J.  Hinton  was  invited  by  the  president  to  address 
the  meeting,  and  paid  a  brief  but  eloquent  tribute  to  the  work  of 
Judge  Adams  for  the  State  Historical  Society.

The  secretary  then  read  the  address  of  Lieut. -Col.  James  Beck, 
who  was  unable  to  be  present,  on  "The  Organization  and  Services  of 
the  Twenty-third  Kansas." 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  until  eight  o'clock  p.  m.

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MEETING  OF  THE  SOCIETY- MAY  1,  1900. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  State  Historical  Society  was  held  in  the 
house  of  representatives  Tuesday  afternoon.  May  1,  1900,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  considering  the  amendment  of  that  portion  of  its  constitution 
relating  to  the  payment  of  membership  fees.

Connelley,  Miss  Lucy  D.  Kingman,  E.  B.  Cowgill,  F.  D,^  Coburn,

Seaton,  George  W.  Martin.  Miss  Zu  Adams. 

The  president,  John  G.  Haskell,  called  the  meeting  to  order  and 
asked  for  the  report  of  the  committee  on  fees  and  membership  ap- 
pointed by  the  annual  meeting  last  January.  Mr.  Connelley  reported 
for  the  committee,  consisting  of  himself.  Professor  Blackmar,  and  Sec- 
retary Martin,  the  following : 

First.  That  annual  fee  for  active  membership  shall  be  reduced  from  82  to  81. 

Second.  That  the  income  from  membership  fees  shall  be  devoted  to  special 
historical  research  or  to  the  purchase  of  historical  books,  documents,  or  manu- 
scripts. 

Third.  That  members  who  fail  to  pay  their  annual  dues  after  the  third  notice 
by  the  secretary  shall  be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  membership. 

Fourth.  County  or  city  historical  societies  may  elect  one  delegate  member, 
who  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  state  Society,  and  who  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  annual  dues ;  provided,  that  not  more  than  two  such  delegate 
members  from  one  county  shall  be  admitted. 

On  motion  of  Professor  Hodder,  the  committee  amended  its  report 
by  providing  that  life  membership  should  be  reduced  from  $20  to  $10. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  E.  F.  Ware,  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
adopted  for  presentation  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  Jan- 
uary, 1901. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Martin,  Mr.  J.  H.  Newby,  of  Osage  , City,  was 
elected  an  active  member. 

Judge  Kingman,  the  first  president  of  the  Society,  and  Mr.  Wilder, 
the  originator,  were  called  upon,  and  each  made  a  few  remarks.

Bray,  W.  E.,  Emporia  :  Consolidation  bonds  Nos,  7,  8,  9,  20,  and  21,  issued  under 
an  act  of  the  legislature  approved  March  2,  1871,  to  provide  for  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  bonds  of  the  state  belonging  to  the  permanent  school  fund,  bearing 
seven  per  cent,  interest.  No.  7  was  issued  for  the  purpose  of  consolidating 
sixty-six  of  the  SIOOO  bonds  issued,  to  the  amount  of  8150,000,  March  3,  ISGH, 
to  aid  in  the  completion  of  the  east  wing  of  the  capitol  building :  the  bond  is 
signed  by  James  M.  Harvey,  governor,  countersigned  by  A.  Thoman,  and 
attested  by  W.  H.  Smallwood,  secretary  of  state;  the  bond  was  paid  July  1, 
1898.  No.  8  was  issued  to  consolidate  eighty-nine  $1000  bonds  issued  by  the 
state  to  provide  a  military  contingent  fund  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier 
against  the  Indians,  under  an  act  approved  February  26,  1869;  it  became  due 
and  was  paid  January  1,  1899,  and  bears  the  same  signatures  as  the  above. 
No.  9  was  issued  to  consolidate  twenty  81000  bonds,  under  the  act  of  the  leg- 
[  islature  of  March  3,  1868,  for  the  construction  of  the  Osawatomie  insane 
Asylum;  it  was  canceled  June  1,  1898,  and  bears  the  same  signatures  as  the 
above.

-  MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS- JANUARY  15,  1901.

The  board  of  directors  of  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  held 
its  twenty-fifth  annual  meeting  in  "Newspaper  hall,"  one  of  the  new 
rooms  recently  assigned  to  the  Society,  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  capi- 
tol  building.  Pres.  John  G.  Haskell,  being  confined  to  his  bed  with 
malarial  fever,  E.  B.  Cowgill,  first  vice-president,  presided.

Wm.  E.  Connelley  read  the  report  of  the  committee  on  fees  and 
membership,  as  approved  for  adoption  by  the  meeting  of  the  Society 
held  May  1,  1900,  and  published  in  the  twelfth  biennial  report,  in  the 
proceedings  of  that  meeting.  The  report  was  accepted  as  an  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution. 

Miss  Kingman  reported  for  the  committee  on  the  celebration  of 
the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Society,  that  no  action  had  been 
taken,  and  suggested  that  the  removal  of  the  Society  into  its  elegant 
quarters  on  the  fourth  floor  would  be  a  fitting  occasion  for  that  cele- 
bration. The  suggestion  met  with  favor,  and  on  motion  Miss  King- 
man, Miss  Adams  and  John  Martin  were  appointed  a  committee  on 
the  celebration,  and  instructed  to  fix  the  date.  The  secretary  was 
added  to  the  committee,  on  motion  of  W.  H.  Smith. 

Horace  L.  Moore  reported  for  the  committee  on  genealogy  that  a 
bill  had  been  j)repared  and  introduced  in  the  legislature  to  compel 
proper  registration  of  marriage  certificates.  On  motion  of  Wm.  E. 
Connelley,  the  report  was  accepted,  and  the  committee  directed  to 
press  the  adoption  of  the  bill  by  the  legislature. 

Letters  of  regret  from  the  following  members  of  the  board  were 
read:  John  G.  Haskell,  J.  E.  Junkin,  S.  H.  Dodge,  E.  F.  Ware, 
J.  Vi.  Conway,  and  F.  C.  Montgomery. 

E.  J.  Dallas  presented  the  Society  with  a  copper  cent  of  1801. 

W.  H.  Smith  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
chair  on  needed  amendments  to  the  constitution,  chiefly  the  revision 
of  portions  relating  to  the  date  of  holding  the  annual  meetings  anti 
of  the  closing  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Society.  The  motio!i  was 
adopted,  and  the  committee  was  instructed  to  report  on  the  occasii'ii 
of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary. 

On  motion  of  Secretary  Martin,  a  committee  to  consist  of  Prof.  S. 
W.  Williston,  Wm.  J.  Grifling,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Johnson  and  Pn'f- 
Frank  W.  Blackraar  was  appointed  to  examine  and  collect  for  tli«' 
museum  of  the  Society  archcPological  relics  from  the  mounds  and 
serted  village  sites  of  the  aborigines  of  Kansas.  The  coinniittee  i^- 
expected  to  make  careful  notes  of  their  examinations.  It  was  al^'> 
voted  that  the  fee  fund  of  the  Society  could  be  drawn  on  in  payment 
for  the  manual  labor  required  in  the  investigations. 

After  considerable  discussion  and  amendment  of  a  motion  of  ^^  •  1^ 
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Stone,  a  committee  consisting  of  John  Martin,  together  with  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary  of  the  Society,  ^Yas  appointed  to  prepare  a  memorial 
for  the  legislature  to  present  to  Congress,  requesting  that  the  ruins  of 
the  old  capitol  at  Pawnee,  situated  upon  the  Fort  Riley  military  res- 
ervation, be  ceded  to  the  state,  together  with  a  sufficient  tract  of  land 
surrounding  the  building.  The  committee  was  also  instructed  to  take 
steps  for  the  preservation  of  other  historic  spots  in  Kansas,  such  as 
the  ruins  of  Constitution  hall,  Lecompton,  Pike's  Pawnee  Indian  vil- 
lage, in  Republic  county,  and  the  placing  of  tablets  marking  the  sites 
of  such  buildings  as  the  territorial  capitol  at  Lecompton,  Free-state 
hotel  at  Lawrence,  etc. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.

sion of  the  plaster  bust  of  Gen.  James  H.  Lane,  and  to  John  Speer, 
through  whose  instrumentality  the  loan  was  secured.  John  Guthrie 
also  included  in  the  motion  a  request  that  Mr.  Shimmons  donate  to 
the  Society  the  bust,  which  is  considered  a  very  correct  representa- 
tion of  General  Lane.  John  Speer  expressed  a  hope  that  the  bust 
would  be  given  to  the  Society.  It  was  made  during  General  Lane's 
term  as  United  States  senator,  and  was  one  of  twenty-five ;  he  knew 
of  the  existence  of  but  one  other,  that  belonging  to  Mrs.  Annie  Lane 
Johnson,  of  Kansas  City. 

T.  D.  Bancroft,  of  Kansas  City,  then  presented  the  Society  with  a 
memento  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  a  drop  of  the  president's  blood,  which 
fell  on  a  program  as  he  was  being  carried  from  his  box  at  the  theater. 
Mr.  Bancroft  saw  it  fall,  and  preserved  the  paper.  He  had  it  framed 
for  the  Society.  On  motion  of  W.  B.  Stone,  a  rising  vote  of  thanks 
was  given  the  donor.

Resolved^  That  the  Historical  Society  regrets  the  illness  of  the  president, 
John      Haskell,  and  his  enforced  absence  from  this  meeting,  and  tenders  him 
our  wishes  for  his  speedy  restoration  and  for  many  years  of  health.

President  Francis  explained  the  object  of  the  meeting  to  be  for 
consideration  of  amendments  to  the  constitution  relative  to  the  clos- 
ing of  the  fiscal  year  and  the  time  of  holding  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  society. 

Wm.  E.  Connelley,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  amendments,  pre- 
sented a  report  which,  after  amendment  and  approval,  is  as  follows : 

It  is  recommended  by  the  special  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  in  the  direct- 
ors' room,  Tuesday,  December  17,  1901,  at  three  o'clock,  that  the  following 
amendments  be  made  to  the  constitution: 

1.  That  section  V  of  the  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  to 
wit:  "V.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in  Topeka  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  December,  and  those  members,  not  less  than  ten,  who  meet  at  any 
annual  or  special  meeting  of  the  Society  upon  the  call  of  the  board  of  directors, 
shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business." 

2.  That  section  IX  of  the  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  to 
wit:  "IX.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  give  satisfactory  bonds,  in  such 
sum  as  the  board  of  directors  may  deem  proper,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  respective  duties,  and  for  the  faithful  preservation  of  property  of  every  kind 
belonging  to  the  Society;  and  such  bonds  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of 
state  after  approval  of  the  Society." 

3.  That  section  X[  of  the  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  to 
wit:  "XI.  The  secretary  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the  bills  for 
the  annual  dues  of  active  members  to  be  made  out  and  sent  to  the  address  of 
such  members  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  July  of  each  year,  with  a  copy  of  this 
article,  and  if  the  amount  of  such  dues  is  not  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  this  Society 
after  the  third  notice  by  the  secretary,  those  members  in  arrears  shall  be  dropped 
from  the  roll  of  membership.  The  term  of  annual  membership  shall  begin  from 
and  after  the  1st  day  of  July  of  each  year." 

4.  The  said  constitution  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  section  XIV,  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit:  "XIV.  The  fiscal  year  of  this  Society  shall  commence  on  the  1st 
day  of  July  of  each  year  and  close  on  the  30th  day  of  June  next  succeeding." 

On  motion  of  the  secretary,  W.  B.  Stone,  of  Galena,  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  board  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  E.  L. 
Ackley,  of  Concordia. 

The  secretary  then  presented  his  bond  in  the  amount  of  J?2000  for 
the  approval  of  the  board.  On  motion  of  John  Francis,  the  bond  was 
accepted. 
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,The  celebration  of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society  was  held  in  the  senate  chamber 
Tuesday  evening,  December  17,  1901.  The  following  program  was 
had :

The  audience  then  adjourned  to  the  new  rooms  of  the  Society,  on 
the  fourth  floor  of  the  capitol,  where  a  reception  was  held,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Topeka  society  of  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of  the 
Revolution. 

MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS- JANUARY  21,  1902.

The  report  of  the  secretary  w^as  read  and  approved. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  FOR  1901. 

The  year  1901  has  been  an  eventful  one  with  the  Kansas  State  Historical  So- 
ciety. The  ambition  and  the  hope  of  the  fathers  have  been  realized,  and  the 
history  of  Kansas  and  of  this  people  has  at  last  an  orderly  and  reputable  abiding- 
place. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  collection  during  the  year  743  books,  2590  pam- 
phlets, 191  manuscripts,  115  maps,  atlases,  and  charts,  321  pictures,  SO  scrip, 
coin  and  miscellaneous  relics,  1112  volumes  of  newspapers  and  magazines,  and  01 
single  newspapers.  Of  these,  4380  have  been  procured  by  gift  and  13(5  by  pur- 
chase. 

The  legislature  of  1899  directed  the  executive  council  to  prepare  rooms  for  and 
remove  the  material  in  the  custody  of  this  Society,  the  expense  of  the  same  ti>  be 
paid  out  of  the  capitol-building  fund.    Accordingly,  in  March,  1891,  a  contract 
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was  made  for  shelving,  and  in  August  the  removal  from  the  ground  floor  to  the 
fourth  floor  was  begun.  All  the  space  definitely  assigned  to  the  Society  was 
shelved  and  otherwise  placed  in  order.  This  leaves  us  at  this  writing  with  books 
unprovided  for  sufficient  to  fill  another  room.  There  are  two  rooms  unoccupied 
adjoining,  but  they  lack  the  shelving.  The  Kansas  newspapers  have  been  prop- 
erly cared  for  in  the  large  room  assigned  for  that  purpose  and  in  the  annex,  or 
waste  space  over  the  south  portico  of  the  building.  In  these  newspaper  shelves 
there  is  provision  for  three  and  possibly  four  years'  growth.  The  duplicates  of 
the  Society,  or  rather  the  accumulations  of  the  entire  state  government,  will  be 
gathered  in  a  fine,  large  concreted  room  in  the  cellar.  These  surplus  books  have 
been  dumped  in  the  cellar,  and  stowed  in  all  manner  of  out-of«the-way  places, 
and  thus  rendered  wholly  unavailable  and  useless.  I  remembered  seeing  several 
wagon-loads  in  the  garret  of  the  east  wing  twenty-five  years  ago. 

In  the  completion  of  the  capitol  building,  the  manual  construction  of  the 
various  parts  was  not  the  only  responsibility  placed  upon  the  executive  council. 
The  readjustment  of  space,  and  the  suitable  preparation  of  apartments  for  given 
uses,  has  been  quite  a  serious  one,  involving  an  arbitrary  expenditure  of  money 
upon  their  own  judgment  and  responsibility  often  perplexing.  They  are  not 
dealing  with  current  needs.  They  are  placing  in  order  the  uncared-for  labors  of 
forty  years,  and  in  some  instances  repeating  work  which  has  been  done  time  and 
again.  In  the  work  they  have  done  for  this  Society  they  have  been  compelled  to 
face  and  provide  for  a  lifetime  of  accumulations,  and  from  now  on  the  current 
annual  care  will  cost  less  than  the  constant  patching  and  pulling  about  unavoid- 
able in  the  condition  of  the  building  for  twenty  years  past.  In  their  preparations 
for  this  Society  they  have  been  careful  and  prudent,  but  patriotic  and  liberal. 

The  task  of  removal  affords  an  opportunity  to  assort  the  collections  to  some 
extent  and,  in  a  general  way,  to  take  an  inventory.  All  foreign  newspaper  files 
were  left  in  the  cellar,  and  only  the  Kansas  papers,  the  Kansas  City  papers  and 
three  or  four  newspaper  publications  of  a  national  character  placed  on  the 
shelves  on  the  fourth  floor.  The  pictures  have  been  placed  upon  the  walls  with 
judgment  and  taste  —  thanks  to  the  courtesy  and  assistance  of  Mr.  George  M. 
Stone  —  the  guns,  flags  and  banners  properly  displayed,  and,  in  several  handsome 
new  show-cases,  the  relics  and  curios  have  become  objects  of  interest  to  hun- 
dreds of  daily  visitors.  The  newspaper  files  are  arranged  by  counties,  alphabet- 
ically, BO  that  every  single  volume  is  easy  of  access. 

I  think  the  collections  gathered  by  this  Society  most  remarkable  in  complete- 
ness and  in  quality,  with  a  minimum  of  What  critics  —  who  have  never  seen  it  and 
who  have  no  idea  of  its  use — call  trash.  Considering  the  years  it  covers,  and 
the  activity  of  the  people  whose  doings  have  made  it,  the  breadth  of  the  founda- 
tion on  which  it  was  started,  the  fact  that  it  is  the  only  institution  of  the  kind, 
and  that  it  does  all  this  work,  whereas  in  some  states  several  organizations  cover 
the  same  field,  this  collection  is  none  too  large.  Of  course,  there  is  trash  in  it. 
There  is  trash  everywhere.  If  the  Society  had  always  been  as  well  located  as  it 
is  to-day,  the  quantity  of  its  material  would  have  been  larger,  with  the  result  of 
lowering  the  per  cent,  of  trash.  The  question  of  trash  has  existed  since  the 
world  began.  Trash  abounds  in  all  collections,  and  in  all  books,  and,  if  unneces- 
sary, it  is  at  least  harraless.  It  is  not  near  as  annoying  to  the  investigator  as  the 
thing  he  wants  and  cannot  find.  It  is  maintained  and  perpetuated  because,  after 
all,  what  is  trash  is  a  matter  of  personal  judgment.  Everybody  who  gives  any 
thought  to  the  subject  of  trash  runs  up  against  the  same  stump.  We  are  told 
that  there  is  two-thirds  trash  and  one- third  useful,  but  the  objector  adds,  "Who 
will  pick  out  the  one  third?"    And  there  you  are. 
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After  hearing  this  talk,  and  observing  what  men  and  women  call  for,  their 
different  desires,  and  the  singular  and  important  uses  they  have  for  what  I  fail 
to  see  anything  iii,  it  is  my  judgment  that  if  a  committee  of  the  legislature,  or  a 
committee  of  citizens,  were  to  attempt  to  cull  out  of  this  collection,  or  any  other 
collection  of  books  and  papers,  what  is  called  trash,  they  would  soon  explode  in 
a  row  or  be  subjects  for  the  insane  asylum.  The  national  government  keeps 
everything,  and  aims  to  keep  them  always.  Great  business  institutions  are  care- 
ful about  the  preservation  of  all  papers  used  in  their  transactions  representing 
money  or  property.  Ninety  individuals  out  of  a  hundred  are  as  loath  to  destroy 
an  old  paper  of  their  own  as  they  are  to  stick  their  hands  in  the  fire.  So  I  con- 
clude that  the  judgment  of  wise  men  in  all  ages,  and  of  men  of  to-day  who  have 
an  instinct  in  this  line  of  work,  that  a  proper  collection  of  historical  material 
must  embrace  everything,  is  the  safest  course.  The  importance  of  keeping  old 
papers  is  emphasized  here  every  week  and  every  day. 

The  collection  will  also  continue  to  grow  and  need  more  room  from  year  to 
year.  There  is  no  doubt  of  this,  because  the  world  is  moving  faster,  and  the 
state  of  Kansas  will  surely  keep  in  the  front  and  in  sight  of  the  flag.  The  state 
will  continue  to  do  business;  it  will  grind  out  books,  pamphlets,  and  papers,  and 
the  people,  in  their  various  avocations  and  organizations,  will  continue  to  keep 
the  flies  off,  conceiving,  discussing,  stirring,  and  accomplishing,  as  the  years  roll 
on.  Here,  within  the  collections  of  this  Society,  all  efforts  close  up.  Here  we 
have  the  results,  whether  of  success  or  failure.  The  Society  was  organized  for 
this  purpose,  and  with  every  session  of  the  legislature  its  work  has  been  heartily 
indorsed.  As  far  as  it  is  possible  for  it  to  reach,  from  the  man  of  the  most  promi- 
nence and  fame  down  to  the  humblest,  the  biography  of  the  citizen  is  secured, 
and  histories  of  men  in  all  [lines  of  usefulness  are  here  preserved.  The  average 
annual  increase  henceforth  may  not  be  as  great,  because,  in  addition  to  current 
work,  in  the  past,  many  back  years  had  to  be  brought  up.  But  that  this  library 
will  continue  to  grow,  and  its  contents  to  become  more  valuable  and  interesting 
with  age,  is  as  sure  as  that  this  people  will  continue  active  and  earnest. 

Indeed,  when  we  consider  the  stupendous  figures  which  stand  for  the  devel- 
opn^ent  of  Kansas  since  the  beginning — and  this  is  the  greater  history  and  not 
the  political  scraps  and  battles  which  waste  and  do  not  build  —  it  strikes  me  that 
this  collection  is  quite  modest  in  its  proportions.  From  starvation  and  beggary 
in  1861,  with  four  years  of  the  destructiveness  of  war  before  work  began,  we 
have  reached  a  grand  total  of  $348,292,384  of  agricultural  and  live-stock  products 
for  the  year  1901.  Manufacturing  establishments  in  1861  numbered  341,  paying 
$880,346  in  wages;  while  in  1901  we  had  7830  manufactures,  paying  wages  to  the 
amount  of  $19,573,375.  We  have  $66,827,362  invested  in  manufactures,  and  they 
produced,  in  1900,  $172,129,398  in  manufactured  articles.  We  have  10,193  miles 
of  railroad,  and  during  the  year  1901  one  single  line  received  4500  new  freight- 
cars  and  75  new  locomotives,  at  the  rate  of  two  a  day,  with  an  order  out  at 
end  of  year  for  120  more  locomotives.  About  all  the  complaint  before  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  is  that  the  companies  cannot  get  cars  fast  enough  to 
haul  our  products  out  of  the  state.  In  1863  the  state  had  564  school-teachers, 
who  drew  salaries  to  the  amount  of  $24,845.  Now  we  have  12,400  teachers, 
drawing  salaries  aggregating  about  $5,000,000  annually.  We  have  $7,021,058  in 
our  permanent  school  fund,  and  in  public  schools,  academies,  denominational 
schools  and  universities  we  have  invested  $20,386,158.  The  legislature  of  l^^*'l 
expended  $46,735.29,  while  the  legislature  of  1901  appropriated  $5,371,75l.r>>. 
The  supreme  court  has  just  issued  its  sixty-second  volume  of  reports,  bofidos 
ten  volumes  for  the  appellate  courts,  and  we  now  have  seven  judges  busy  all  the 
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time.  The  constitution  started  the  state  off  with  ten  state  officers,  and  some  of 
them  scarcely  needed  a  desk;  in  fact,  one  desk  would  have  sufficed  for  all  of 
them.  To-day  there  are  eigfhteen  additional  officers,  boards,  and  commissions, 
and  these  twenty-eight  officers,  with  a  horde  of  clerks  and  employees,  are  all 
busy,  occupying  a  82,500,000  building,  with  nine  acres  of  floor  space,  and  it  is 
pretty  near  full.  Who  then  dreamed  of  a  mineral  development  for  Kansas  ?  And 
yet  the  output  of  mineral  in  1900  was  814, 193,916.  In  a  score  of  other  lines  of 
business  development  the  figures  are  as  startling.  It  is  really  questionable,  in 
view  of  such  wonderful  results,  and  the  political  scrapping  for  which  we  have 
been  famous,  whether  the  Society  has  gathered  too  much  trash  or  any  trash,  or 
whether  it  has  not  been  negligent  and  overlooked  something.  . 

The  feature  of  this  collection  which  raises  the  greatest  question  is  the  extent 
and  care  of  the  newspaper  files.  These  files  are  of  great  value,  and  their  bulk 
seems  quite  large.  But  here  again  the  question  of  discrimination  is  as  impos- 
sible of  solution,  short  of  saving  none  or  all.  Kansas  was  a  leader  in  this  style  of 
historical  collection,  and  now  that  much  older  states  are  vigorougly  engaged  in 
doing  the  same,  it  is  not  likely  that  Kansas  will,  at  the  present  at  least,  call  a 
halt.  These  files  are  now  all  on  shelves,  with  room  for  three  years'  growth. 
Nearly  half  of  them  are  in  a  waste  place  over  the  south  corridor  of  the  building. 
The  same  waste  place  exists  at  the  north  end  of  the  building,  fourth  floor,  which 
will  provide  room  for  newspaper  files  for  twelve  years  to  come.  So  that  there 
need  be  no  worry  about  the  newspaper  files  for  fifteen  years  yet.  We  have 
ceased  binding  foreign  papers,  excepting  four  or  five  of  a  national  character,  and 
during  the  year  many  contributions  of  this  character  were  rejected.  Each  year 
facts  are  obtained  from  these  newspaper  files,  to  be  found  nowhere  else,  of  suf- 
ficient importance  to  more  than  repay  to  the  individual  property-holder  and  the 
public  the  cost  of  their  keeping. 

A  proper  exhibit  of  the  duplicates  of  the  Society,  and  the  surplus  books  of 
the  state  now  mixed  up  as  a  debris  in  the  cellar,  on  shelves  in  a  comfortable 
work-room,  such  as  has  been  provided,  will  enable  us  to  relieve  the  congestion 
to  a  considerable  extent.  We  have  constant  calls  for  Kansas  books,  and  we  are 
confident  we  can  place  from  8000  to  10,000  volumes  in  the  next  six  months  in 
places  where  they  will  be  preserved.  In  the  last  six  weeks  we  have  shipped 
1700  Kansas  books  and  pamphlets  to  five  different  institutions,  and  about  700 
copies  of  government  publications  to  one  institutioQ. 

The  legislature  of  1901  did  much  in  the  interest  of  this  Society.  A  bill  be- 
came a  law  forbidding  the  loaning  of  newspaper  files,  books,  manuscripts,  etc., 
out  of  the  state  house,  and  making  certified  copies  of  the  records  competent  evi- 
dence in  the  courts.  The  senate  and  the  house  of  representatives  each  created  a 
standing  committee  on  the  Historical  Society.  One  additional  employee  was 
voluntarily  given,  and  salaries  were  raised.  Without  a  dissenting  vote,  83000 
was  given  to  mark  the  site  of  Pike's  Pawnee  village.  A  concurrent  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted  asking  the  general  government  to  cede  to  the  state  one 
acre  from  the  Fort  Riley  military  reserve  on  which  is  located  the  first  capitol 
building.  Pending  action  by  Congress,  the  war  department  has  issued  to  the 
Society  a  revocable  license,  giving  temporary  charge  of  the  building,  and  there 
hag  been  placed  upon  each  end  of  the  building  a  sign,  in  large  letters,  indicating 
that  it  was  the  first  capitol  of  Kansas. 

The  demonstrations  in  Republic  county  in  honor  of  Pike  and  the  flag  will 
stand  among  the  most  interesting  events  in  the  history  of  the  state.  A  large 
concourse  of  people  gathered  on  the  4th  of  July  to  part4cipate  in  a  corner  stone 
laying  by  the  Masonic  lodge  of  Belleville,  when  instructive  and  patriotic  speeches 
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were  made  by  Gov.  William  E.  Stanley,  Hon.  Henry  L.  Mason,  of  Garden  City, 
Mrs.  Margaret  Hill  McCarter,  of  Topeka,  and  Hon.  John  W.  Haughey,  of  Wel- 
lington. On  the  30th  of  September  the  monument  was  unveiled,  when  double 
the  number  of  the  previous  crowd  attended.  It  was  a  gala  day  for  the  people  of 
Republic,  Cloud  and  Jewell  counties.  Col.  John  C.  Carpenter,  of  Chanute, 
Hon.  Noah  L.  Bowman,  of  Garnett,  Hon.  F.  Dumont  Smith,  of  Kinsley,  Hon. 
William  T.  Short,  of  Concordia,  Miss  Helen  Kimber,  of  Parsons,  and  Hon.  W. 
A.  Calderhead,  of  Marysville,  entered  earnestly  into  the  spirit  of  the  occasion, 
and  talked  inspiringly  to  the  people.  The  Sixth  battery  of  field  artillery,  United 
States  army,  Capt.  Granger  Adams  commanding,  from  Fort  Riley,  attended  and 
participated  in  the  exercises.  Hon.  C.  E.  Adams,  of  Superior,  Neb.,  on  both 
occasions  represented  the  sister  state  of  Nebraska,  and  contributed  much  to 
the  spirit  of  patriotism.  The  deed  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Johnson  and  George 
Johnson  was  modified  so  as  to  require  only  that  the  visible  remains  of  the  village 
be  enclosed  with  fence.  Accordingly,  but  six  acres  of  the  eleven  deeded  the 
state  were  enclosed  with  an  iron  fence,  costing  $1150,  and  a  Barre,  Vt.,  granite 
shaft,  twenty-six  feet  high,  was  put  up,  at  a  cost  of  $1750. 

The  line  of  Coronado's  march  in  1541  and  the  location  of  the  province  of 
Quivira  are  of  increasing  interest.  The  number  of  archteologists  and  explorers 
studying  the  matter  enlarges  as  time  passes;  they  are  industrious  and  persistent, 
and  it  seems  with  each  year  that  the  results  of  their  labors  are  more  definite  in 
establishing  Kansas  as  the  location  of  the  mysterious  country  to  the  north  from 
whence  came  only  stories  of  gold,  silver,  and  great  cities.  A  majority  of  those 
who  have  investigated  and  written  upon  this  first  exploration  of  the  interior  of 
the  continent  agree  that  Kansas  was  visited  by  Coronado,  but  there  are  those 
who  are  becoming  definite  and  are  giving  much  local  zest  to  the  matter.  Mr.  J. 
V.  Brower,  an  eminent  archaeologist,  explorer,  and  author,  has  published  two 
volumes  of  surpassing  interest,  "  Quivira,"  and  "Harahey,"  in  which  he  locates 
the  villages  of  Quivira,  visited  by  Coronado,  along  the  south  side  of  the  Kansas 
and  Smoky  Hill  rivers,  from  Mill  creek,  in  Wabaunsee,  to  Lyon  creek,  in  Dickin- 
son, principally.  He  locates  villages  as  follows:  In  Pottawatomie  county,  eleven  ; 
Wabaunsee,  ten;  Riley,  eleven ;  Geary,  twenty ;  Dickinson,  four;  Marion,  one; 
McPherson,  six;  Rice,  one;  Barton,  one.  Mr.  Brower  has  visited  this  region 
once  and  twice  a  year,  beginning  with  1896.  He  has  gathered  thousands  of  the 
stone  implements  on  the  sites  represented  by  him,  after  the  most  patient  investiga- 
tion, and  he  has  enlisted  the  greatest  interest  among  the  people  in  the  localities 
named.  He  has  been  assisted  by  J.  T.  Keagy  and  E.  A.  Killian,  of  Alma,  W.  J. 
Griffing,  of  Manhattan,  and  Robert  Henderson,  of  Junction  City;  and  so  confi- 
dent are  they  of  their  work,  that  they  propose  to  erect  a  monument  in  honor  of 
Coronado's  march,  in  Logan  grove,  south  of  the  Smoky  Hill,  opposite  Junction 
City.  Mr.  Brower's  researches  and  publications  will  have  a  far-reaching  effect 
among  explorers  and  students  in  establishing  Quivira  in  the  heart  of  Kansas. 
He  is  a  Minnesota  man,  and  hence  is  operating  without  bias,  being  influenced 
solely  by  his  own  investigation  and  judgment,  and  paying  his  own  bills,  includ- 
ing the  handsomest  of  publications. 

For  the  first  time  in  years  our  historical  library  proper  is  shelved  so  as  to  ad- 
mit of  easy  reference.  It  will  enable  us  to  fill  incomplete  sets  of  historical  so- 
ciety publications  and  state  records,  whore  early  volumes  are  still  obtainable. 
Many  of  these  will  necessarily  be  purchased,  being  out  of  print,  and  in  the  hands 
of  retail  dealers.  The  Southern  states,  in  very  recent  years,  have  revived  the 
work  of  their  historical  societies  or  established  now  ones.    These  publications 
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can  only  be  obtained  by  purchase,  as  the  societies  are  supported  by  subscription, 
and  sell  their  prints  to  pay  for  publication. 

The  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Society  proposes  to  publish 
the  vital  statistics  of  190  towns  in  Massachusetts  not  already  printed,  giving  the 
births,  marriages  and  deaths  from  the  settlement  until  1845,  at  a  cost  of  about 
one  cent  a  page,  bound.  Such  material  is  invaluable,  and  is  obtained  mostly 
from  parish  records.  As  the  editions  will  be  limited,  we  hope  to  purchase  the 
volumes  as  issued. 

We  have  many  calls  from  Kansas  people  for  the  local  historical  and  genealog- 
ical records  of  the  more  eastern  states.  Our  book  fund  is  too  limited  to  do  all 
we  could  wish  in  the  purchase  of  such  material.  It  would  be  gratifying  if  Kan- 
sans  whose  family  histories  have  been  printed  would  donate  the  volumes  to  the 
Society  and  thus  supplement  the  genealogical  library  we  are  anxious  to  secure." 

Horace  L.  Moore,  of  Lawrence,  prepared  a  bill  providing  for  more  perfect  rec- 
ords concerning  births  and  marriages,  in  line  with  discussions  had  in  this  Society 
for  some  years  past  concerning  vital  statistics.  The  bill  was  introduced  in  the 
senate  and  the  house.  It  not  only  failed  to  receive  the  slightest  consideration, 
but  the  title  and  the  numbers  were  lost,  so  that  copies  of  the  bill  were  beyond 
identification  and  recovery.  I  can  only  account  for  it  by  a  lack  of  interest,  and 
the  overwhelming  amount  of  business  crowded  into  fifty  days.  I  know  of  Colonel 
Moore's  persistent  work  along  this  line,  and  all  must  regret  that  no  attention  was 
given  it.    Some  day  such  a  law  will  be  enacted,  but  years  are  being  lost. 

George  J.  Remsburg,  of  Atchison,  has  a  very  valuable  archaeological  col- 
lection, now  boxed  up  and  stored  away,  which  he  offers  to  deposit  with  the 
Society  conditionally;  but  we  are  without  suitable  cases.  Kansas  has  furnished 
the  worl'd  some  of  the  most  remarkable  of  such  evidences  of  antiquity,  while  our 
own  people  have  been  negligent  or  perhaps  sneering  at  the  "cranks"  who  have 
taken  elsewhere  collections  held  by  Eastern  universities  and  institutions  as  of 
rare  value. 

During  the  year  the  Society  received  from  John  H.  Shimmons  a  handsome 
bust  and  crayon  picture  of  James  H.  Lane,  and  some  very  rare  newspaper  files. 
We  are  also  to  have  a  marble  bust  of  F.  B.  Sanborn,  of  Concord,  Mass.,  a  de- 
voted friend  of  early  Kansas.  Mrs.  John  J.  Ingalls  writes  that,  upon  her  death, 
according  to  her  distinguished  husband's  will,  a  fine  oil  painting  of  the  senator 
will  come  to  the  Society.  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Stearns,  of  Boston,  since  the  year  closed, 
and  a  few  weeks  prior  to  her  death,  sent  to  the  Society  a  large  number  of  letters 
written  by  Kansans  to  her  husband  during  the  years  1857  to  1861.  These  letters 
pertain  to  public  questions,  and  afford  interesting  light  on  how  the  state  was 
started  on  a  certain  course.  We  have  several  promises  of  like  material:  pro- 
crastination, however,  is  not  only  the  thief  of  time,  but  it  often  permits  death 
to  intervene  between  good  intentions  and  their  performance. 

The  Society  prepared  a  chronology  of  the  territory  and  state  for  Harper's  En- 
cyclopedia of  United  States  History,  and  a  very  complete  statistical  and  descrip- 
tive article  about  Kansas  for  a  United  States  gazetteer.  We  have  prepared  for 
the  geographer  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  statements  of  the  origin  of 
the  names  of  counties  and  towns  of  Kansas.  These  articles  called  for  more  than 
three  months  of  careful  investigation  and  necessitated  the  writing  of  hundreds 
of  letters. 

The  service  of  the  collection  to  the  pul)lic  and  the  work  in  the  rooms  were 
greatly  embarrassed  by  tlie  task  of  removal.  In  the  historical  and  generilogical 
department,  our  experience  is  that  a  greater  number  of  people  call  to  consult 
books  along  this  line  and  of  a  reference  nature  than  previously  in  our  old  quar- 
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ters  down-stairs,  and  we  take  it  it  is  because  things  are  now  in  order.  We  are 
not  able  to  make  accurate  statements  of  visitors,  because  of  the  interruptions. 
In  the  newspaper  room,  a  count,  with  at  least  three  months  omitted,  shows  5700 
visitors,  and  that  2752  patrons  called  for  4481  volumes  of  newspaper  files.  This 
is  a  greater  number  of  patrons  than  for  the  whole  of  the  last  ye^r,  but  it  shows 
only  half  the  number  of  volumes  used,  which  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  lesser 
time  and  the  fact  that  in  the  previous  year  there  was  a  presidential  campaign. 
The  number  of  people  examining  the  cases  containing  relics  and  curios  has  in- 
creased largely. 

There  are  still  several  of  the  "first  things"  in  Kansas  to  be  gathered,  and  as 
radidly  as  we  can  find  suitable  parties  to  work  them  up,  we  solicit  and  urge. 
Two  papers  by  members  of  the  history  class  of  the  State  University  attract  much 
attention  because  of  their  originality  and  practical  value.  The  paper  by  Miss 
Rosa  M.  Perdue  on  "The  Sources  of  the  Constitution  of  Kansas,"  on  file  with 
us,  is  the  subject  of  much  favorable  comment  from  lawyers.  Miss  Anna  Heloise 
Abel,  of  the  university,  has  been  at  work  for  a  year  or  more  on  a  paper  entitled 
*'  The  Establishment  of  Indian  Reservations  in  Kansas  and  the  Extinction  of  their 
Titles,^'  and  all  regret  that  she  has  been  unable  to  complete  it  for  this  meeting. 
This  paper  will  be  of  infinite  value,  involving  an  amount  of  labor  that  but  few 
would  attempt.  Hon.  Eugene  F.  Ware  has  promised  a  paper  on  the  first  legisla- 
tion for  Kansas,  discovered  by  him  "in  boring  for  water  in  the  great  Arkansas 
valley";  that  is,  in  the  law  case  for  water  rights  between  the  states  of  Kansas 
and  Colorado.  Hon.  A.  R.  Greene  is  at  work  on  a  paper  concerning  the  first 
land-offices  in  Kansas,  the  bounds  of  the  districts,  how  they  were  merged,  and 
how  our  first  land  titles  came.  Hon.  E.  J.  Dallas,  from  his  large  experience  in 
the  post-office  department,  has  given  us  a  list  of  the  first  post-offices  in  Kansas. 
'  The  most  astounding  incident  in  our  history  came  to  my  attention  during  the 
year,  and  that  is  the  gradual,  constant  and  most  remarkable  decrease  in  freight- 
rates,  and  the  improvement  in  our  railway  service.  This  is  a  rare  chapter  of  our 
history,  wholly  lost  in  the  selfishness  and  bitterness  of  political  campaigns,  so 
that  few  know  of  the  wonderful  development  in  the  means  and  cost  of  our  trans- 
portation. I  have  solicited  from  the  railway  companies  like  figures  from  the 
start  down  to  the  end  of  the  century.  I  know  of  nothing  that  would  be  more 
astonishing  and  instructive  to  our  people. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Ackley,  a  director  of  this  Society,  died  at  his  home,  in  Concordia, 
during  the  year.  He  was  a  young  man,  an  enthusiastic  Kansan,  and  was  greatly 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  Society,  contributing  much  to  its  usefulness.  His 
friends  have  promised  to  furnish  a  sketch  of  his  life. 

John  Guthrie  presented  his  report  as  treasurer,  which  was  accepted. 
William  Sims,  of  the  executive  committee,  then  approved  the  finan-

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Active  members  were  then  nominated  for  election  at  the  evening 
meeting  of  the  board. 

L.  D.  Whittemore,  for  the  committee  on  nominations,  presented  a 
list  of  thirty-three  members  for  the  board  of  directors  for  election  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  and  a  list  of  officers  for  election  at 
the  evening  meeting  of  the  board.    The  report  was  accej^ted. 

Prof.  Frank  W.  Blackmar  reported  for  the  committee  on  archaeol- 
ogy that  Wm.  J.  Griffing  and  himself  had  made  a  careful  examination 
of  a  large  burial  mound  on  McDowell  creek,  Geary  county,  in  June, 
1901,  being  rewarded  by  a  small  flint  ax,  found  near  the  surface.  In 
the  same  month  Dr.  S.  W.  Williston  and  Mr.  Griffing,  accompanied 
by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Johnson,  visited  the  site  of  Pike's  Pawnee  In- 
dian village,  in  Republic  county.  Here  were  found  many  small 
fragments  of  Indian  pottery,  a  few  flint  and  limestone  implements, 
fragments  of  the  bones  of  animals,  and  some  relics  of  their  inter- 
course with  white  men,  consisting  of  bits  of  copper  vessels  and  scraps 
of  iron.  During  the  summer  Mr.  Griffing  gathered  pottery  and  flint 
implements  on  his  farm  on  Wild  Cat  creek,  Riley  county,  some  rusted 
steel  knives  from  the  site  of  the  Kaw  village  abandoned  in  1830,  at 
the  junction  of  the  Blue-  and  Kansas  rivers,  on  the  Welcome  Wells 
farm.  On  the  edge  of  this  old  village  he  also  found,  about  two  feet 
below  the  surface,  fragments  of  smooth  pottery,  which  evidently  be- 
longed to  an  earlier  period.  These  relics,  found  at  different  times 
and  places,  are  now  in  the  Society's  rooms. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee  continued. 

The  board  then  adjourned. 

MEETING  OF  THE  SOCIETY- JANUARY  21,  1902. 

Immediately  upon  the  adjournment  of  the  board  of  directors  the 
Society  convened. 

Wm.  E.  Connelley  presented  the  reports  of  the  committee  on  the 
revision  of  the  constitution.  The  amended  sections  were  read  and 
approved  separately,  and  the  whole  adopted,  as  follows : 

It  is  recommended  by  the  special  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  in 
the  directors'  room,  Tuesday,  December  17,  1901,  at  three  o'clock  p.  m., 
that  the  following  amendments  be  made  to  the  constitution  : 

1.  That  section  V  of  the  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows, 
to  wit:  "V.  The  annual  ooeetinf?  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in  Topeka  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  December:  and  those  members,  not  less  than  ten,  who  meet 
at  any  annual  or  special  raeetin£?  of  the  Soci^^ty  upon  the  call  of  the  board  of 
directors,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business." 

2.  That  section  IX  of  the  constitution  bo  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows, 
to  wit:  "IX.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  ^rive  satisfactory  bonds,  in  such 
sums  as  the  board  of  directors  may  deem  proper,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
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their  respective  duties,  and  for  the  faithful  preservation  of  property  of  every  kind 
in  custody  of  the  Society ;  and  such  bonds  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state 
after  approval  by  the  board  of  directors." 

3.  That  section  XI  of  the  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows, 
to  wit:  "  XI.  The  secretary  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the  bills 
for  the  annual  dues  of  active  members  to  be  made  out  and  sent  to  the  address  of 
such  members  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  July  of  each  year,  with  a  copy  of  this 
article,  and  if  the  amount  of  such  dues  is  not  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  this  Society 
after  the  third  notice  of  the  secretary,  those  members  in  arrears  shall  be  dropped 
from  the  roll  of  membership.  The  term  of  annual  membership  shall  begin  from 
and  after  the  1st  day  of  July  of  each  year." 

4.  That  said  constitution  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  section  XIV,  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit:  "XIV.  The  fiscal  year  of  this  Society  shall  commence  on  the  Ist 
day  of  July  in  each  year  and  close  on  the  30th  day  of  June  next  succeeding." 

Papers  were  read  as  follows  : 

"History  of  Lead  and  Zinc  Mining  in  Southeastern  Kansas,"  by 
Miss  Irene  G.  Stone,  Galena.  "Mother  Bickerdyke,"'  by  Mrs.  Julia 
A.  Chase,  Hiawatha.  Prof.  J.  D.  Walters,  of  the  State  Agricultural 
College,  presented  a  history  of  that  institution  which  had  been  pre- 
pared and  published  for  the  use  of  the  Columbian  Exposition  of  1893, 
and  since  amended.  From  this  manuscript  he  read  extracts  relating 
to  the  foundation  of  the  college  and  the  work  of  its  earlier  presi- 
dents. G.  Webb  Bertram,  of  Oberlin,  presented  his  paper  on  "Eem- 
iniscences  of  Northwest  Kansas,"  unread. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  until  evening. 

The  evening  meeting  was  held  in  Kepresentative  hall.  Rev.  H.  D. 
Fisher  pronounced  the  invocation.  The  thirty-three  members  of  the 
board  of  directors  nominated  at  the  afternoon  meeting  of  the  board 
were  elected,  as  follows :

On  motion  of  E.  B.  Cowgill,  the  thanks  of  the  Society  were  ex- 
tended to  Doctor  Fisher  for  the  gift.

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TWENTY. SEVENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS -DECEMBER  2.  1902. 

The  twenty-seventh  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Kansas  State  Historical  Society  was  held  in  the  hall  of  the  house  of 
representatives  December  2,  1902,  beginning  at  1 :30  p.  m.  - 

The  president,  William  H.  Smith,  presided. 

There  were  present:  William  H.  Smith,  John  G.  Haskell,  Clad  Ham- 
ilton, E.  B.  Cowgill,  Frank  H.  Hodder,  A.  B.  Whiting,  Fred.  Wellhouse, 
'  William  E.  Richey,  Lucy  D.  Kingman,  Fannie  G-.  Thompson,  George 
W.  Martin,  W.  H.  Carruth,  William  Sims,  Floyd  P.  Baker,  William 
J.  Griffing,  J.  Ware  Butterfield,  J.  S.  Dawson,  L.  D.  Whittemore, 
E.  P.  Harris,  John  Guthrie,  Margaret  Hill  McCarter,  J.  E.  Junkin, 
Charles  W.  Barnes,  George  W.  Veale,  Caroline  Prentis,  and  Zu  Adams. 

Mr.  Clad  Hamilton,  for  the  committee  on  nominations,  reported  a 
list  of  thirty-three  members  of  the  Society  for  nomination  as  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  directors  for  the  three  years  ending  December, 
1905,  and  a  list  of  active  and  corresponding  members  and  officers,  for 
election  at  the  evening  meetings  of  the  Society  and  board.  On  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Guthrie,  the  report  was  accepted.  The  committee  also  re- 
l)orted  two  resolutions,  which  were  referred  to  the  evening  meeting 
of  the  Society  for  action. 

Mrs.  Thompson  then  presented,  in  behalf  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
Revolution,  a  request  that  the  Historical  Society  cooperate  with  that 
organization  in  the  preparation  of  a  map  showing  the  line  of  travel  of 
the  Santa  Fe  trail  through  Kansas.  It  was  believed  that  the  citizens 
along  the  trail  would  take  pride  in  marking  its  course  with  inexpen- 
sive monuments  of  stone. 

Mr.  Whiting  approved  of  this  undertaking,  and  suggested  the  pro- 
priety of  including  in  the  map  the  routes  of  the  emigration  to  L^tah, 
Oregon,  California,  and  Pike's  Peak. 

The  following  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Cowgill  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

Hcsolvcd,  That  the  directors  rrcommendto  the  Society  a  commission  of  three 
persons,  of  which  Mrs.  Thompson  shall  be  chairman,  to  prepare  a  map  of  .Kan- 
sas showing  the  route  of  the  Santa  Fe  and  other  historic  trails. 

The  report  of  the  board  of  directors  was  then  read  by  Secretary 
Martin,  for  the  fractional  year  beginning  November  1,  lUOl,  and  end- 
ing June  30,  1902,  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Guthrie,  was  adopted : 

The  year  1902  has  been  quite  favorable  for  the  work  and  growth  of  the  Kansas 
State  Historical  Society.    Aside  from  the  usual  liberality  in  the  contributions  to 
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our  original  manuscripts,  newspaper  files,  books,  pamphlets  and  museum  fea- 
tures, a  characteristic  of  the  year  I  think  is  an  increased  number  of  interested 
members.  The  ambitious  citizen  now  has  a  better  opportunity  than  ever  before 
of  seeing  the  work  of  the  Society,  and  state  pride,  it  strikes  me,  should  prompt 
a  large  number  to  seek  and  maintain  membership. 

During  the  period  beginning  November  1,  1900,  and  closing  June  80,  1902, 
there  have  been  added  to  the  library  1373  volumes  of  books :  5371  unbound  vol- 
umes, and  pamphlets ;  2019  volumes  of  newspapers  and  periodicals;  198  single 
newspapers  and  single  magazines  containing  matter  of  historical  interest;  123 
maps,  atlases  and  charts ;  2169  manuscripts  ;  397  pictures  and  other  works  of  art ; 
219  pieces  of  scrip  and  other  miscellaneous  relics.  Thus  to  the  library  proper,  of 
books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  and  periodicals,  during  the  period  of  twenty 
months,  have  been  added  8763  volumes.  Of  these,  8511  have  been  procured  by 
gift  and  exchange  and  252  by  purchase.

EfiForts  have  been  continued  to  extend  the  work  of  the  Society  toward  the 
western  end  of  the  state,  and  other  parts  remote  from  political  operations,  and 
to  cover  the  industrial  development  and  interests  of  the  people.  The  industrial 
side  of  life,  agricultural  and  otherwise,  gives  activity  to  all  development,  arul 
hedce  it  must  be  the  groundwork  of  all  history.  A  year  ago,  in  the  secretary  s 
report  it  was  said:  "The  most  astounding  incident  in  our  history  came  to  ii>y 
attention  during  the  year,  and  that  is  the  gradual,  constant  and  mo.st  remarkabU* 
decrease  in  freight-rates  and  the  improvement  in  our  railway  service."    1 1^*^* 
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Southern  History  Association,  September  number,  page  435,  criticizing  the  sev- 
enth volume  of  the  collections  of  this  Society,  after  scoring  the  book  because  of 
certain  Kansas  features,  says:  "The  secretary  in  one  short  paragraph  makes  a 
suggestion  that  is  worth  more  than  thousands  of  pages  of 'ringing  eloquence ' 
and  all  this  twaddle  about  female  progress.  He  urges  the  importance  of  railroad 
freight  sheets  as  historical  material,  evidencing  the  steady  reduction  of  transpor- 
tation charges.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  next  volume  will  contain  researches 
of  that  sort  in  the  place  of  a  portion  at  least  of  mushy  rehashing."  The  seventh 
volume  contained  papers  on  the  development  in  Kansas  of  gypsum,  cement  and 
plaster,  lead  and  zinc,  natural  gas,  and  commercial  orcharding,  all  of  a  purely 
historical  trend,  and  most  interesting.  Hon.  James  C.  Horton,  of -Kansas  City, 
has  promised  a  paper  on  "Business  in  Kansas — Old  Times  and  Now,"  Politics 
and  office-holding  are  not  all  of  history.  Neither  is  it  essential  that  a  person  must 
be  old  in  age  or  citizenship  to  belong  to  or  participate  in  the  work  of  this  So- 
ciety. 

The  Society  has  been  favored  the  past  year  with  interesting  contributions 
of  original  papers,  letters,  and  correspondence,  concerning  politics  and  public 
affairs,  from  Mrs.  Sara  T.  D.  Robinson,  Samuel  N.  Wood,  John  Martin,  and 
George  W.  Martin.  Mrs.  Robinson's  collection  includes  letters  from  John  C. 
Fremont,  Henry  Wilson,  David  Wilmot,  Nathaniel  P.  Banks,  Andrew  H. 
Reeder,  Eli  Thayer,  Richard  C.  Drum,  James  Montgomery,  Galusha  A.  Grow, 
John.  Brown,  jr.,  Gains  Jenkins,  and  others.  They  are  of  infinite  value  touch- 
ing the  slavery  contest,  leading  up  to  the  admission  of  Kansas.  About  500  let- 
ters, the  correspondence  of  Samuel  N.  Wood  for  a  period  of  four  or  five  years, 
were  found  in  the  subbasement  of  the  state-house.  No  one  knows  how  they 
came  there.  Many  of  them  pertain  to  railroad  building  in  Kansas.  They  bear 
dates  from  1870  to  1875,  including  a  few  written  during  the  territorial  period. 
John  Martin's  contribution  embraces  many  books  of  great  value  to  our  collec- 
tion, with  others  of  importance  in  exchanging,  and  several  political  cartoons  of 
the  campaigns  of  1810  and  1841,  and  town  plats  and  local  maps  of  Kansas  issued 
many  years  ago.  These  letters  throw  great  light  on  events,  oftentimes  mysterious 
in  the  absence  of  some  knowledge  of  the  motives  of  the  actors.  Many  of  the 
Eastern  states  are  largely  publishing  much  correspondence  200  and  300  years  old. 
The  state  is  full  of  personal  letters  covering  territorial  and  pioneer  days,  but 
much  has  been  lost  by  the  indifference  of  descendants  w^ho  fail  to  appreciate 
their  value. 

Mr.  Warren  Upham,  secretary  and  librarian  of  the  Minnesota  Historical  So- 
ciety, writing  of  a  visit  to  Kansas  and  the  rooms  of  this  Society  in  August,  under 
date  of  September  13,  1902,  says :  "At  our  council  meeting  our  people  were  much 
interested  in  my  report  of  your  admirable  library,  museum,  and  portrait  collec- 
tion. It  is  very  encouraging  that  you  now  have  so  fine  rooms  high  up  in  your 
capitol.  In  respect  to  your  newspaper  collection,  you  lead  the  United  States, 
and  are  equaled  only  by  the  great  national  library  of  the  British  Museum,  Lon- 
don, which  receives  and  preserves  every  newspaper  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
When  I  was  there  in  1897,  their  department  of  newspapers  employed  thirteen 
men  and  boys  in  its  one  branch  of  that  vast  and  ever-growing  library." 

Until  this  year,  the  collections  of  this  Society  have  been  published  once  in  four 
years.  In  the  spring  of  1902  authority  was  obtained  to  publish  the  seventh  vol- 
ume, the  sixth  volume  having  appeared  in  1900.  Four  thousand  copies  were 
issued.  There  has  been  an  increaped  demand  for  the  book  over  any  other  vol- 
ume, because  of  the  variety  of  the  topics  presented  and  the  ability  and  character 
of  the  contributors.    It  is  safe  to  say  that  this  work  of  the  Society  will  hereafter 
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be  biennial,  as  other  publications  of  the  state.  From  half  a  dozen  different 
points  the  inquiry  has  come,  why  the  publications  of  this  Society  are  not  in  all 
the  school  libraries  in  the  state.  Many  high  schools  have  called  for  them,  and 
•  among  the  common  schools  there  is  a  growing  demand;  but  it  is  an  interesting 
question  why  they  are  not  in  more  of  the  schools.  The  statements  on  history 
are  from  original  sources.  I  do  not  understand  that  this  great  collection  is  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  being  hid  under  a  bushel.  There  are  more  valuable  data  here 
which  have  not  yet  seen  the  light  of  day.  In  preparing  the  seventh  volume,  I 
discovered  much  of  great  value  filed  away  by  my  predecessor  —  a  tribute  to  the 
thoroughness  and  completeness  of  his  work  —  which  has  led  me  to  remark  that 
Kansas  has  more  history  buried  here  than  some  states  haver  made  during  their 
entire  existence.  With  biennial  publications,  the  public  will  get  the  benefit  of 
this  collection  in  a  reasonable  time. 

The  executive  council,  in  cleaning  up  the  basement  and  subbasement  of  the 
capitol  building,  found  thousands  of  duplicate  books,  accumulation  of  all  the 
offices,  and  of  the  state's  own  publications,  for  forty  years,  not  belonging  to  any 
library^  They  shelved  a  large  room  in  the  basement  for  duplicates,  and  placed 
it  in  charge  of  this  Society,  requiring  that  we  ship  out  or  exchange  wherever  it 
was  possible.  During  the  year  we  have  found  places  for  3303  books  and  8890 
pamphlets.  We  are  engaged  in  correspondence  which  will  result  in  the  disposi- 
tion of  several  hundred  more  of  these  volumes.  Hon.  C.  W.  Fairchild,  of  King- 
man, suggests  that  there  should  be  a  full  collection  of  legislative  journals  and 
other  state  publications  at  each  county-seat.  The  legislative  journals  are  ex- 
hausted up  to  about  1S70,  and  since  that  time  the  number  of  each  is  quite  irreg- 
ular, depending  upon  the  demand  for  given  issues.  Since  this  room  has  been 
established  many  books  have  been  discovered  and  sent  out  to  where  they  will  be 
of  use.  We  are  constantly  looking  for  schools  or  libraries  where  we  may  place 
others. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Col.  O.  E.  Learnard,  of  Lawrence,  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Cory,  of 
Fort  Scott,  I  have  attempted  to  gather  the  record  of  the  towns  started  and 
afterwards  abandoned  in  Kansas.  A  knowledge  of  the  location  of  several  of 
them,  because  of  their  historic  prominence,  is  essential  in  some  respects  to  a 
proper  understanding  of  the  story  of  early  Kansas,  and  in  a  lesser  degree  with 
the  development  of  many  counties  in  western  Kansas.  I  have  not  as  full  response 
as  I  had  hoped,  but  will  continue  the  effort  until  the  list  is  tolerably  complete,  if 
not  fully  so.  Many  counties  with  the  most  interesting  points  have  made  no  re- 
turn as  yet,  but  I  have  promises  that  they  will  be  fully  reported.  Twenty-eight 
counties  report  151  such  abandoned  towns.  Doniphan  county  leads  with  twenty- 
one,  and  Kearny  and  Labette  follow  with  twelve  each.  The  incidents  gathered 
so  far  are  of  great  interest,  showing  the  spirit  and  sacrifice  of  those  who  figured 
in  the  beginning  of  our  development. 

The  application  of  the  legislature  for  the  cession  to  the  state  of  an  acre  or  eo 
of  the  Fort  Kiley  reservation,  embracing  the  first  capitol  building,  has  not  yet 
received  action.  It 's  possible  that  the  question  of  civil  jurisdiction  may  inter- 
fere with  a  transfer,  and  render  it  more  advisable,  if  anything  is  to  be  done  at 
all,  for  the  state  to  make  repairs  on  the  building  with  the  title  as  it  is,  and  to 
ask  only  for  such  consent.  In  all  probability,  an  acre  under  state  control,  inside 
of  the  military  reservation,  would  be  a  lodging-place  for  the  vicitius,  involving  a 
nuisance  to  the  military  or  a  great  responsibility  to  the  state.  During  the  year 
the  site  of  Pawnee  has  assumed  much  importance  from  the  military  maneuvorn, 
and  which,  if  they  are  to  be  continued,  as  is  apprehended,  on  a  more  extenpivi' 
scale,  will  give  it  world-wide  fame.    It  would  bo  exceedingly  appropriate  for  the 
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state  to  place  that  building  in  order,  since  the  point  is  likely  to  be  a  Mecca  for 
the  army,  the  militia  and  visitors  for  years  to  come.  The  place  was  established 
in  good  faith  by  the  first  governor,  who  had  authority,  and  one  of  the  important 
clashes  in  the  incipient  stage  of  the  great  battle  occurred  in  that  stone  building. 

The  Society  has  received  as  a  gift  from  Franklin  B.  Sanborn,  of  Concord, 
Mass.,  a  bronze  bust  of  himself.  It  comes  from  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
and  it  was  insured  in  transit  for  8100.  Mr.  Sanborn  was  a  friend  to  Kansas  in 
the  early  days,  and  his  pen  and  voice  were  of  great  value  in  creating  the  circum- 
stances under  which  our  state  was  born.  Daniel  W.  Wilder  will  prepare  a  biog- 
raphy of  Mr.  Sanborn  for  the  records  of  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society. 

Mrs.  Lucy  G.  Hall,  of  Labette  county,  presented  the  Society  with  a  spinning- 
wheel  made  in  Strausburg  Germany,  in  1621,  and  brought  to  America  in  1700.^ 
This  wheel  has  passed  by  will,  one  member  of  the  family  having  possession 
seventy-six  years  and  another  seventy-four  years.  Mrs.  Hall  has  also  left  with 
us  a  rifle  made  by  her  brother,  J.  W.  H.  Golden,  when  he  was  gunsmith  at  Fort 
Leavenworth,  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion.  Mr,  Golden  was  severely  wounded 
by  proslavery  men  near  Tonganoxie.  He  was  elected  sheriff  of  Leavenworth 
county  in  1858,  and  commissioned  by  James  W.  Denver.  Mrs.  Hall  writes  that 
she  expects  to  move  to  Texas  to  spend  the  remainder  of  her  days,  and  that  she 
prefers  to  give  what  she  has  to  Kansas  rather  than  to  Texas. 

The  Society  has  received  from  Charles  W.  Smith  the  gun  brought  to  Kansas 
in  1854  and  carried  through  the  territorial  trouble  by  Samuel  Walker.  Julius 
Neuman,  deceased,  of  Atchison,  willed  the  Society  a  sword  brought  by  him  from 
Germany,  which  we  have  received  through  Robert  F.  Forbriger,  the  administra- 
tor of  his  estate.  Mr.  Neuman  made  the  first  preemption  entry  of  land  in  Kan- 
sas, April  21,  1857,  at  the  Lecompton  office. 

J.  H.  Bonsell,  of  Arkansas  City,  has  negatives  of  portraits  of  members  Le- 
compton constitutional  convention,  the  Wyandotte  constitutional  convention, 
the  Leavenworth  constitutional  convention,  and  of  the  first  free-state  legislature. 
They  should  be  procured,  but  the  Society  being  without  funds  for  such  purposes, 
there  have  been  no  negotiations. 

The  Society,  during  the  year,  lost  two  valuable  friends  in  the  death  of  Hon. 
James  F.  Legate  and  Hon.  Albert  H.  Horton.  They  were  always  active  in  pro- 
moting the  collection  of  history.  They  themselves  constituted  ^an  important 
feature  of  the  history  of  Kansas, 

The  levy  made  by  the  legislature  of  1899  for  completion  of  the  state-house,  in 
which  the  Executive  Council  was  authorized  to  fit  rooms  for  moving  the  effects 
of  the  State  Historical  Society  by  said  fund,  has  been  exhausted.  Under  its 
provisions,  the  Society  has  been  most  bountifully  treated  in  space  and  furnishings* 
the  portion  of  the  building  allotted  to  us  being  more  satisfactory  as  time  passes. 
Years  of  development  and  changed  conditions  rendered  the  location  in  the  east 
wing,  assigned  to  the  Society  by  the  legislature  in  1805  and  relinquished  Novem- 
ber 27,  1900,  wholly  inadequate  and  unsuitable.  The  members  of  the  council 
have  not  only  been  most  liberal,  but  they  have  shown  an  interest  in  our  work,  by 
arranging  their  expenditures  as  to  advance  and  display  results.  The  Society  is 
under  especial  obligation  to  Mr.  John  F.  Stanton,  state  architect,  whose  taste 
and  judgment  in  advising  and  directing  we  so  frequently  needed,  and  whose 
never-failing  courtesy  lightened  the  task  of  removal  and  fitting  up.  Additional 
needs  from  now  on  will  be  but  a  trifle  to  ask  for  biennially  of  the  legislature.  A 
result  of  our  handsome  accommodations  has  been  to  stimulate  gifts,  adding  vastly 
.to  the  importance  of  our  portrait  and  museum  features,  and  the  caro  now  be- 
stowed by  the  state  attracts  interest  which,  before  the  completion  of  the  building. 
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was  repelled.  From  200  to  300  people  daily  pass  through  the  museum,  and  it  is 
most  gratifying  to  say  that  we  have  not  the  slightest  trouble  from  meddlers  or 
vandals. 

Mr.  William  J.  Griffing,  of  Manhattan,  reported  for  the  committee 
on  "Mounds  and  Village  Sites  of  the  Aborigines,"  as  follows: 

Owing  to  the  difficulty,  at  once  apparent,  of  all  the  members  being  able  to  set 
aside  pressing  duties  at  the  same  moment  and  spend  any  considerable  time  in 
field-work  along  the  line  of  arcba^ologic  explorations,  the  labors  of  your  com- 
mittee have  been  confined  to  individual  efforts. 

In  company  with  a  neighbor,  Mr.  J,  S.  Cunningham,  an  able  assistant  in  the 
work,  one  day  was  spent,  with  the  consent  of  the  commanding  officer,  Col,  C.  C. 
Carr,  in  exploring  the  extreme  eastern  and  western  limits  of  the  Fort  Riley  mili- 
tary reservation  and  making  a  cursory  examination  of  some  of  the  numerous 
Indian  burial  mounds  thereon.  The  first  interesting  discovery  made  was  that  the 
monument,  on  the  high  bluff  near  the  fort,  erected  to  the  memory  of  Major  Og- 
den,  rests  upon  a  large  Indian  burial  mound.  Seven  mounds  were  discovered  in 
all;  two  of  them  were  on  the  boundary  line  of  the  reservation  and  were  marked 
by  corner-stones.  One  of  these  mounds,  situated  at  the  extreme  western  limits 
of  the  reservation,  was  examined.  An  excavation  was  made,  reaching  to  the  bot- 
tom of  the  mound,  which  was  two  feet  in  height  and  thirty  feet  in  diameter  at 
the  base.  Nothing  was  found,  however,  but  a  miscellaneous  lot  of  burned  human 
bones,  badly  broken  up  and  scattered  through  the  mound. 

One  mound  we  discovered  on  a  bluff  south  of  the  town  of  Ogden  and  adjacent 
to  the  reservation,  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  V.  E.  Bchermerhorn,  in  section  17,  township 
11,  range  7,  Riley  county.  It  had  been  opened  by  relic  hunters  several  years  be- 
fore, but  continuing  the  excavation  that  had  been  made,  we  found  a  few  flint 
arrow-points,  a  number  of  bird-bone  beads,  shell  beads,  commonly  called  "wam^ 
pum"  by  the  Indians;  also,  an  antique  pipe  bowl  of  porcelain,  obtained  from  the 
whites.  This  mound  was  thirty-two  feet  in  .diameter  at  the  base  and  about 
twenty-eight  inches  high. 

Southwestward,  on  a  neighboring  bluff  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  Scheiler,  in  sec- 
tion 2'4,  township  11,  range  6,  Geary  county,  was  one  of  the  very  largest  mounds 
yet  discovered.  It  was  forty-eight  feet  in  diameter  at  the  base  and  two  and  one- 
half  feet  high.  Several  days  were'  spent  in  a  systematic  exploration  of  this 
mound.  It  was  constructed  of  stone  and  earth.  The  stones  used  were  obtained 
from  a  neighboring  ledge  of  rock  and  varied  in  size  from  gravel  to  upward  of  100 
pounds  in  weight.  There  was  nothing  about  this  mound  to  indicate  that  the 
bodies  or  bones  had  been  cremated,  as  is  sometimes  the  case.  It  was,  in  truth, 
a  miniature  cemetery.  The  bones  were,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  the  hamls 
and  feet,  broken  and  scattered  through  the  mound.  The  jaw-bone  of  a  child 
about  two  years  of  age  was  found,  also  jaw-bones  and  scattered  teeth  of  adults - 
from  those  who  had  not  yet  cut  all  their  teeth  to  those  of  the  aged,  whose  teeth 
had  been  worn  away  to  the  roots.  Several  spear-  and  arrow-p)oints  of  tlinr,  a 
bone  awl,  a  few  wampum  beads  and  quite  a  large  assortment  of  beads  made  of 
bird  bones  were  secured.  We  also  found  a  small  number  of  glass  beads  of  a 
light  blue  color,  and  identical  in  every  way  with  some  taken  from  a  mound  on  a 
high  bluff  near  the  mouth  of  Carnahan  creek,  Pottawatomie  county,  some  twenty- 
five  miles  distant.  The  evidence  is  conclusive  that  the  tribe  which  occupied  tlu* 
territory  around  the  junctions  of  the  Blue  and  Kansas  and  Republican  ancl  Smoky 
Hill  rivers,  prior  to  the  migrations  of  the  Kaws  from  the  Missouri  river  .up  tho 
Kansas  to  the  mouth  of  the  Blue,  had  also  had  some  dealings  with  the  wliites 
probably  French  traders,  who  are  known  to  have  traded  with  the  tribes  alon^: 
the  Missouri  as  far  as  the  mouth  of  the  Kansas  river  prior  to  1724. 
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The  secretary  reported  tliat  lie  had  sold  one  foreign  newspaper  file 
for  $35,  another  for  $15,  and  had  received  S19.50  in  fees  for  certifying 
to  various  papers  —  total  S69.50;  all  of  which  had  been  expended  for 
postage-stamps. 

The  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  then  adjourned,

cancy has  occurred  in  the  committee  through  the  removal  of  Prof.  Samuel  W. 
Williston  from  our  state,  that  William  E.  Richey  be  added  to  the  committee.

B.  Anthony  :

W.  H.  Smith,  Esq.,  President  Kansas  State  Historical  Societi/: 

Dear  Sir  — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  notice  of  twenty-seventh  annual  meeting-. 
It  would  afford  great  pleasure  to  be  with  you.    Perhaps  no  state  in  the 
Union  has  so  full  and  perfect  history  of  its  birth  and  growth  as  your  Society  con- 
tains.   I  doubt  if  any  state  ever  made  such  wonderful  progress  in  everything 
state-like  as  the  ''Ad  astra  per  aspera.^'' 

Nothing  could  afford  me  more  pleasure  than  again  to  see  my  adopted  state  in 
modern  dress  of  prosperity,  and  talk  over  some  of  early  scenes,  but  alas!  ob^ 
where  now  are  the  pioneers  of  1851  ?  The  answer  comes  in  lapse  of  years  ;  their 
works  are  here,  their  forms  no  more.  Very  respectfully,

Dear  Friend— Your  program  for  the  twenty-seventh  annual  meeting  of  the 
Kansas  State  Historical  Society  is  before  me.  I  should  like  to  be  present  on 
that  day.  It  was  December  2,  1859,  that  John  Brown  was  hung,  and  Parker 
Pillsbury  spoke  in  our  Corinthian  hall,  and  Samuel  D.  Porter,  of  our  city,  said: 
"It  was  the  only  occasion  that  ever  matched  Pillsbury 'a  adjectives."  That  is  . 
forty-two  years  ago.    And  what  a  revolution  has  been  wrought  in  those  years  ! 

I  think  I  have  never  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  your  last  report — volume  7 
—  but  I  have  read  a  great  many  of  the  addresses  in  it.  It  is  mighty  interesting 
reading.  You  do  well  to  gather  up  the  facts  of  the  early  days.  I  do  wish  that 
Kansas  could  record  that  she  gave  women  the  right  to  vote  in  1894,  but  we  must 
wait  yet  longer.    Wishing  you  a  good  meeting,

♦  The  paper  of  D.  W.  Wilder,  presenting  the  bronze  bust  of  Franklin 
B.  Sanborn  to  the  Society,  was  read  by  Secretary  Martin : 

FRANKLIN  B.  SANBORN. 
By  Daniel  W.  Wilder. 

From  Coronado  to  White,  Kansas  has  been  fortunate  in  its  historians.  No 
accent  of  its  aspirations  has  been  lost.  The  Historical  Society,  under  Adams 
and  Martin,  each  year  has  brought  rich  sheaves  into  the  garner — Adams 
freighted  with  documentary  treasure,  Martin  rejoicing  with  men  in  the  living 
present.  Very  soon  some  student  of  Kansas  University,  born  in  South  Carolina, 
and  studying  for  the  degree  of  doctor  of  history,  will  empty  into  our  lap  a  thesis 
on  Calhounism  in  Kansas,  with  a  whole  volume  of  citations  from  southern  news- 
papers and  periodicals  —  as  yet  an  unexplored  field. 

When  Kansas  counts  over  her  chosen  heroes  she  finds  none  equal  to  John 
Brown,  of  Osawatomie,  the  man  who  died  for  men,  and  whose  life  and  death 
hastened  a  national  revolution.  As  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  sang,  on  Mrs.  Stowe's* 
seventieth  birthday : 

'*A11  through  the  conflict,  up  and  down, 
Marched  Undo  Tom  and  old  John  Brown, 

One  ghost,  one  form  ideal ; 
And  which  was  false,  and  which  was  true, 
And  which  was  mightier  of  the  two, 
The  wisest  sibyl  never  know  — 
For  both  alike  were  real." 
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After  John  Brown  had  taken  the  leading  part  in  driving  the  ruffians  from 
Kansas  he  determined  to  attack  slavery  in  its  own  home.  In  1858  his  plan 
was  unfolded  to  six  persons,  Gerrit  Smith,  Theodore  Parker,  Dr.  S.  G.  Howe, 
George  L.  Stearns,  Thomas  W.  Higginson,  and  Franklin  B.  Sanborn.  All 
of  these  men  had  been  active  with  voice,  pen,  and  purse,  from  early  in  1854-'55, 
in  working  for  freedom  in  Kansas,  and  for  this  reason  were  selected  by  Brown  as 
the  "secret  committee"  to  raise  the  money  to  sustain  him  and  his  nien  while 
they  were  preparing  to  invade  a  slave  state.  Three  of  these  men,  Howe,  Higgin- 
son, and  Sanborn,  visited  Kansas-Nebraska  in  the  dark  days  of  the  struggle  of 
1856-'57  ;  and  the  two  last  are  the  only  members  of  the  committee  now  living,  Hig- 
ginson at  the  age  of  seventy-seven  and  Sanborn  at  seventy.  The  last  of  the  many 
books  written  by  each  have  been  published  within  a  few  weeks. 

F.  B.  Sanborn  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1855,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three. 
Between  May,  1856,  and  January,  1857,  he  passed  through  all  grades  of  the  Kan- 
sas committee  in  Massachusetts,  beginning  as  secretary  of  the  Concord  town 
committee  and  ending  as  secretary  of  the  state  committee,  and  temporary  mem- 
ber of  the  national  committee.  Concord  was  the  home  of  Emerson  and  Thoreau, 
both  friends  of  freedom,  and  in  one  of  his  letters  Captain  Brown,  who  twice  vis- 
ited Concord,  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  substantial  favors  from  the  town 
where  once  "  the  embattled  farmers  stood  and  fired  the  shot  heard  round  the 
world."    The  guns  fired  at  Harper's  Ferry  were  also  heard  by  all  the  nations. 

The  story  of  Captain  Brown  needs  less  to  be  retold  here  than  in  any  other  lo- 
cality. Through  the  efforts  of  our  late  secretary,  F.  G.  Adams,  there  are  col- 
lected in  this  Society's  archives  a  larger  number  of  documents  relating  to  John 
Brown  than  in  all  other  repositories, 

Mr.  Sanborn,  my  friend  in  college  and  for  nearly  fifty  years,  was  not  only  the 
coadjutor  of  the  practical  abolitionist  and  martyr,  John  Brown,  but,  since  slavery 
was  driven  from  the  land  by  fire  and  sword,  has  become  a  "great  heir  of 
fame"  by  the  long  years  of  labor  he  has  devoted  to  the  afflicted  classes  —  the 
poor,  the  insane,  the  blind,  and  deaf  —  and  to  the  cause  of  prison  reform. 

Kansas  and  the  Historical  Society  owe  him  their  chief  debt  of  gratitude  for 
the  invaluable  assistance  he  gave  to  John  Brown  while  living  and  for  the  biogra- 
phy he  wrote  after  the  great  soul  of  the  liberator  and  patriot  went  marching  on. 

After  learning  from  Secretary  Martin,  a  few  weeks  ago,  that  Mr.  Sanborn 
had  sent  his  bust  to  this  Society,  I  asked  my  friend  to  write  for  us  the  out- 
lines of  his  busy  and  unselfish  life.  My  request  was  complied  with,  and  it  will 
be  found  to  be  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  Society's  histories  of  the  early 
and  devoted  friends  of  free  Kansas.  No  American  during  the  last  half-century 
has  kept  better  company. 

At  the  termination  of  the  reading  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  Mr.  Franklin  B.  Sanborn,  of  Concord,  Mass.,  an  active  and  effi- 
cient friend  of  the  free-state  cause  in  Kansas  during  the  territorial  period,  a  con- 
stant friend  and  benefactor  of  this  Society  since  its  formation,  and  the  writer  of 
the  authorized  "Life  of  Captain  John  Brown,"  has  presented  to  the  Society  a 
portrait  bust  of  himself  made  by  the  distinguished  sculptor,  Frank  K.  Ehvell,  of 
New  York:  therefore, 

Resolvcdy  That  this  Society  tenders  to  Mr.  Sanborn  its  grateful  thanks  for 
this  gift,  for  the  service  ho  has  given  the  state  of  Kansas  since  his  early  man- 
hood, and  especially  for  his  book  relating  to  the  most  important  period  in  tho 
history  of  Kansas.    We  take  pleasure  in  assuring  our  friend  that  this  work  of 
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art  forms  one  of  the  most  valued  treasures  of  our  rapidly  growing  collection  of 
the  busts  and  portraits  of  pioneers  and  patriots  who  worked  with  zeal  and  suc- 
cess in  establishing  freedom  in  Kansas.

Margrave,  Judge  William,  Fort  Scott:  Desk  brought  to  Fort  Scott  in  1856  by 
George  W.  Clarke,  then  recently  appointed  to  a  position  in  the  U.  S.  land- 
office  at  that  place.  The  bullet  hole  in  the  lid  of  the  desk  was  made  by  some 
one  who  shot  at  General  Clarke  while  he  was  reading  beside  the  desk  at 
Lecompton.  Judge  Margrave  bought  the  desk  in  1858  for  the  sum  of  four- 
teen dollars.  It  held  the  records  of  his  justice's  court  until,  at  a  threat  of  in- 
vasion by  Sterling  Price,  much  portable  property  was  removed  from  the  town. 
Capt.  Charles  Judson,  of  the  Sixth  Kansas  cavalry,  came  into  possession  of 
the  desk  and  carried  it  with  him  on  an  expedition  through  Arkansas.  About 
a  year  afterwards  the  Sixth  was  in  camp  in  Fort  Scott,  when  Judge  Margrave 
recognized  his  desk  in  the  captain's  tent  and  recovered  it.  He  presented  it 
to  the  Society  March  27,  1902.
